In  addition  to  the  wage  increase  for  seasonal  Natural  Resources  Assistants 
and  Technicians  that  both  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  voted  to 
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approve,  we  would  like  support  of  the  following  adjustments  to  the 
Classification  and  Compensation  Plans: 

An  upgrade  of  the  Finance  Director  position  from  E-5  to  E-6: 
An  upgrade  of  the  Director  of  Planning  and  Development  from  an  E-3 
to  an  E-5 

An  upgrade  of  the  Human  Resource  Director  position  from  an  E-2  to 
an  E-3 


As  you  will  recall,  two  years  ago,  we  had  the  MMA  Consulting  Group 
conduct  a  reclassification  study  of  all  the  Non  Union  positions  and  the 
OPEIU  positions.  At  that  time,  we  moved  forward  with  those 
recommendations  which  upgraded  the  Finance  Director  and  the  Human 
Resource  Director  positions.  However,  recently  with  vacancies  in  both 
those  positions,  we  found  it  necessary  to  upgrade  these  two  positions 
again  as  a  recruitment  tool. The  Personnel  By-Laws,  Section  3,  provides 
that  the  Town  Manager  may  authorize  an  entrance  rate  higher  than  the 
minimum  rate  for  a  position,  and/or  any  other  variance  in  the 
compensation  plan  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  functioning 
of  the  services  of  the  Town.  In  the  case  of  the  Finance  Director  and 
Human  Resource  Director,  these  upgrades  have  already  been  established 
and  were  necessary  in  order  to  recruit  individuals  with  the  level  of 
expertise  and  experience  necessary  for  the  Town. 

We  are  also  recommending  an  upgrade  in  the  Director  of  Planning  & 
Development  position.The  Director's  of  Planning  and  Development 
position  was  not  previously  reclassified  and  we  have  upgraded  the  position 
to  the  appropriate  level. In  order  to  remain  competitive  with  our  salaries, 
occasionally  we  need  to  make  adjustments  as  a  means  of  retention.  That  is 
certainly  the  case  with  this  position.lt  is  important  to  note  that  any  salary 
increases  associated  with  these  positions  will  be  absorbed  in  their 
respective  salary  budgets.

I  would  like  to  request  an  increase  to  the  wage  rate  for  the  seasonal  Natural 
Resources  Assistant  and  Technician  positions.  In  February,  2008,  the  state 
minimum  wage  will  increase  to  $8.00,  which  is  an  increase  of  $1.00  per  horn- 
in  just  over  one  year.  The  rates  for  the  seasonal  Natural  Resources  positions 
have  not  increased  in  at  least  6  years.  During  this  period,  other  towns  with 
comparable  positions  have  periodically  increased  their  rates,  and  a  spreadsheet 
showing  their  FY08  rates  is  attached.  Some  of  these  towns  are  planning 
further  increases  for  FY09.  A  chart  showing  the  proposed  increase  for  the 
Natural  Resources  Assistants  and  Technicians  is  also  attached.  An  increase  of 
$0.51  per  hour  would  bring  our  rates  into  the  range  of  those  of  other  towns, 
and  would  insure  that  we  continue  to  attract  quality  candidates  for  these 
positions.

(4)  To  increase  the  net  tax  base  of  the  Town  and  provide  quality 
employment  opportunities  for  Plymouth  residents. 

(5)  To  encourage  development  utilizing  the  highest  quality  design 
standards. 

(6)  To  ensure  that  development  is  designed  in  harmony  with  the 
topographical  and  vegetative  character  of  the  land. 

(7)  To  promote  development  of  the  creative  arts  production  in 
Plymouth. 

(8)  To  allow  an  alternative  form  of  land  use  development  consistent 
with  sound  design  principles  for  a  Movie  and  Entertainment 
Production  Studio  Development,  including  diverse  and 
integrated  land  development  for  commercial  production  of 
various  media,  including  live  action  motion  pictures,  animations, 
commercials  and  videos,  music  and  theater,  ancillary  support 
facilities  including  related  commercial,  retail,  cultural  and 
educational  activities,  restaurants,  offices,  services,  day  spas, 
community  facilities,  theaters,  support  facilities  including  a  hotel 
and  associated  meeting  facilities,  artists'  and  other  housing,  and 
active  and  passive  indoor  and  outdoor  recreational  uses. 

Establishment  and  Location.  The  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production 
Overlay  District  (MEPOD)  shall  be  considered  as  overlaying  other 
zoning  districts  and  is  delineated  on  Zoning  Map  No.  1.  For  any 
Development  Project  proposed  within  the  MEPOD,  the  provisions  of  the 
MEPOD  as  detailed  in  this  Section  205-76,  shall  govern  over  all 
inconsistent  use  and  dimensional  requirements  and  restrictions  of  the 
underlying  zoning  district.  The  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  shall  act  as  the  authority  designated  to  review  projects  and 
issue  site  approvals  under  this  Section  205-76,  and  as  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority,  if  applicable,  under  this  Section  205-76. 
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Definitions. 

ARTISTS'  HOUSING  -  Artists'  Housing  shall  be  rental  housing  units 
for  use  by  persons  involved  in  the  activities  of  the  Development  Project. 

BUFFER  -  Land  established  to  protect  adjacent  land  uses  of  a  different 
character  by  keeping  the  land  in  its  open,  natural  state,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  205-76F(5)  below.  If  not  naturally  vegetated,  this 
area  shall  be  fully  landscaped  to  provide  a  visual  and  sound  barrier 
between  land  uses. 

CULTURAL  FACILITIES  -  Cultural  facilities  are  libraries,  art  galleries, 
archives,  museums,  places  of  worship  or  similar  institutions  and  uses. 

DESIGN  STANDARDS  -  The  document  entitled  Design  Standards  for 
the  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production  Overlay  District,  adopted  by  the 
Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  pursuant  to  Section  205-76H 
below.  Said  Design  Standards  are  applicable  to  all  Development 
Projects  within  the  MEPOD. 

DEVELOPMENT  PROJECT  -  The  Development  Project  is  the  Movie 
and  Entertainment  Production  Studio  Development  to  be  constructed  and 
operated  on  the  Property. 

EDUCATIONAL/RESEARCH  CAMPUS  -  An  Educational/Research 
Campus  is  an  integrated  group  of  buildings  that  are  used  by  or  in 
conjunction  with  educational  uses  relating  to  cinema,  art,  entertainment 
or  other  similar  cultural  endeavors,  including  research. 

GROSS  FLOOR  AREA  -  For  purposes  of  this  Section  205-76,  the  sum 
of  the  areas  of  each  floor  in  a  building  measured  from  the  exterior  faces 
of  exterior  walls  or  from  the  center  lines  of  party  walls,  including  the 
area  at  each  floor  in  the  structure,  except:  (1)  attic  space  less  than  five 
feet  zero  inches  in  height;  (2)  cellar  space  less  than  six  feet  zero  inches  in 
height;  and  (3)  Structured  Parking  facilities. 

MEPOD  -  A  MEPOD  is  the  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production 
Overlay  District,  established  by  this  Section  205-76. 

MOVIE  AND  ENTERTAINMENT  PRODUCTION  STUDIO 
DEVELOPMENT  -  A  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production  Studio 
Development  is  a  unified  complex  of  structures,  buildings  and  outdoor 
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spaces  that  include  a  Studio  Production  Campus,  and  may  include  a 
Studio  Amenity  Campus,  an  Educational/Research  Campus,  and  Open 
Space  Areas. 

OPEN  SPACE  AREAS  -  Open  Space  Areas  are  the  portions  of  the 
Property  (if  any)  which  are  designated  as  being  part  of  the  Development 
Project,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  205 -76 J  below. 

OUTDOOR  AMUSEMENT,  WATER  PARKS  OR  THEME  PARKS  - 
An  establishment  having  amusement  concessionaires  and/or  amusement 
devices,  including  theme  entertainment  parks,  permanent  carnivals, 
vehicular  amusement  parks,  and  similar  facilities. 

PROPERTY  -  The  Property  is  the  land,  located  whoRy  within  the 
MEPOD  on  which  the  Development  Project  is  to  be  constructed  and 
developed. 

SCREENESfG  -  Decorative  walls,  trees,  shrubs,  solid  fencing  or  other 
view-obstructing  materials  used  to  conceal  buildings,  mechanical, 
electrical,  and  communications  equipment  and  meters,  trash  dumpsters, 
delivery  areas,  outdoor  storage  and  parking  areas  from  view  of  traveled 
ways. 

SITE  PLAN  APPROVAL  -  Site  Plan  Approval  is  the  approval  of  a  site 
plan  issued  by  the  Planning  Board  under  this  Section  of  the  Bylaw,  for  a 
Development  Project  or  a  designated  Phase  of  the  Development  Project. 
The  Planning  Board's  Site  Plan  Approval  for  a  proposed  Development 
Project  shall  be  based  on  a  finding  of  compliance  with  this  Section  205- 
76  and  the  Design  Standards. 

STRUCTURED  PARKING  -  Parking  contained  within  a  building  either 
above  or  below  ground,  or  a  free-standing  parking  facility. 

STUDIO  AMENITY  CAMPUS  -  A  Studio  Amenity  Campus  is  a  muhi- 
building,  multi-use  area  that  may  include  a  mix  of  uses  that  are 
customarily  associated  with  mixed  use,  low  scale  developments.  The 
Studio  Amenity  Campus  shall  be  designed  and  operated  to  support  and 
serve  the  needs  of  the  Studio  Production  Campus. 

STUDIO  PRODUCTION  CAMPUS  -  A  Studio  Production  Campus  is  an 
integrated,  multi-building  grouping  for  the  commercial  production  of 
movies,  videos  and  other  media. 
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STUDIO  THEATRE  -  A  private  theatre  for  special  functions,  movie 
premieres  and  cultural  events. 

Uses  and  Other  Requirements. 

(1)  The  following  are  Allowed  Uses  subject  to  Site  Plan  Approval  in 
a  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production  Studio  Development, 
provided,  however: 

(a)  A  Development  Project  shall  be  limited  to  2,000,000 
square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area  (as  defined  in  this 
Section  205-76); 

(b)  The  total  number  of  residential  Dwelling  Units, 
excluding  Artists'  Housing,  shall  be  limited  to  twenty- 
five  (25)  units,  provided  that  no  more  than  ten  (10)  units 
shall  be  detached  single-family  homes  and  the  remainder 
shall  be  townhouses,  multi-family  dwellings,  or  dwelling 
units  on  upper  floors  of  commercial  buildings;  and 

(c)  The  total  number  of  Artists'  Housing  units  shall  be 
limited  to  one  hundred  (100)  units. 

(2)  Within  the  Studio  Production  Campus: 

(a)       Allowed  Uses: 

[1]       Studio  production  uses,  and  uses  ancillary 

thereto,  which  may  include:  sound  stages;  music 
recording  and  mixing  stages;  outdoor  back  lots; 
administrative  and  business  office  use;  media 
editing  facilities;  material  warehouses  central 
shop  and  mill;  art  craft  production  facilities; 
production  and  post-production  services  space; 
rental  facilities  and  services;  film,  Video  and 
media  storage  and  sales  facilities;  warehouse 
and  outside  storage  of  equipment;  studio 
production  offices;  equipment  rental/sales; 
storage  and  servicing  of  service  vehicles  and 
trailers  used  for  off-site  production  purposes; 
medical  facilities;  food  and  beverage 
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preparation;  catering  and  dining  operations  and 
sales;  meeting  and  special  event  facilities;  day 
care  centers;  day  spas,  educational  facilities; 
rental  facilities  for  people-moving  devices; 
storage  areas;  and  operations  and  other,  similar 
uses  which  are  ancillary  to  or  necessary  for  and 
integrated  with  the  movie  and  entertainment 
production  facility. 

[2]       A  Studio  Theatre  ancillary  to  studio  production 
uses. 

[3]       Cultural  Facilities. 

[4]       Passive  and  active  recreational  facilities. 

[5]       Educational  uses,  ancillary  to  the 
Educational/Research  Campus. 

[6]       Uses  relating  to  services  for  visitors  to  the 

Studio  Production  Campus,  which  may  include: 
a  commissary;  commercial  recreation  (excluding 
in  all  events  any  amusement  rides);  medical 
services;  hospitality  services;  sales  of  products 
and  gifts  relating  to  the  Studio  Production 
Campus  and  its  operations;  transportation 
facilities;  food  and  beverage  preparation; 
catering,  and  security. 

(b)       Size  and  other  Requirements.  The  Studio  Production 
Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than  1,250,000  square 
feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area.  The  Studio  Production 
Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than  400,000  square  feet 
of  Gross  Floor  Area  of  office  space.  The  Studio 
Production  Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than  fifteen 
(15)  acres  of  outdoor  back  lots  space. 

Within  the  Studio  Amenity  Campus: 

(a)       Allowed  Uses,  provided,  however  no  single  use,  except 
day  spa  centers  and  hotel,  shall  exceed  25,000  square 
feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area,  and  the  total  retail  and 
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commercial  use  in  the  Studio  Amenity  Campus  shall  not 
exceed  60,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area,  but  not 
including  a  hotel,  spa,  or  office  uses: 


[1]       Professional  and  business  offices,  including  a 
medical  clinic. 

[2]       Cultural  Facilities. 

[3]       Passive  and  active  recreational  facilities. 

[4]       Community  meeting  facilities. 

[5]       Day  care  (as  defined  in  M.G.L.  Chapter  28A, 
Section  9)  and  nursery  uses. 

[6]       The  following  retail  and  commercial  uses 
ancillary  to  a  Studio  Production  Campus: 

[a]  Convenience  retail  establishments  such 
as  pharmacies,  country  stores,  financial 
institutions,  including  ATMs,  grocery 
and  variety  stores; 

[b]  Personal  service  establishments  such  as 
barber  and  beauty  shops,  laundry  and 
dry-cleaning  establishments,  tailoring 
and  garment  repair  shops,  a  fitness, 
wellness  and  day  spa  center  and  a  health 
club;  and 

[c]  Restaurants  and  cafes. 

[7]       Artists'  Housing,  which  may  include  a  variety  of 
dwelling  units,  including  townhouses,  multi- 
family  dwellings,  and  dwelling  units  on  upper 
floors  of  commercial  buildings,  and  uses 
accessory  to  Artists'  Housing,  provided  all 
Artists'  Housing  shall  be  occupied  on  a  rental 
basis. 
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[8]       Residential  Dwelling  Units,  other  than  Artists' 
Housing,  subject  to  the  limitation  set  forth  in 
Section  D(l)(b)  above. 

[9]       A  hotel. 

[10]      Postal  facilities. 

[11]      Meeting  facilities/conference  centers,  visitor 
centers,  and  educational  learning  centers. 

(b)       Size  and  other  Requirements.  The  Studio  Amenity 

Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than  530,000  square  feet 
of  Gross  Floor  Area.  The  Studio  Amenity  Campus  shall 
contain  no  more  than  300  hotel  rooms  nor  more  than 
400,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area  of  hotel.  The 
Studio  Amenity  Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than 
10,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area  of  office  space. 
No  single  building,  except  the  hotel  and  spa,  may 
contain  more  than  75,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor 
Area. 

Within  the  Educational/Research  Campus: 

(a)       Allowed  Uses: 

[1]       Educational  uses,  and  uses  ancillary  thereto, 
relating  to  movie,  arts,  and  entertainment 
production  and  the  facilities  located  in  the 
Studio  Production  Campus,  which  may  include: 
private  kindergarten  through  post-graduate  and 
continuing  education  instructional  uses; 
ancillary  recreation,  artistic  and  sporting  uses; 
media,  production  and  innovation  technology- 
related  research  uses;  and  administrative  office 
uses. 

[2]       Day  care  (as  defined  in  M.G.L.  Chapter  28A, 
Section  9)  and  nursery  uses. 

[3]       Artists'  Housing,  which  may  include  a  variety  of 
dwelling  units,  including  townhouses,  multi- 
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family  dwellings,  and  dwelling  units  on  upper 
floors  of  commercial  buildings,  and  uses 
accessory  to  Artists'  Housing,  provided  all 
Artists'  Housing  shall  be  occupied  on  a  rental 
basis. 

[4]       Residential  Dwelling  Units,  other  than  Artists' 
Housing,  subject  to  the  limitation  set  forth  in 
Section  D(l)(b)  above. 

(b)       Size  and  Other  Requirements.  The 

Educational/Research  Campus  shall  not  contain  more 
than  200,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area.  The 
Educational/Research  Campus  shall  not  contain  more 
than  100,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area  of  office 
space.  No  single  building  within  the 
Educational/Research  Campus  shall  contain  more  than 
100,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area. 

Within  Open  Space  Areas: 

Allowed  Uses:  Open  Space  Areas  shall  serve  as  buffers,  large 
contiguous  open  areas,  open  fields,  active  or  passive  recreational 
areas,  landscaped  areas  or  yards  for  buildings. 

Within  all  portions  of  the  Property,  generally: 

(a)       Development  infrastructure  facilities,  including: 


[1] 

Water  storage  systems. 

[2] 

Waste  Water  treatment  facilities. 

[3] 

District  heating  and  cooling  facilities. 

[4] 

Emergency  power  generation  facilities. 

[5] 

On  and  off  site  access  roads. 

[6] 

Storm  water  retention  facilities. 
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[7]       Facilities  for  the  transmission  of  electronic 

media  and  data,  including  telecommunication 
facilities. 


[8]       Energy  conversion  facilities. 

[9]       Horticulture  and  agriculture. 

[10]      Utilities,  including  but  not  limited  to  water  and 
sewer  lines.  Provided,  except  for  storm  water 
retention  facilities,  access  roads  and  utilities,  the 
foregoing  development  infrastructure  facilities 
shall  not  be  allowed  in  any  buffer  areas. 

(b)       Open  Space  Uses: 

[1]       Passive  and  active  recreation  uses  including 

golf,  swimming,  cross  country  skiing,  sledding, 
walking  and  hiking  trails. 

[2]       Bike  paths  and  trails. 

[3]       Open  space  amenities  such  as  benches,  picnic 
tables,  observation  platforms. 

[4]  Supporting  infrastructure  deemed  appropriate 
for  the  purpose  of  designating  and  protecting 
Open  Space  Areas,  including  signs,  fences,  etc. 

(7)  The  following  uses  are  allowed  by  Special  Permit  in  a  Movie 
and  Entertainment  Production  Studio  Development:  Wind 
Energy  Facilities,  as  defined  in  Section  205-73,  Wind  Energy 
Conversion  Systems,  as  defined  in  Section  205-27(1).  For  the 
purposes  of  Section  205-76,  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  the 
Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  for  Wind  Energy  Facilities 
and  Wind  Energy  Conversion  Systems. 

Adequate  Access.  A  Special  Permit  subject  to  environmental  design 
conditions  shall  be  required  for  any  street  or  driveway  access  onto  a 
Major  Street,  the  intent  of  which  is  to  provide  access  to  the  district, 
minimizing  the  disruption  to  the  neighborhood  and  local  roads.  The 
Special  Permit  shall  be  subject  to  the  Curb  Cut  provisions  set  forth  in 
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Section  F(3)  below.  The  Planning  Board  shall  not  issue  a  Major  Street 
Access  Special  Permit  unless  the  following  conditions  are  satisfied: 

(1)  At  the  peak  hour  of  the  average  day  the  Development  Project 
and  existing  traffic  volumes  do  not  exceed  85%  of  the  capacity 
of  Major  Streets  as  defined  in  the  traffic  study;  and 

(2)  The  traffic  volumes  projected  to  be  generated  by  the 
Development  Project  and  existing  traffic  will  not  cause  the  level 
of  service  of  any  traffic  approach  at  intersections  of  Major 
Streets  as  defined  in  the  traffic  study  to  fall  below  a  "D"  level  of 
service  (as  defined  in  the  Highway  Capacity  Manual, 
Transportation  Research  Board,  National  Research  Counsel, 
Washington,  D.C.  2000). 

(3)  In  granting  the  Special  Permit,  the  Planning  Board  shall  make 
the  following  specific  findings  ("Findings"): 

(a)  that  Major  Street  intersections  and  roads  within  a 
minimum  radius  of  two  (2)  miles  of  the  boundary  of  the 
Property  will  provide  sufficient  capacity  to 
accommodate  current  and  projected  future  traffic  in  a 
safe  and  efficient  manner; 

(b)  that  major  intersections  will  operate  at  an  acceptable 
level-of-service  (LOS)  (defined  as  LOS  "D"  or  better) 
and  will  continue  to  operate  under  such  conditions  or 
better  at  the  completion  and  occupancy  of  the 
Development  Project;  and 

(c)  that  adequate  regional  traffic  improvements  are  either  in 
place  or,  as  a  condition  of  the  granting  of  a  Special 
Permit,  will  be  required  to  be  constructed  and  completed 
prior  to  or  subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  any  Certificate 
of  Occupancy  for  any  portion  of  the  Development 
Project  in  order  to  reasonably  satisfy  Findings  (a)  and 
(b)  above. 

(4)  In  order  to  identify  and  mitigate  transportation  and  traffic 
impacts  of  the  development  of  a  Development  Project,  and 
validate  the  foregoing  ,  the  following  findings  shall  be  made  by 
the  Planning  Board: 
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A  transportation  study  shall  be  prepared  and  submitted 
by  the  applicant  with  the  application  for  a  Special 
Permit.  The  transportation  study  must  identify  and 
address  the  potential  transportation  impacts  of  the 
Development  Project  on  the  Major  Streets,  highways  and 
major  intersections  serving  the  proposed  Development 
Project,  and  shall  include  travel  routes  to  and  from 
interchanges  on  State  Highways  located  within  a 
minimum  radius  of  two  (2)  miles  from  the  Property. 
The  Planning  Board  shall  select  a  qualified  traffic 
engineer  to  determine  the  scope  of  the  study.  The 
transportation  study  shall  include  recommendations  for 
specific  traffic  calming  measures;  roadway  and 
intersection  improvements;  and  pedestrian  and  bicycle 
amenities  as  may  be  required  to  accommodate  projected 
traffic  flows  in  a  safe  and  efficient  manner, 
accommodate  all  roadway  users,  and  to  maintain 
acceptable  levels  of  service. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  condition  the  grant  of  the 
Special  Permit  on  such  traffic  and  mitigation  strategies, 
which  may  include  without  limitation  the  design  and 
construction  of  new  roadway  and  intersection 
improvements,  as  the  Planning  Board  may  find  are 
reasonably  necessary  to  ensure  that  all  roadways  and 
intersections  impacted  by  the  Development  Project  shall 
continue  to  function  at  an  acceptable  level  of  service  at 
full  completion  and  occupancy  of  the  Development 
Project. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  condition  the  grant  of  a 
Special  Permit  on  the  implementation  of  such  policies 
and  programs  for  controlling  traffic  to  and  from  the 
Development  Project  as  the  Planning  Board  shall  find 
are  reasonably  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  traffic 
impacts  on  abutting  Major  Streets  and  other  local  roads 
are  minimized.  Such  policies  and  programs  may 
include,  without  limitation:  a  transportation  coordinator 
to  be  employed  by  the  applicant  to  manage  all  traffic  in 
and  out  of  the  Development  Project;  policies  to  direct  all 
employees  (other  than  local  resident  employees  and 
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emergency  access)  to  access  the  Development  Project 
from  the  a  State  Numbered  Limited  Access  Highway 
Interchange,  using  highway  routes  between  work  and 
home;  and  all  provided  directions  to  the  Development 
Project  (including  website  directions)  should  direct  all 
visitors  to  use  a  State  Numbered  Limited  Access 
Highway,  which  may  include  reasonable  commitments 
and  arrangements  to  provide  public  transportation  from 
the  Development  Project  to  the  Downtown/Harbor 
District.

Street  Frontage.  Structures  in  the  Development  Project  shall 
front  on  internal  access  roadways  and  ways,  and  shall  not  front 
directly  on  any  Street  as  defined  in  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 

Buffers. 

(a)  Buffer  areas  shall  consist  of  unimproved  land  in  its 
natural  vegetated  state,  and  may  include  land  in  Open 
Space  Areas.  If  no  such  natural  Buffer  exists,  then  a 
naturalized  landscaped  Buffer  plan  may  be  submitted  to 
the  Planning  Board  for  approval. 

(b)  In  determining  the  Development  Project's  buffer  areas, 
any  permanently  protected  conservation  lands  owned  by 
the  Town  or  any  non-profit  conservation  organization 
which  abut  the  Property  may  be  included  as  part  of  the 
required  buffer  area.

The  Planning  Board  may  reduce  the  required  setbacks 
from  any  Street  or  any  internal  roadway,  with  respect  to  any 
structures  or  improvements  in  the  Development  Project,  if  such 
reduction  does  not  adversely  affect  abutting  properties  or  the 
Town  and  results  in  a  better  layout,  configuration  and  siting  for 
the  Development  Project. 

Site  Plan  Approval. 

(1)  Pre-application  review:  The  applicant  is  encouraged  to 
participate  in  a  pre-application  review  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Planning  Board.  If  a  pre-application  review  is  requested  by  the 
applicant,  the  Planning  Board  shall  notify  all  interested  boards 
and  committees  of  the  date  and  time  of  said  meeting,  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Design  Review  Board, 
and  Board  of  Health.  The  purpose  of  the  pre-application  review 
is  to  minimize  the  applicant's  cost  of  engineering  and  other 
technical  experts,  and  to  obtain  the  advice  and  direction  of  the 
Planning  Board  prior  to  filing  the  application.  At  the  pre- 
application  review,  the  applicant  shall  outline  the  proposal  and 
seek  preliminary  feedback  from  the  Planning  Board,  other 
municipal  review  entities,  and  members  of  the  public.  The 
applicant  is  also  encouraged  to  request  a  site  visit  by  the 
Planning  Board  and/or  its  designee  in  order  to  facilitate  pre- 
application  review. 

(2)  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  for  any  construction  unless 
Site  Plan  Approval  has  been  granted  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
such  construction.  In  reviewing  an  application  for  Site  Plan 
Approval,  the  Planning  Board  shall  apply  the  criteria  set  forth 
below.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  must  find  that  a  Site  Plan 
conforms  to  the  objectives  of  this  Section  205-76  and  the  Design 
Standards. 
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For  the  Initial  Phase  of  the  Development  Project,  and  for  each 
subsequent  Phase  for  which  Site  Plan  Approval  is  sought,  the 
applicant  shall  submit  site  plans  and  all  related  narrative  and 
graphic  materials  depicting  the  structures  and  other 
improvements  to  be  constructed  as  part  of  such  Phase  ("Site 
Plan")  to  the  Planning  Board  for  its  approval.  The  Site  Plan  shall 
include  a  development  plan  for  such  Phase,  which  addresses 
stormwater  management,  utility  installation,  off-site  mitigation 
improvements,  emergency  access,  roadway  construction,  and 
demonstrates  compliance  with  the  Design  Standards.  The  Site 
Plan  shall  also  include  such  detail  and  such  other  information  as 
the  Planning  Board  may  require.  An  overall  Master  Site  Plan 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Initial  Phase  for  review  and  approval  by 
the  Planning  Board,  and  such  Master  Site  Plan  shall  be  updated 
from  time  to  time  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board 
when  Site  Plans  for  Phases  are  presented  for  approval  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

Site  Plan  Approval  shall  require  that  the  Town  Engineer,  Fire 
Chief,  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  Design  Review  Board 
have  an  opportunity  to  review,  comment  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board  on  whether  the  Site  Plan 
adequately  addresses  issues  as  specified  in  this  Bylaw  and 
Design  Standards,  including  but  not  limited  to  (a)  public  health, 
safety,  and  convenience;  (b)  aesthetics;  (c)  pedestrian  circulation 
within  and  outside  of  the  site;  (d)  traffic  circulation  within  and 
outside  of  the  site;  and  (e)  siting  and  design  of  structures, 
drainage,  landscaping,  and  utilities. 

In  reviewing  the  application  for  Site  Plan  Approval  for 
subsequent  Phases,  after  the  Initial  Phase,  the  Planning  Board, 
and  such  other  agencies,  shall  review  information  regarding  the 
impacts  of  previous  Phases  of  the  Development  Project,  and  if 
such  earlier  Phases  have  traffic,  environmental  or  other  impacts 
substantially  departing  from  those  anticipated  or  projected,  the 
Planning  Board  may  impose  additional  conditions  or  restrictions 
on  Site  Plan  Approvals  for  subsequent  Phases,  or  require 
reasonable  mitigation  measures  prior  to  approving  a  Site  Plan. 

The  Planning  Board  may  approve  minor  variations  in  the 
location  and  design  of  buildings,  parking  areas  and  other 
elements. 
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Phasing.  The  Development  Project  may  be  constructed  in 
phases  ("Phases"),  provided: 

(a)  As  part  of  the  Initial  Site  Plan  submitted  for  approval, 
the  applicant  shall  submit  a  phasing  scheme  and  the 
proposed  schedule  of  phasing  for  the  Development 
Project. 

(b)  The  Initial  Phase  of  the  Development  Project  for  which  a 
request  for  Site  Plan  Approval  is  to  be  made,  and  which 
is  to  be  constructed  and  completed  fu-st  (the  "Initial 
Phase")  shall  include,  at  a  minimum,  a  sufficient  portion 
of  the  Studio  Production  Campus  so  that,  when 
completed,  the  Studio  Production  Campus  shall  be  an 
operational  movie  and  entertainment  production  facility, 
but  in  all  events,  such  portion  of  the  Studio  Production 
Campus  shall  contain  at  least  400,000  square  feet  of 
Gross  Floor  Area  (the  "Initial  Studio  Production 
Campus").  For  every  gross  square  foot  of  building  space 
constructed  and  permitted  for  occupancy  within  the 
Studio  Amenity  Campus  or  Educational/Research 
Campus  two  (2)  gross  square  feet  of  Studio  Production 
Campus  building  space  must  be  constructed  and 
permitted  for  occupancy. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  review  the  Site  Plan  for  the  Initial 
Phase  and  for  each  subsequent  Phase  at  public  meetings,  and  the 
decision  to  grant  Site  Plan  Approval  shall  be  by  written  decision. 
Notice  of  the  public  meeting  is  required.  Notice  shall  be  given 
by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Town 
once  in  each  of  two  (2)  successive  weeks,  the  first  publication  to 
be  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  day  of  the  hearing 
and  by  posting  such  notice  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  Town  Hall 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  day  of 
such  hearing.  Notice  shall  be  sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid  to 
the  petitioner,  abutters,  owners  of  land  directly  opposite  on  any 
public  or  private  street  or  way,  and  abutters  to  the  abutters  within 
three  hundred  (300')  feet  of  the  property  line  of  the  development 
as  they  appear  on  the  most  recent  applicable  tax  list.  The 
assessors  maintaining  any  applicable  tax  list  shall  certify  to  the 
Planning  Board  that  the  names  and  addresses  of  parties  in 
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interest  and  such  certification  shall  be  conclusive  for  all 
purposes. 

The  submissions  by  the  applicant  for  Site  Plan  Approval  shall 
include: 

(a)  A  site  plan  or  plans  and  site  cross-sections  depicting  the 
proposed  location  of  structures,  open  spaces  and 
landscaping,  proposed  uses  of  the  area,  densities,  curb 
cuts,  proposed  traffic  circulation,  parking  and  loading 
facilities,  and  access  to  public  transportation; 

(b)  Building  plans  and  building  cross-sections  which  include 
proposed  building  elevations,  proposed  dimensions  of 
structures,  schematic  layout  drawings  and  exterior 
building  materials;  and 

(c)  Such  other  reports,  information  and  materials  as  may  be 
appropriate  to  demonstrate  the  Phase's  compliance  with 
the  terms  of  this  Section,  including  three-dimensional 
electronic  and/or  physical  models. 

The  Planning  Board  may  request  any  additional  information  it 
deems  necessary  to  insure  it  has  sufficient  information  to 
determine  general  compliance  with  the  objectives  and  standards 
for  review  of  a  proposed  Development  Project  in  a  MEPOD. 
In  granting  Site  Plan  Approval  of  the  Initial  Phase  and  each 
subsequent  Phase,  the  Planning  Board  shall  make  specific 
findings  that  the  Site  Plan  complies  with  the  following  Sections 
of  the  Bylaw:  205- 17(E)(5)  Fire  Suppression;  205-18,  and  205- 
65  Prevention  of  Light  Pollution  and  design  standards  developed 
hereunder. 

Administration.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  the  Approving 
Authority  for  Site  Plan  Approvals  in  the  MEPOD,  and  shall 
adopt  and  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  administrative  rules  relative 
to  the  application  requirements  and  contents  for  Site  Plan 
Review.  The  Site  Plan  Review  process  encompasses  the 
following: 
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Application  procedures. 


[1]       The  applicant  shall  file  the  required  number  of 
copies  of  the  application  with  the  Town  Clerk 
for  certification  of  the  date  and  time  of  filing, 
and  with  the  Planning  Board.  Said  filing  shall 
include  any  required  forms  provided  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

[2]       Review  fees.  The  applicant  shall  be  required  to 
pay  for  reasonable  consulting  fees  to  provide 
peer  review  of  the  application  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Planning  Board.  Such  fees  shall  be  held  by 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  an  interest-bearing 
escrow  account,  and  shall  be  used  only  for 
expenses  associated  with  the  use  of  outside 
consultants  employed  by  the  Approving 
Authority  in  reviewing  the  Site  Plan  application. 
Any  surplus  funds  remaining  after  the 
completion  of  such  review,  including  any 
interest  accrued,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
applicant  forthwith. 

[3]       Upon  receipt  by  the  Planning  Board, 

applications  for  permits  shall  be  distributed  to  at 
least  the  Design  Review  Board,  Town  Engineer, 
Fire  Chief,  and  Board  of  Health.  Such  reports, 
which  are  advisory,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Planning  Board  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  filing 
of  the  application. 

[4]       Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  filing  of  an 

application  with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board 
or  its  designee  shall  evaluate  the  proposal  with 
regard  to  its  completeness  and  shall  submit  an 
advisory  report  in  writing  to  the  applicant 
certifying  the  completeness  of  the  application. 
The  Board  or  its  designee  shall  forward  to  the 
Applicant,  with  its  report,  copies  of  all 
recommendations  received  to  date  from  other 
boards,  commissions  or  departments. 
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Site  Plan  Approval  decision. 

[1]       The  Planning  Board  shall  make  a  decision  on  the 
Site  Plan  application,  and  shall  file  said  decision 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  within  ninety  (90)  days  of 
the  date  that  the  application  was  received  by  the 
Town  Clerk.  The  time  limit  for  taking  of  action 
by  the  Planning  Board  may  be  extended  by 
written  agreement  between  the  applicant  and  the 
Board.  A  copy  of  such  agreement  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk. 

[2]       The  Board's  findings,  including  the  basis  of 
such  findings,  shall  be  stated  in  a  written 
decision  of  approval,  conditional  approval  or 
denial  of  the  Site  Plan  Approval  application.  The 
written  decision  shall  contain  the  name  and 
address  of  the  applicant,  identification  of  the 
land  affected  and  its  ownership,  and  reference 
by  date  and  title  to  the  plans  that  were  the 
subject  of  the  decision.  The  written  decision 
shall  certify  that  a  copy  of  the  decision  has  been 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  that  all  plans 
referred  to  in  the  decision  are  on  file  with  the 
Planning  Board. 

[3]       The  decision  of  the  Planning  Board,  together 

with  the  detailed  reasons  therefore,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Building  Inspector. 
A  certified  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  mailed 
to  the  owner  and  to  the  applicant  if  other  than 
the  owner. 

Criteria  for  approval.  The  Planning  Board  shall 
approve  the  Development  Project  upon  finding  that  it 
complies  with  the  purposes  and  standards  of  this  Section 
205-76  and  the  Design  Standards. 

Criteria  for  conditional  approval.  The  Planning  Board 
may  impose  conditions  on  a  Development  Project  as 
necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Movie  and 
Entertainment  Production  Overlay  District  Requirements 
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of  this  Section  205-76  and  applicable  Design  Standards, 
or  to  mitigate  significant  adverse  impacts  of  the 
Development  Project  on  nearby  properties. 

(e)       Criteria  for  denial.  The  Planning  Board  may  deny  an 
application  for  Site  Plan  Approval  pursuant  to  this 
Section  205-76  if  the  Board  finds  one  or  more  of  the 
following: 

[1]  The  Development  Project  does  not  meet  the 
conditions  and  requirements  set  forth  in  this 
Section  205-76  and  the  Design  Standards. 

[2]       The  applicant  failed  to  submit  information  and 
fees  required  and  necessary  for  an  adequate  and 
timely  review  of  the  design  of  the  Development 
Project  or  potential  Development  Project 
impacts. 

H.  Design  Standards. 

To  ensure  that  new  development  shall  be  of  high  quality,  and  shall  be 
compatible  with  the  character  of  building  types,  streetscapes,  and  other 
community  features,  the  Planning  Board  shall  adopt  Design  Standards 
relative  to  the  issuance  of  Site  Plan  Approvals  for  Development  Projects 
within  the  MEPOD  and  shall  file  a  copy  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

I.  Signs,  Noise,  Lighting,  Parking. 
(1)  Signs. 

(a) 
(b) 
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Signs  shall  be  governed  by  this  Section  205-76. 

No  signs  visible  from  a  Public  Way  shall  be  erected  or 
maintained  in  a  Development  Project  without  a  Special 
Permit  for  Master  Plan  Signage  having  been  issued, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  205-19  of  the  By- 
Law,  to  govern  the  size,  quantity,  location,  illumination 
and  nature  of  signs  within  the  Development  Project.  The 
Planning  Board  shall  be  deemed  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  for  the  granting  of  a  Special  Permit 
for  Master  Plan  Signage  in  a  Development  Project. 


(c)       The  foregoing  notwithstanding,  the  Planning  Board  may 
grant  a  special  permit  for  a  Development  Project  to 
exceed  the  requirements  of  Table  205-19-2  when  the 
Planning  Board  fmds  that  exceeding  the  requirements  is 
appropriate  to  provide  effective  information  to  the 
general  public,  or  improve  traffic  flow  and  safety  or 
enhance  environmental  aesthetics  through  attractive 
design  features  and  coordinated  presentation  elements. 

(2)  Noise. 

(a)  The  Development  Project  shall  comply  with  the  noise 
standards  in  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations  (3 10 
CMR  7.10)  and  the  following: 

[1]       Noise  from  the  Development  Project  shall  not 

increase  the  broadband  sound  level  by  more  than 
10  dB(A)  above  ambient;  or 


[2]       The  Development  Project  shall  not  produce  a 
"pure  tone"  condition  -  when  any  octave  band 
center  frequency  sound  pressure  level  exceeds 
the  two  (2)  adjacent  center  frequency  sound 
pressure  levels  by  three  (3)  decibels  or  more. 


These  criteria  are  measured  both  at  the  Property  line  and 
at  the  nearest  inhabited  residence.  "Ambient"  is  defined 
as  the  background  A-weighted  sound  level  that  is 
exceeded  90%  of  the  time,  measured  during  operating 
hours. 


(b)       A  noise  impact  analysis  shall  be  provided  by  the 

applicant  as  part  of  the  Site  Plan  Approval  to  determine 
compliance  with  the  foregoing  and  any  other  applicable 
local.  State  and  Federal  regulations. 


(c)       The  Site  Plan  Approval  shall  include  criteria  and 

limitations  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  with  input 
from  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  for  temporary 
waivers  of  the  requirements  of  clause  1  above  in  the 
Development  Project  by  the  Director  of  Inspectional 
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Services  for  outdoor  cinematic  and  television 
productions  and  filming. 

(3)  Outdoor  Lighting. 

(a)  No  outdoor  lighting  shall  be  installed  or  used  without 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  205-65 
Prevention  of  Light  Pollution,  in  order  to  promote 
outdoor  lighting  standards  so  development  permitted 
under  this  Bylaw  shall  not  unreasonably  interfere  with 
the  night  time  use,  enjoyment  and  astronomical 
observations  by  abutting  property  owners. 

(b)  Outdoor  electrically  powered  illuminating  devices, 
lighting  practices,  and  systems  which  will  reduce  light 
pollution  and  conserve  energy  while  maintaining 
reasonable  nighttime  safety  and  security  should  be 
employed. 

(c)  The  Site  Plan  Approval  shall  include  criteria  and 
limitations  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  with  input 
from  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  for  temporary 
waivers  of  the  provisions  of  Section  205-65  in  the 
Development  Project  by  the  Director  of  Inspectional 
Services  for  outdoor  cinematic  and  television 
productions  and  filming,  or  temporary  festive  outdoor 
events. 

(4)  Parking  and  Loading. 

(a)  Loading.  The  requirements  of  Section  205-24  Off-street 
Loading,  shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  Development 
Project,  and  shall  be  determined  by  the  Design 
Standards. 

(b)  Parking.  The  number,  type,  size,  configuration  and 
location  of  parking  and  parking  areas  on  the  Property 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Design  Standards. 

J.        Open  Space. 

(1)       Design  and  Location.  The  Open  Space  Areas  and  other  open 
space  (including  areas  for  recreational  use)  created  within  the 
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Development  Project  ("Open  Space"),  shall  be  located, 
configured  and  designed  to  accomplish  the  following  objectives: 

(a)  To  maintain  as  much  land  as  possible  in  its  natural  state, 
or  for  specific  and  appropriate  active  or  passive 
recreational  purposes. 

(b)  To  distribute  the  Open  Space  such  that  the  entire 
Development  Project  is  unified  functionally  and  visually 
by  such  space. 

(c)  To  provide  Open  Space  and  recreational  areas.  All  parts 
of  the  Open  Space  shall  be  appropriate  to  their  functions 
as  buffers,  large  natural  areas,  open  fields,  active  and 
passive  recreational  areas  or  yards  for  buildings. 

K.  Waivers. 

Waivers  with  respect  to  the  standards  set  forth  in  this  Section  205-76  and 
Lot  regulations  and  Natural  features  conservation  sections  of  the  Zoning 
Bylaw,  may  be  authorized  by  the  Planning  Board  in  the  Site  Plan 
Approval,  upon  a  specific  finding  by  the  Planning  Board  that: 
complying  with  such  standard  was  not  reasonably  feasible  or  would 
result  in  an  outcome  which  would  be  more  negative  to  the  objectives  and 
intent  of  this  Section  205-76  or  the  Zoning  Bylaw  than  would  result  from 
such  waiver;  such  waiver  is  to  the  minimum  extent  reasonably  necessary; 
other  modifications  or  benefits  are  being  proposed  by  the  applicant  above 
those  otherwise  required  under  this  Section  205-76  in  order  to  mitigate  or 
counterbalance  the  proposed  waiver;  and  the  proposed  waiver(s)  are  of 
high  standards  and  such  departure  from  the  general  criteria  will  not 
violate  the  intent  of  this  Section  205-76  or  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 
L.        Prohibited  Uses.  Without  limiting  any  other  restrictions  on  use,  the 
following  uses  are  prohibited  in  a  Development  Project: 

(1)       Sales  of  petroleum  based  fuels  to  the  general  public,  including 
but  not  limited  to  home  heating  oil,  diesel  fuel,  gasoline;  sales, 
major  automotive  garages,  any  garage  conducting  repairs  out  of 
doors,  tire  recapping  and  retreading;  trucking  and  automobile 
salvage  yards. 
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Exterior  storage  of  products  or  merchandise  in  substantial 
quantities;  exterior  storage  of  junk,  scrap,  salvage,  any 
secondhand  materials;  exterior  storage  of  bulk  petroleum 
products;  interior  storage  or  transmission  of  refined  petroleum 
products  in  such  a  way  that  rupture  of  the  storage  tank  will  result 
in  direct  leakage  into  the  ground;  disposal  of  liquid  or  leachable 
wastes,  including  land  filling  of  sludge  and  septage;  use  of  septic 
cleaners  containing  toxic  organic  chemicals;  open  or  leachable 
storage  of  road  salt  or  deicing  chemicals;  use  of  sodium  chloride 
for  ice  control;  disposal  or  stockpiling  of  snow  or  ice  from 
outside  the  property;  storage,  generation,  treatment  or  disposal  of 
hazardous  wastes;  production,  manufacture,  or  warehousing  of 
hazardous  or  toxic  substances;  landfills  or  open  dumps;  storage 
of  commercial  fertilizers  except  in  an  approved  storage  structure; 
storage  of  animal  manure  unless  contained;  storage  of  any 
products,  materials,  or  vehicles  in  connection  with 
manufacturing  or  commercial  uses  not  on  the  property. 

Drive-in  movie  theaters;  casinos;  betting  establishments,  gaming 
establishments  (except  for  the  sale  of  government  sponsored 
lottery  or  gaming  programs)  and  racetracks:  firing  ranges; 
junkyards  or  recycling  centers;  or  quarries. 


Adult  uses,  including  adult  book  stores,  adult  motion  picture 
theaters,  adult  dance  clubs,  adult  paraphernalia  stores,  adult 
video  stores  and  other  such  uses  under  G.L.  c.  40A  §  9A;  adult 
dance  clubs,  including  entertainment  establishments  allowing 
one  or  more  individuals  to  perform  in  the  state  of  nudity,  as 
defined  under  G.L.  c.  272  §3 1 . 

No  artistic  productions  shall  be  produced  which  motion  picture 
industry  standards  would  consider  pornographic. 


Helipads  and  heliports. 
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(7) 


Outdoor  Amusement,  Water  Parks  or  Theme  Parks. 


M.       Permits  and  Certificates  of  Occupancy.  Without  Hmiting  the  Planning 
Board's  abihty  to  impose  additional  or  higher  requirements  in  any  Site 
Plan  Approval: 


(1)  No  building  construction  shall  begin,  and  no  Building  Permits 
for  any  construction  activities  shall  issue,  for  any  portion  of  the 
Studio  Amenity  Campus  or  the  Educational/Research  Campus, 
until  all  necessary  Permits  have  been  obtained  for  the 
construction  of  the  Initial  Phase  of  the  Studio  Production 
Campus  and  substantial  construction  activities  have  begun  on  the 
Initial  Phase  of  the  Studio  Production  Campus  (part  of  the  Initial 
Phase  of  the  Development  Project). 

(2)  No  Certificate  of  Occupancy  shall  be  issued  for  any  portion  of 
the  Studio  Amenity  Campus  until  the  Initial  Phase  of  the  Studio 
Production  Campus  has  been  completed  and  is  operational. 


N.       Committee,  Agreements  and  Costs. 


(1)       Citizens  Advisory  Committee.  In  order  to  ensure  that  any 
unanticipated  impacts  of  the  Development  Project,  or  any 
operational  issues  or  any  other  community  concerns  can  be 
effectively  conmiunicated  to  the  applicant,  and  that  the  applicant 
has  a  mechanism  to  communicate  with  its  neighbors,  and  that 
issues  of  concern  can  be  shared  in  an  appropriate,  informal 
forum,  a  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  established  for 
the  proposed  MEPOD  zoning  bylaw  by  the  Planning  Board. 


(2)       Project  Agreements.  A  Development  Project  may  require  a 
memorandum  of  understanding  or  other  agreements  reached 
among  the  applicant  and  the  Town,  and  possibly  other  Town 
agencies,  departments  or  commissions,  the  State,  the  Federal 
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government,  or  other  third  parties,  including  non-profit  entities. 
Said  non-zoning  agreements  may  be  incorporated  by  reference 
and  made  a  part  of  a  Site  Plan  Approval. 

(3)       Costs  of  Consultants.  In  reviewing  applications  for  Site  Plan 
Approvals,  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  Planning  Board  to  hire 
consultants  and  advisors  to  provide  advice  and  assistance  in 
evaluating  the  application  and  the  Development  Project  and  its 
impacts.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the 
applicant  for  the  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  of  such 
consultants  and  advisors,  and  the  Planning  Board  may  elect  to 
require  payment  in  advance  of  an  estimated  amount  for  payment 
of  such  fees,  which  shall  be  held  and  applied  to  such  costs  as 
incurred.  Each  application  for  any  permit  or  approval  under  this 
Section  205-76  of  the  Bylaw  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
applicant's  agreement  to  promptly  pay  to  or  reimburse  the 
Planning  Board  for  such  reasonable  costs,  and  confirm  that  in  no 
event  shall  any  Site  Plan  Approval  be  acted  upon  until  all  such 
amounts  have  been  paid  in  full. 

Mr.  Main  moved  to  amend  Article  1 8  (Movie  and  Entertainment 
Production  Overlay  District)  as  follows: 

1 .  By  deleting  current  Section  E  (Adequate  Access)  therefrom 

2.  By  inserting  the  old  Section  E  under  site  plan  approval  as  a  new 
subsection  1 1 ,  and  amending  the  same  to  convert  the  requirements 
thereunder  from  a  special  permit  to  site  plan  approval. 

3.  By  relettering  and/or  renumbering  sections  to  reflect  the  deletion 
of  Section  E  and  By  changing  references  to  sections  within  the 
bylaw  to  reflect  the  relettering  and/or  renumbering.

A.  Intent.  The  intent  of  this  district  is: 

(1)  To  allow  for  creation  of  a  Movie  and  Entertainment 
Production  Studio  Development  for  motion  picture,  television, 
commercial  productions  and  other  ancillary  uses. 

(2)  To  allow  for  commercial,  retail,  cultural  and  educational  uses 
that  are  ancillary  to  a  movie  and  entertainment  production 
facility. 

(3)  To  encourage  low  impact  mixed  use  development  on  large,  well- 
buffered  sites. 

(4)  To  increase  the  net  tax  base  of  the  Town  and  provide  quality 
employment  opportunities  for  Plymouth  residents. 

(5)  To  encourage  development  utilizing  the  highest  quality  design 
standards. 

(6)  To  ensure  that  development  is  designed  in  harmony  with  the 
topographical  and  vegetative  character  of  the  land. 

(7)  To  promote  development  of  the  creative  arts  production  in 
Plymouth. 

(8)  To  allow  an  alternative  form  of  land  use  development  consistent 
with  sound  design  principles  for  a  Movie  and  Entertainment 
Production  Studio  Development,  including  diverse  and 
integrated  land  development  for  commercial  production  of 
various  media,  including  live  action  motion  pictures,  animations, 
commercials  and  videos,  music  and  theater,  ancillary  support 
facilities  including  related  commercial,  retail,  cultural  and 
educational  activities,  restaurants,  offices,  services,  day  spas, 
community  facilities,  theaters,  support  facilities  including  a  hotel 
and  associated  meeting  facilities,  artists'  and  other  housing,  and 
active  and  passive  indoor  and  outdoor  recreational  uses. 

B.  Establishment  and  Location.  The  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production 
Overlay  District  (MEPOD)  shall  be  considered  as  overlaying  other 
zoning  districts  and  is  delineated  on  Zoning  Map  No.  1.  For  any 
Development  Project  proposed  within  the  MEPOD,  the  provisions  of  the 
MEPOD  as  detailed  in  this  Section  205-76,  shall  govern  over  all 
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inconsistent  use  and  dimensional  requirements  and  restrictions  of  the 
underlying  zoning  district.  The  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  shall  act  as  the  authority  designated  to  review  projects  and 
issue  site  approvals  under  this  Section  205-76,  and  as  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority,  if  applicable,  under  this  Section  205-76. 

Definitions. 

ARTISTS'  HOUSING  -  Artists'  Housing  shall  be  rental  housing  units 
for  use  by  persons  involved  in  the  activities  of  the  Development  Project. 

BUFFER  -  Land  established  to  protect  adjacent  land  uses  of  a  different 
character  by  keeping  the  land  in  its  open,  natural  state,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  205-76E(5)  below.  If  not  naturally  vegetated,  this 
area  shall  be  fully  landscaped  to  provide  a  visual  and  sound  barrier 
between  land  uses. 

CULTURAL  FACILITIES  -  Cultural  facilities  are  libraries,  art  galleries, 
archives,  museums,  places  of  worship  or  similar  institutions  and  uses. 

DESIGN  STANDARDS  -  The  document  entitled  Design  Standards  for 
the  Movie  and  Entertaiimient  Production  Overlay  District,  adopted  by  the 
Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  pursuant  to  Section  205-76G 
below.  Said  Design  Standards  are  applicable  to  all  Development 
Projects  within  the  MEPOD. 

DEVELOPMENT  PROJECT  -  The  Development  Project  is  the  Movie 
and  Entertainment  Production  Studio  Development  to  be  constructed  and 
operated  on  the  Property. 

EDUCATIONAL/RESEARCH  CAMPUS  -  An  Educational/Research 
Campus  is  an  integrated  group  of  buildings  that  are  used  by  or  in 
conjunction  with  educational  uses  relating  to  cinema,  art,  entertainment 
or  other  similar  cultural  endeavors,  including  research. 

GROSS  FLOOR  AREA  -  For  purposes  of  this  Section  205-76,  the  sum 
of  the  areas  of  each  floor  in  a  building  measured  from  the  exterior  faces 
of  exterior  walls  or  from  the  center  lines  of  party  walls,  including  the 
area  at  each  floor  in  the  structure,  except:  (1)  attic  space  less  than  five 
feet  zero  inches  in  height;  (2)  cellar  space  less  than  six  feet  zero  inches  in 
height;  and  (3)  Structured  Parking  facilities. 
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MEPOD  -  A  MEPOD  is  the  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production 
Overlay  District,  established  by  this  Section  205-76. 

MOVIE  AND  ENTERTAINMENT  PRODUCTION  STUDIO 
DEVELOPMENT  -  A  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production  Studio 
Development  is  a  unified  complex  of  structures,  buildings  and  outdoor 
spaces  that  include  a  Studio  Production  Campus,  and  may  include  a 
Studio  Amenity  Campus,  an  Educational/Research  Campus,  and  Open 
Space  Areas. 

OPEN  SPACE  AREAS  -  Open  Space  Areas  are  the  portions  of  the 
Property  (if  any)  which  are  designated  as  being  part  of  the  Development 
Project,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  205-761  below. 

OUTDOOR  AMUSEMENT,  WATER  PARKS  OR  THEME  PARKS  - 
An  establishment  having  amusement  concessionaires  and/or  amusement 
devices,  including  theme  entertainment  parks,  permanent  carnivals, 
vehicular  amusement  parks,  and  similar  facilities. 

PROPERTY  -  The  Property  is  the  land,  located  wholly  within  the 
MEPOD  on  which  the  Development  Project  is  to  be  constructed  and 
developed. 

SCREENING  -  Decorative  walls,  trees,  shrubs,  solid  fencing  or  other 
view-obstructing  materials  used  to  conceal  buildings,  mechanical, 
electrical,  and  communications  equipment  and  meters,  trash  dumpsters, 
delivery  areas,  outdoor  storage  and  parking  areas  from  view  of  traveled 
ways. 

SITE  PLAN  APPROVAL  -  Site  Plan  Approval  is  the  approval  of  a  site 
plan  issued  by  the  Planning  Board  under  this  Section  of  the  Bylaw,  for  a 
Development  Project  or  a  designated  Phase  of  the  Development  Project. 
The  Planning  Board's  Site  Plan  Approval  for  a  proposed  Development 
Project  shall  be  based  on  a  finding  of  compliance  with  this  Section  205- 
76  and  the  Design  Standards. 

STRUCTURED  PARKING  -  Parking  contained  within  a  building  either 
above  or  below  ground,  or  a  free-standing  parking  facility. 

STUDIO  AMENITY  CAMPUS  -  A  Studio  Amenity  Campus  is  a  multi- 
building,  multi-use  area  that  may  include  a  mix  of  uses  that  are 
customarily  associated  with  mixed  use,  low  scale  developments.  The 
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Studio  Amenity  Campus  shall  be  designed  and  operated  to  support  and 
serve  the  needs  of  the  Studio  Production  Campus. 

STUDIO  PRODUCTION  CAMPUS  -  A  Studio  Production  Campus  is  an 
integrated,  multi-building  grouping  for  the  commercial  production  of 
movies,  videos  and  other  media. 

STUDIO  THEATRE  -  A  private  theatre  for  special  functions,  movie 
premieres  and  cultural  events. 

Uses  and  Other  Requirements. 

(1)  The  following  are  Allowed  Uses  subject  to  Site  Plan  Approval  in 
a  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production  Studio  Development, 
provided,  however: 

(a)  A  Development  Project  shall  be  limited  to  2,000,000 
square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area  (as  defined  in  this 
Section  205-76); 

(b)  The  total  number  of  residential  Dwelling  Units, 
excluding  Artists'  Housing,  shall  be  limited  to  twenty- 
five  (25)  units,  provided  that  no  more  than  ten  (10)  units 
shall  be  detached  single-family  homes  and  the  remainder 
shall  be  townhouses,  multi-family  dwellings,  or  dwelling 
units  on  upper  floors  of  commercial  buildings;  and 

(c)  The  total  number  of  Artists'  Housing  units  shall  be 
limited  to  one  hundred  (100)  units. 

(2)  Within  the  Studio  Production  Campus: 

(a)       Allowed  Uses: 

[1]       Studio  production  uses,  and  uses  ancillary 

thereto,  which  may  include:  sound  stages;  music 
recording  and  mixing  stages;  outdoor  back  lots; 
administrative  and  business  office  use;  media 
editing  facilities;  material  warehouses  central 
shop  and  mill;  art  craft  production  facilities; 
production  and  post-production  services  space; 
rental  facilities  and  services;  film,  video  and 
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media  storage  and  sales  facilities;  warehouse 
and  outside  storage  of  equipment;  studio 
production  offices;  equipment  rental/sales; 
storage  and  servicing  of  service  vehicles  and 
trailers  used  for  off-site  production  purposes; 
medical  facilities;  food  and  beverage 
preparation;  catering  and  dining  operations  and 
sales;  meeting  and  special  event  facilities;  day 
care  centers;  day  spas,  educational  facilities; 
rental  facilities  for  people-moving  devices; 
storage  areas;  and  operations  and  other,  similar 
uses  which  are  ancillary  to  or  necessary  for  and 
integrated  with  the  movie  and  entertainment 
production  facility. 

[2]       A  Studio  Theatre  ancillary  to  studio  production 
uses. 

[3]       Cultural  Facilities. 

[4]       Passive  and  active  recreational  facilities. 

[5]       Educational  uses,  ancillary  to  the 
Educational/Research  Campus. 

[6]       Uses  relating  to  services  for  visitors  to  the 

Studio  Production  Campus,  which  may  include: 
a  commissary;  commercial  recreation  (excluding 
in  all  events  any  amusement  rides);  medical 
services;  hospitality  services;  sales  of  products 
and  gifts  relating  to  the  Studio  Production 
Campus  and  its  operations;  transportation 
facilities;  food  and  beverage  preparation; 
catering,  and  security. 

Size  and  other  Requirements.  The  Studio  Production 
Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than  1,250,000  square 
feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area.  The  Studio  Production 
Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than  400,000  square  feet 
of  Gross  Floor  Area  of  office  space.  The  Studio 
Production  Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than  fifteen 
(15)  acres  of  outdoor  back  lots  space. 
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Within  the  Studio  Amenity  Campus: 


(a)       Allowed  Uses,  provided,  however  no  single  use,  except 
day  spa  centers  and  hotel,  shall  exceed  25,000  square 
feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area,  and  the  total  retail  and 
commercial  use  in  the  Studio  Amenity  Campus  shall  not 
exceed  60,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area,  but  not 
including  a  hotel,  spa,  or  office  uses: 

[1]       Professional  and  business  offices,  including  a 
medical  clinic. 

[2]       Cultural  Facilities. 

[3]       Passive  and  active  recreational  facilities. 

[4]       Conmiunity  meeting  facilities. 

[5]       Day  care  (as  defined  in  M.G.L.  Chapter  28A, 
Section  9)  and  nursery  uses. 

[6]       The  following  retail  and  commercial  uses 
ancillary  to  a  Studio  Production  Campus: 

[a]  Convenience  retail  establishments  such 
as  pharmacies,  country  stores,  fmancial 
institutions,  including  ATMs,  grocery 
and  variety  stores; 

[b]  Personal  service  establishments  such  as 
barber  and  beauty  shops,  laundry  and 
dry-cleaning  establishments,  tailoring 
and  garment  repair  shops,  a  fitness, 
wellness  and  day  spa  center  and  a  health 
club;  and 

[c]  Restaurants  and  cafes. 

[7]       Artists'  Housing,  which  may  include  a  variety  of 
dwelling  units,  including  townhouses,  multi- 
family  dwellings,  and  dwelling  units  on  upper 
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floors  of  commercial  buildings,  and  uses 
accessory  to  Artists'  Housing,  provided  all 
Artists'  Housing  shall  be  occupied  on  a  rental 
basis. 

[8]       Residential  Dwelling  Units,  other  than  Artists' 
Housing,  subject  to  the  limitation  set  forth  in 
Section  D(l)(b)  above. 

[9]       A  hotel. 

[10]      Postal  facilities. 

[11]      Meeting  facilities/conference  centers,  visitor 
centers,  and  educational  learning  centers. 

(b)       Size  and  other  Requirements.  The  Studio  Amenity 

Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than  530,000  square  feet 
of  Gross  Floor  Area.  The  Studio  Amenity  Campus  shall 
contain  no  more  than  300  hotel  rooms  nor  more  than 
400,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area  of  hotel.  The 
Studio  Amenity  Campus  shall  not  contain  more  than 
10,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area  of  office  space. 
No  single  building,  except  the  hotel  and  spa,  may 
contain  more  than  75,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor 
Area. 

Within  the  Educational/Research  Campus: 

(a)       Allowed  Uses: 

[1]       Educational  uses,  and  uses  ancillary  thereto, 
relating  to  movie,  arts,  and  entertainment 
production  and  the  facilities  located  in  the 
Studio  Production  Campus,  which  may  include: 
private  kindergarten  through  post-graduate  and 
continuing  education  instructional  uses; 
ancillary  recreation,  artistic  and  sporting  uses; 
media,  production  and  innovation  technology- 
related  research  uses;  and  administrative  office 
uses. 
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[2]       Day  care  (as  defined  in  M.G.L.  Chapter  28A, 
Section  9)  and  nursery  uses. 

[3]       Artists'  Housing,  which  may  include  a  variety  of 
dweUing  units,  including  townhouses,  multi- 
family  dwellings,  and  dwelling  units  on  upper 
floors  of  commercial  buildings,  and  uses 
accessory  to  Artists'  Housing,  provided  all 
Artists'  Housing  shall  be  occupied  on  a  rental 
basis. 

[4]       Residential  Dwelling  Units,  other  than  Artists'

(b)       Size  and  Other  Requirements.  The 

Educational/Research  Campus  shall  not  contain  more 
than  200,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area.  The 
Educational/Research  Campus  shall  not  contain  more 
than  100,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area  of  office 
space.  No  single  building  within  the 
Educational/Research  Campus  shall  contain  more  than 
100,000  square  feet  of  Gross  Floor  Area. 

Within  Open  Space  Areas: 

Allowed  Uses:  Open  Space  Areas  shall  serve  as  buffers,  large 
contiguous  open  areas,  open  fields,  active  or  passive  recreational 
areas,  landscaped  areas  or  yards  for  buildings. 

Within  all  portions  of  the  Property,  generally: 

(a)       Development  infrastructure  facilities,  including: 

[1]       Water  storage  systems. 

[2]       Waste  Water  treatment  facilities. 

[3]       District  heating  and  cooling  facilities. 

[4]       Emergency  power  generation  facilities. 
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[5] 


On  and  off  site  access  roads. 


[6]       Storm  water  retention  facilities. 

[7]       Facilities  for  the  transmission  of  electronic 

media  and  data,  including  telecommunication 
facilities. 

[8]       Energy  conversion  facilities. 

[9]       Horticulture  and  agriculture. 

[10]      Utilities,  including  but  not  limited  to  water  and 
sewer  lines.  Provided,  except  for  storm  water 
retention  facilities,  access  roads  and  utilities,  the 
foregoing  development  infrastructure  facilities 
shall  not  be  allowed  in  any  buffer  areas. 

(b)       Open  Space  Uses: 

[1]       Passive  and  active  recreation  uses  including 

golf,  swimming,  cross  country  skiing,  sledding, 
walking  and  hiking  trails.

[3]       Open  space  amenities  such  as  benches,  picnic 
tables,  observation  platforms.

The  following  uses  are  allowed  by  Special  Permit  in  a  Movie 
and  Entertainment  Production  Studio  Development:  Wind 
Energy  Facilities,  as  defined  in  Section  205-73,  Wind  Energy 
Conversion  Systems,  as  defined  in  Section  205-27(1).  For  the 
purposes  of  Section  205-76,  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  the 
Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  for  Wind  Energy  Facilities 
and  Wind  Energy  Conversion  Systems.

Buffers. 

(a)  Buffer  areas  shall  consist  of  unimproved  land  in  its 
natural  vegetated  state,  and  may  include  land  in  Open 
Space  Areas.  If  no  such  natural  Buffer  exists,  then  a 
naturalized  landscaped  Buffer  plan  may  be  submitted  to 
the  Planning  Board  for  approval. 

(b)  In  determining  the  Development  Project's  buffer  areas, 
any  permanently  protected  conservation  lands  owned  by 
the  Town  or  any  non-profit  conservation  organization 
which  abut  the  Property  may  be  included  as  part  of  the 
required  buffer  area.

(1)  Pre-application  review:  The  applicant  is  encouraged  to 
participate  in  a  pre-application  review  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Planning  Board.  If  a  pre-application  review  is  requested  by  the 
applicant,  the  Planning  Board  shall  notify  all  interested  boards 
and  committees  of  the  date  and  time  of  said  meeting,  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Design  Review  Board, 
and  Board  of  Health.  The  purpose  of  the  pre-application  review 
is  to  minimize  the  applicant's  cost  of  engineering  and  other 
technical  experts,  and  to  obtain  the  advice  and  direction  of  the 
Planning  Board  prior  to  filing  the  application.  At  the  pre- 
application  review,  the  applicant  shall  outline  the  proposal  and 
seek  preliminary  feedback  from  the  Planning  Board,  other 
municipal  review  entities,  and  members  of  the  public.  The 
applicant  is  also  encouraged  to  request  a  site  visit  by  the 
Planning  Board  and/or  its  designee  in  order  to  facilitate  pre- 
application  review. 

(2)  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  for  any  construction  unless 
Site  Plan  Approval  has  been  granted  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
such  construction.  In  reviewing  an  application  for  Site  Plan 
Approval,  the  Planning  Board  shall  apply  the  criteria  set  forth 
below.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  must  fmd  that  a  Site  Plan 
conforms  to  the  objectives  of  this  Section  205-76  and  the  Design 
Standards. 

(3)  For  the  Initial  Phase  of  the  Development  Project,  and  for  each 
subsequent  Phase  for  which  Site  Plan  Approval  is  sought,  the 
applicant  shall  submit  site  plans  and  all  related  narrative  and 
graphic  materials  depicting  the  structures  and  other 
improvements  to  be  constructed  as  part  of  such  Phase  ("Site 
Plan")  to  the  Planning  Board  for  its  approval.  The  Site  Plan  shall 
include  a  development  plan  for  such  Phase,  which  addresses 
stormwater  management,  utility  installation,  off-site  mitigation 
improvements,  emergency  access,  roadway  construction,  and 
demonstrates  compliance  with  the  Design  Standards.  The  Site 
Plan  shall  also  include  such  detail  and  such  other  information  as 
the  Planning  Board  may  require.  An  overall  Master  Site  Plan 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Initial  Phase  for  review  and  approval  by 
the  Planning  Board,  and  such  Master  Site  Plan  shall  be  updated 
from  time  to  time  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board 
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when  Site  Plans  for  Phases  are  presented  for  approval  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

Site  Plan  Approval  shall  require  that  the  Town  Engineer,  Fire 
Chief,  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  Design  Review  Board 
have  an  opportunity  to  review,  comment  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board  on  whether  the  Site  Plan 
adequately  addresses  issues  as  specified  in  this  Bylaw  and 
Design  Standards,  including  but  not  limited  to  (a)  public  health, 
safety,  and  convenience;  (b)  aesthetics;  (c)  pedestrian  circulation 
within  and  outside  of  the  site;  (d)  traffic  circulation  within  and 
outside  of  the  site;  and  (e)  siting  and  design  of  structures, 
drainage,  landscaping,  and  utilities. 

In  reviewing  the  application  for  Site  Plan  Approval  for 
subsequent  Phases,  after  the  Initial  Phase,  the  Planning  Board, 
and  such  other  agencies,  shall  review  information  regarding  the 
impacts  of  previous  Phases  of  the  Development  Project,  and  if 
such  earlier  Phases  have  traffic,  environmental  or  other  impacts 
substantially  departing  from  those  anticipated  or  projected,  the 
Planning  Board  may  impose  additional  conditions  or  restrictions 
on  Site  Plan  Approvals  for  subsequent  Phases,  or  require 
reasonable  mitigation  measures  prior  to  approving  a  Site  Plan. 

The  Planning  Board  may  approve  minor  variations  in  the 
location  and  design  of  buildings,  parking  areas  and  other 
elements. 

Phasing.  The  Development  Project  may  be  constructed  in 
phases  ("Phases"),  provided: 

(a)  As  part  of  the  Initial  Site  Plan  submitted  for  approval, 
the  applicant  shall  submit  a  phasing  scheme  and  the 
proposed  schedule  of  phasing  for  the  Development 
Project. 

(b)  The  Initial  Phase  of  the  Development  Project  for  which  a 
request  for  Site  Plan  Approval  is  to  be  made,  and  which 
is  to  be  constructed  and  completed  first  (the  "Initial 
Phase")  shall  include,  at  a  minimum,  a  sufficient  portion 
of  the  Studio  Production  Campus  so  that,  when 
completed,  the  Studio  Production  Campus  shall  be  an 
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operational  movie  and  entertainment  production  facility, 
but  in  all  events,  such  portion  of  the  Studio  Production 
Campus  shall  contain  at  least  400,000  square  feet  of 
Gross  Floor  Area  (the  "Initial  Studio  Production 
Campus").  For  every  gross  square  foot  of  building  space 
constructed  and  permitted  for  occupancy  within  the 
Studio  Amenity  Campus  or  Educational/Research 
Campus  two  (2)  gross  square  feet  of  Studio  Production 
Campus  building  space  must  be  constructed  and 
permitted  for  occupancy. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  review  the  Site  Plan  for  the  Initial 
Phase  and  for  each  subsequent  Phase  at  public  meetings,  and  the 
decision  to  grant  Site  Plan  Approval  shall  be  by  written  decision. 
Notice  of  the  public  meeting  is  required.  Notice  shall  be  given 
by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Town 
once  in  each  of  two  (2)  successive  weeks,  the  first  publication  to 
be  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  day  of  the  hearing 
and  by  posting  such  notice  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  Town  Hall 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  day  of 
such  hearing.  Notice  shall  be  sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid  to 
the  petitioner,  abutters,  owners  of  land  directly  opposite  on  any 
public  or  private  street  or  way,  and  abutters  to  the  abutters  within 
three  hundred  (300')  feet  of  the  property  line  of  the  development 
as  they  appear  on  the  most  recent  applicable  tax  list.  The 
assessors  maintaining  any  applicable  tax  list  shall  certify  to  the 
Planning  Board  that  the  names  and  addresses  of  parties  in 
interest  and  such  certification  shall  be  conclusive  for  all 
purposes. 

The  submissions  by  the  applicant  for  Site  Plan  Approval  shall 
include: 

(a)  A  site  plan  or  plans  and  site  cross-sections  depicting  the 
proposed  location  of  structures,  open  spaces  and 
landscaping,  proposed  uses  of  the  area,  densities,  curb 
cuts,  proposed  traffic  circulation,  parking  and  loading 
facilities,  and  access  to  public  transportation; 

(b)  Building  plans  and  building  cross-sections  which  include 
proposed  building  elevations,  proposed  dimensions  of 
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structures,  schematic  layout  drawings  and  exterior 
building  materials;  and 

(c)       Such  other  reports,  information  and  materials  as  may  be 
appropriate  to  demonstrate  the  Phase's  compliance  with 
the  terms  of  this  Section,  including  three-dimensional 
electronic  and/or  physical  models. 

The  Planning  Board  may  request  any  additional  information  it 
deems  necessary  to  insure  it  has  sufficient  information  to 
determine  general  compliance  with  the  objectives  and  standards 
for  review  of  a  proposed  Development  Project  in  a  MEPOD. 

In  granting  Site  Plan  Approval  of  the  Initial  Phase  and  each 
subsequent  Phase,  the  Planning  Board  shall  make  specific 
findings  that  the  Site  Plan  complies  with  the  following  Sections 
of  the  Bylaw:  205- 17(E)(5)  Fire  Suppression;  205-18,  and  205- 
65  Prevention  of  Light  Pollution  and  design  standards  developed 
hereunder. 

Adequate  Access.  A  Special  Permit  subject  to  environmental 
design  conditions  shall  be  required  for  any  street  or  driveway 
access  onto  a  Major  Street,  the  intent  of  which  is  to  provide 
access  to  the  district,  minimizing  the  disruption  to  the 
neighborhood  and  local  roads.  The  Special  Permit  shall  be 
subject  to  the  Curb  Cut  provisions  set  forth  in  Section  F(3) 
below.  The  Planning  Board  shall  not  issue  a  Major  Street 
Access  Special  Permit  Site  Plan  Approval  unless  the  following 
conditions  are  satisfied: 

(a)  At  the  peak  hour  of  the  average  day  the  Development 
Project  and  existing  traffic  volumes  do  not  exceed  85% 
of  the  capacity  of  Major  Streets  as  defined  in  the  traffic 
study;  and 

(b)  The  traffic  volumes  projected  to  be  generated  by  the 
Development  Project  and  existing  traffic  will  not  cause 
the  level  of  service  of  any  traffic  approach  at 
intersections  of  Major  Streets  as  defined  in  the  traffic 
study  to  fall  below  a  "D"  level  of  service  (as  defined  in 
the  Highway  Capacity  Manual,  Transportation  Research 
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Board,  National  Research  Counsel,  Washington,  D.C. 
2000). 

In  granting  the  Special  Permit  Site  Plan  Approval,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  make  the  following  specific 
findings  ("Findings"): 

[1]       that  Major  Street  intersections  and  roads  within 
a  minimum  radius  of  two  (2)  miles  of  the 
boundary  of  the  Property  will  provide  sufficient 
capacity  to  accommodate  current  and  projected 
future  traffic  in  a  safe  and  efficient  manner; 

[2]       that  major  intersections  will  operate  at  an 

acceptable  level-of-service  (LOS)  (defined  as 
LOS  "D"  or  better)  and  will  continue  to  operate 
under  such  conditions  or  better  at  the  completion 
and  occupancy  of  the  Development  Project;  and 

[3]  that  adequate  regional  traffic  improvements  are 
either  in  place  or,  as  a  condition  of  the  granting 
of  a  Special  Permit  Site  Plan  Approval,  will  be 
required  to  be  constructed  and  completed  prior 
to  or  subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  any 
Certificate  of  Occupancy  for  any  portion  of  the 
Development  Project  in  order  to  reasonably 
satisfy  Findings  (a)  and  (b)  above. 

In  order  to  identify  and  mitigate  transportation  and 
traffic  impacts  of  the  development  of  a  Development 
Project,  and  validate  the  foregoing  ,  the  following 
findings  shall  be  made  by  the  Planning  Board: 

[1]       A  transportation  study  shall  be  prepared  and 

submitted  by  the  applicant  with  the  application 
for  a  Special  Permit  the  Initial  Phase  of  Site  Plan 
Approval.  The  transportation  study  must 
identify  and  address  the  potential  transportation 
impacts  of  the  Development  Project  on  the 
Major  Streets,  highways  and  major  intersections 
serving  the  proposed  Development  Project,  and 
shall  include  travel  routes  to  and  fi*om 
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interchanges  on  State  Highways  located  within  a 
minimum  radius  of  two  (2)  miles  from  the 
Property.  The  Planning  Board  shall  select  a 
qualified  traffic  engineer  to  determine  the  scope 
of  the  study.  The  transportation  study  shall 
include  recommendations  for  specific  traffic 
calming  measures;  roadway  and  intersection 
improvements;  and  pedestrian  and  bicycle 
amenities  as  may  be  required  to  accommodate 
projected  traffic  flows  in  a  safe  and  efficient 
manner,  accommodate  all  roadway  users,  and  to 
maintain  acceptable  levels  of  service. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  condition  the  grant  of 
the  Special  Permit  Site  Plan  Approval  on  such 
traffic  and  mitigation  strategies,  which  may 
include  without  limitation  the  design  and 
construction  of  new  roadway  and  intersection 
improvements,  as  the  Planning  Board  may  find 
are  reasonably  necessary  to  ensure  that  all 
roadways  and  intersections  impacted  by  the 
Development  Project  shall  continue  to  function 
at  an  acceptable  level  of  service  at  full 
completion  and  occupancy  of  the  Development 
Project. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  condition  the  grant  of 
a  Special  Permit  Site  Plan  Approval  on  the 
implementation  of  such  policies  and  programs 
for  controlling  traffic  to  and  from  the 
Development  Project  as  the  Planning  Board 
shall  find  are  reasonably  necessary  to  ensure  that 
the  traffic  impacts  on  abutting  Major  Streets  and 
other  local  roads  are  minimized.  Such  policies 
and  programs  may  include,  without  limitation:  a 
transportation  coordinator  to  be  employed  by  the 
applicant  to  manage  all  traffic  in  and  out  of  the 
Development  Project;  policies  to  direct  all 
employees  (other  than  local  resident  employees 
and  emergency  access)  to  access  the 
Development  Project  from  the  a  State  Numbered 
Limited  Access  Highway  Interchange,  using 
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highway  routes  between  work  and  home;  and  all 
provided  directions  to  the  Development  Project 
(including  website  directions)  should  direct  all 
visitors  to  use  a  State  Numbered  Limited  Access 
Highway,  which  may  include  reasonable 
commitments  and  arrangements  to  provide 
public  transportation  from  the  Development 
Project  to  the  Downtown/Harbor  District. 

(12)    Administration.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  the  Approving 
Authority  for  Site  Plan  Approvals  in  the  MEPOD,  and  shall 
adopt  and  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  administrative  rules  relative 
to  the  application  requirements  and  contents  for  Site  Plan 
Review.  The  Site  Plan  Review  process  encompasses  the 
following: 

(a)       Application  procedures. 

[1]       The  applicant  shall  file  the  required  number  of 
copies  of  the  application  with  the  Town  Clerk 
for  certification  of  the  date  and  time  of  filing, 
and  with  the  Planning  Board.  Said  filing  shall 
include  any  required  forms  provided  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

[2]       Review  fees.  The  applicant  shall  be  required  to 
pay  for  reasonable  consulting  fees  to  provide 
peer  review  of  the  application  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Planning  Board.  Such  fees  shall  be  held  by 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  an  interest-bearing 
escrow  account,  and  shall  be  used  only  for 
expenses  associated  with  the  use  of  outside 
consultants  employed  by  the  Approving 
Authority  in  reviewing  the  Site  Plan  application. 
Any  surplus  funds  remaining  after  the 
completion  of  such  review,  including  any 
interest  accrued,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
applicant  forthwith. 

[3]       Upon  receipt  by  the  Planning  Board, 

applications  for  permits  shall  be  distributed  to  at 
least  the  Design  Review  Board,  Town  Engineer, 
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Fire  Chief,  and  Board  of  Health.  Such  reports, 
which  are  advisory,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Planning  Board  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  filing 
of  the  application. 

[4]       Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  filing  of  an 

application  with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board 
or  its  designee  shall  evaluate  the  proposal  with 
regard  to  its  completeness  and  shall  submit  an 
advisory  report  in  writing  to  the  applicant 
certifying  the  completeness  of  the  application. 
The  Board  or  its  designee  shall  forward  to  the 
Applicant,  with  its  report,  copies  of  all 
recommendations  received  to  date  from  other 
boards,  commissions  or  departments. 

Site  Plan  Approval  decision. 

[1]       The  Planning  Board  shall  make  a  decision  on  the 
Site  Plan  application,  and  shall  file  said  decision 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  within  ninety  (90)  days  of 
the  date  that  the  application  was  received  by  the 
Town  Clerk.  The  time  limit  for  taking  of  action 
by  the  Planning  Board  may  be  extended  by 
written  agreement  between  the  applicant  and  the 
Board.  A  copy  of  such  agreement  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk. 

[2]       The  Board's  findings,  including  the  basis  of 
such  findings,  shall  be  stated  in  a  written 
decision  of  approval,  conditional  approval  or 
denial  of  the  Site  Plan  Approval  application.  The 
written  decision  shall  contain  the  name  and 
address  of  the  applicant,  identification  of  the 
land  affected  and  its  ownership,  and  reference 
by  date  and  title  to  the  plans  that  were  the 
subject  of  the  decision.  The  written  decision 
shall  certify  that  a  copy  of  the  decision  has  been 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  that  all  plans 
referred  to  in  the  decision  are  on  file  with  the 
Planning  Board. 
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[3]       The  decision  of  the  Planning  Board,  together 

with  the  detailed  reasons  therefore,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Building  Inspector. 
A  certified  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  mailed 
to  the  owner  and  to  the  applicant  if  other  than 
the  owner. 

(c)  Criteria  for  approval.  The  Planning  Board  shall 
approve  the  Development  Project  upon  finding  that  it 
complies  with  the  purposes  and  standards  of  this  Section 
205-76  and  the  Design  Standards. 

(d)  Criteria  for  conditional  approval.  The  Planning  Board 
may  impose  conditions  on  a  Development  Project  as 
necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Movie  and 
Entertainment  Production  Overlay  District  Requirements 
of  this  Section  205-76  and  applicable  Design  Standards, 
or  to  mitigate  significant  adverse  impacts  of  the 
Development  Project  on  nearby  properties. 

(e)  Criteria  for  denial.  The  Planning  Board  may  deny  an 
application  for  Site  Plan  Approval  pursuant  to  this 
Section  205-76  if  the  Board  finds  one  or  more  of  the 
following: 

[1]  The  Development  Project  does  not  meet  the 
conditions  and  requirements  set  forth  in  this 
Section  205-76  and  the  Design  Standards. 

[2]       The  applicant  failed  to  submit  information  and 
fees  required  and  necessary  for  an  adequate  and 
timely  review  of  the  design  of  the  Development 
Project  or  potential  Development  Project 
impacts. 

Design  Standards. 

To  ensure  that  new  development  shall  be  of  high  quality,  and  shall  be 
compatible  with  the  character  of  building  types,  streetscapes,  and  other 
community  features,  the  Planning  Board  shall  adopt  Design  Standards 
relative  to  the  issuance  of  Site  Plan  Approvals  for  Development  Projects 
within  the  MEPOD  and  shall  file  a  copy  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
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Signs,  Noise,  Lighting,  Parking. 


(1) 


Signs. 


(a)  Signs  shall  be  governed  by  this  Section  205-76. 

(b)  No  signs  visible  from  a  Public  Way  shall  be  erected  or 
maintained  in  a  Development  Project  without  a  Special 
Permit  for  Master  Plan  Signage  having  been  issued, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  205-19  of  the  By- 
Law,  to  govern  the  size,  quantity,  location,  illumination 
and  nature  of  signs  within  the  Development  Project.  The 
Planning  Board  shall  be  deemed  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  for  the  granting  of  a  Special  Permit 
for  Master  Plan  Signage  in  a  Development  Project. 

(c)  The  foregoing  notwithstanding,  the  Planning  Board  may 
grant  a  special  permit  for  a  Development  Project  to 
exceed  the  requirements  of  Table  205-19-2  when  the 
Planning  Board  finds  that  exceeding  the  requirements  is 
appropriate  to  provide  effective  information  to  the 
general  public,  or  improve  traffic  flow  and  safety  or 
enhance  environmental  aesthetics  through  attractive 
design  features  and  coordinated  presentation  elements. 


(a)  The  Development  Project  shall  comply  with  the  noise 
standards  in  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations  (310 
CMR  7.10)  and  the  following: 

[1]       Noise  from  the  Development  Project  shall  not 

increase  the  broadband  sound  level  by  more  than 
10  dB(A)  above  ambient;  or 

[2]       The  Development  Project  shall  not  produce  a 
"pure  tone"  condition  -  when  any  octave  band 
center  frequency  sound  pressure  level  exceeds 
the  two  (2)  adjacent  center  frequency  sound 
pressure  levels  by  three  (3)  decibels  or  more. 


(2) 


Noise. 
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These  criteria  are  measured  both  at  the  Property  line  and 
at  the  nearest  inhabited  residence.  "Ambient"  is  defined 
as  the  background  A-weighted  sound  level  that  is 
exceeded  90%  of  the  time,  measured  during  operating 
hours. 

(b)  A  noise  impact  analysis  shall  be  provided  by  the 
applicant  as  part  of  the  Site  Plan  Approval  to  determine 
compliance  with  the  foregoing  and  any  other  applicable 
local,  State  and  Federal  regulations. 

(c)  The  Site  Plan  Approval  shall  include  criteria  and 
limitations  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  with  input 
from  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  for  temporary 
waivers  of  the  requirements  of  clause  1  above  in  the 
Development  Project  by  the  Director  of  Inspectional 
Services  for  outdoor  cinematic  and  television 
productions  and  filming. 

Outdoor  Lighting. 

(a)  No  outdoor  lighting  shall  be  installed  or  used  without 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  205-65 
Prevention  of  Light  Pollution,  in  order  to  promote 
outdoor  lighting  standards  so  development  permitted 
under  this  Bylaw  shall  not  unreasonably  interfere  with 
the  night  time  use,  enjoyment  and  astronomical 
observations  by  abutting  property  owners. 

(b)  Outdoor  electrically  powered  illuminating  devices, 
lighting  practices,  and  systems  which  will  reduce  light 
pollution  and  conserve  energy  while  maintaining 
reasonable  nighttime  safety  and  security  should  be 
employed. 

(c)  The  Site  Plan  Approval  shall  include  criteria  and 
limitations  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  with  input 
from  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  for  temporary 
waivers  of  the  provisions  of  Section  205-65  in  the 
Development  Project  by  the  Director  of  Inspectional 
Services  for  outdoor  cinematic  and  television 
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productions  and  filming,  or  temporary  festive  outdoor 
events. 

(4)       Parking  and  Loading. 

(a)  Loading.  The  requirements  of  Section  205-24  Off-street 
Loading,  shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  Development 
Project,  and  shall  be  determined  by  the  Design 
Standards. 

(b)  Parking.  The  number,  type,  size,  configuration  and 
location  of  parking  and  parking  areas  on  the  Property 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Design  Standards. 

L         Open  Space. 

(1)       Design  and  Location.  The  Open  Space  Areas  and  other  open 
space  (including  areas  for  recreational  use)  created  within  the 
Development  Project  ("Open  Space"),  shall  be  located, 
configured  and  designed  to  accomplish  the  following  objectives: 

(a)  To  maintain  as  much  land  as  possible  in  its  natural  state, 
or  for  specific  and  appropriate  active  or  passive 
recreational  purposes. 

(b)  To  distribute  the  Open  Space  such  that  the  entire 
Development  Project  is  unified  functionally  and  visually 
by  such  space. 

(c)  To  provide  Open  Space  and  recreational  areas.  All  parts 
of  the  Open  Space  shall  be  appropriate  to  their  functions 
as  buffers,  large  natural  areas,  open  fields,  active  and 
passive  recreational  areas  or  yards  for  buildings. 

J.  Waivers. 

Waivers  with  respect  to  the  standards  set  forth  in  this  Section  205-76  and 
Lot  regulations  and  Natural  features  conservation  sections  of  the  Zoning 
Bylaw,  may  be  authorized  by  the  Planning  Board  in  the  Site  Plan 
Approval,  upon  a  specific  finding  by  the  Planning  Board  that: 
complying  with  such  standard  was  not  reasonably  feasible  or  would 
result  in  an  outcome  which  would  be  more  negative  to  the  objectives  and 
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intent  of  this  Section  205-76  or  the  Zoning  Bylaw  than  would  result  from 
such  waiver;  such  waiver  is  to  the  minimum  extent  reasonably  necessary; 
other  modifications  or  benefits  are  being  proposed  by  the  applicant  above 
those  otherwise  required  under  this  Section  205-76  in  order  to  mitigate  or 
counterbalance  the  proposed  waiver;  and  the  proposed  waiver(s)  are  of 
high  standards  and  such  departure  from  the  general  criteria  will  not 
violate  the  intent  of  this  Section  205-76  or  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 

Prohibited  Uses.  Without  limiting  any  other  restrictions  on  use,  the 
following  uses  are  prohibited  in  a  Development  Project: 

(1)  Sales  of  petroleum  based  fuels  to  the  general  public,  including 
but  not  limited  to  home  heating  oil,  diesel  fuel,  gasoline;  sales, 
major  automotive  garages,  any  garage  conducting  repairs  out  of 
doors,  tire  recapping  and  retreading;  trucking  and  automobile 
salvage  yards. 

(2)  Exterior  storage  of  products  or  merchandise  in  substantial 
quantities;  exterior  storage  of  junk,  scrap,  salvage,  any 
secondhand  materials;  exterior  storage  of  bulk  petroleum 
products;  interior  storage  or  transmission  of  refined  petroleum 
products  in  such  a  way  that  rupture  of  the  storage  tank  will  result 
in  direct  leakage  into  the  ground;  disposal  of  liquid  or  leachable 
wastes,  including  land  filling  of  sludge  and  septage;  use  of  septic 
cleaners  containing  toxic  organic  chemicals;  open  or  leachable 
storage  of  road  salt  or  deicing  chemicals;  use  of  sodium  chloride 
for  ice  control;  disposal  or  stockpiling  of  snow  or  ice  from 
outside  the  property;  storage,  generation,  treatment  or  disposal  of 
hazardous  wastes;  production,  manufacture,  or  warehousing  of 
hazardous  or  toxic  substances;  landfills  or  open  dumps;  storage 
of  commercial  fertilizers  except  in  an  approved  storage  structure; 
storage  of  animal  manure  unless  contained;  storage  of  any 
products,  materials,  or  vehicles  in  connection  with 
manufacturing  or  commercial  uses  not  on  the  property. 

(3)  Drive-in  movie  theaters;  casinos;  betting  establishments,  gaming 
establishments  (except  for  the  sale  of  government  sponsored 
lottery  or  gaming  programs)  and  racetracks:  firing  ranges; 
junkyards  or  recycling  centers;  or  quarries. 
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(4)  Adult  uses,  including  adult  book  stores,  adult  motion  picture 
theaters,  adult  dance  clubs,  adult  paraphernalia  stores,  adult 
video  stores  and  other  such  uses  under  G.L.  c.  40A  §  9A;  adult 
dance  clubs,  including  entertainment  establishments  allowing 
one  or  more  individuals  to  perform  in  the  state  of  nudity,  as 
defined  under  G.L.  c.  272  §31. 

(5)  No  artistic  productions  shall  be  produced  which  motion  picture 
industry  standards  would  consider  pornographic. 


(6)       Helipads  and  heliports. 


(7)       Outdoor  Amusement,  Water  Parks  or  Theme  Parks. 


Permits  and  Certificates  of  Occupancy.  Without  limiting  the  Planning 
Board's  ability  to  impose  additional  or  higher  requirements  in  any  Site 
Plan  Approval: 

(1)  No  building  construction  shall  begin,  and  no  Building  Permits 
for  any  construction  activities  shall  issue,  for  any  portion  of  the 
Studio  Amenity  Campus  or  the  Educational/Research  Campus, 
until  all  necessary  Permits  have  been  obtained  for  the

(1)  Citizens  Advisory  Committee.  In  order  to  ensure  that  any 
unanticipated  impacts  of  the  Development  Project,  or  any 
operational  issues  or  any  other  community  concerns  can  be 
effectively  communicated  to  the  applicant,  and  that  the  applicant 
has  a  mechanism  to  communicate  with  its  neighbors,  and  that 
issues  of  concern  can  be  shared  in  an  appropriate,  informal 
forum,  a  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  established  for 
the  proposed  MEPOD  zoning  bylaw  by  the  Planning  Board.

VOTE:  On  September  8,  2008,  the  Planning  Board  voted  unanimously 
(3-0)  to  recommend  that  Town  meeting  amend  the  Pinehills  Community 
Master  Plan,  which  had  been  adopted  as  a  Development  Plan  by  the 
June  2000  Town  meeting,  as  shown  in  the  attached  document 
("Amendment  to  Master  Plan  For  The  Pinehills  Community  dated  August 
8,  2008"). 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  "Master  Plan  for  Pinehills  Community", 
revised  May  2000  previously  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Town  Meeting  on  June  7, 
2000,  as  previously  amended  by  Special  Permit  dated  May  8,  2001,  by  Special  Permit  dated 
June  19,  2001,  and  by  Amendments  adopted  by  the  Plymouth  Town  Meeting  on  April 
13,  2004,  and  April  4,  2005  (collectively,  the  "Development  Plan"),  by  incorporating 
additional  land  into  the  Pinehills  Community  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Development  Plan,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

This  Amendment  incorporates  the  69.4 lit  acre  Leto  Parcel  (as  described  in 
the  attached  document)  located  off  of  Old  Sandwich  Road  into  The  Pinehills 
Community,  increasing  the  area  of  the  site  to  3,243. 56±  acres. 
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The  Open  Space  required  for  The  Pinehills  Community  will  increase 
accordingly  to  2,240.49±  acres  across  the  Site. 

The  total  number  of  Limited  Occupancy  Homes  (LOCs)  will  increase  from 
2,063  to  2,132  (69  units). 

JUSTIFICATION 

The  addition  of  the  Leto  Parcel  meets  the  criterion  in  the  approved 
Development  Plan  with  respect  to  land  that  may  be  incorporated  into  the 
OSMUD.  The  minimum  70%  of  the  Pinehills  Community  being  retained  as 
Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities,  as  defined  in  Section  205-63  of  the 
Bylaw,  is  maintained.  The  Leto  Parcel  expansion  is  also  consistent  with  the 
modifications  to  the  Development  Plan  adopted  by  Town  Meeting  vote  on 
April  4,  2005,  which  also  added  the  following  criteria  to  the  Pinehills 
Development  Plan: 

When  land  is  proposed  to  be  incorporated  into  the  OSMUD,  the  Planning 
Board  (or  Town  Meeting)  may  exclude  the  following  areas  fi"om  the 
entitlement  to  one  (1)  unit  for  each  gross  acre  above  3,000  acres: 

a.  Open  bodies  of  water  (as  defined  in  3 10  CMR  10.00). 

b.  Twenty-five  (25%)  percent  of  cranberry  bogs  that  are  actively 
harvesting  cranberries. 

c.  Land  subject  to  Conservation  or  Agricultural  Preservation 
Restrictions. 

d.  Land  subject  to  a  transmission  easement. 

The  Planning  Board  (or  Town  Meeting)  may  allow  such  land  to  be 
included  in  the  (1)  unit  for  each  gross  acre  above  3,000  acres  based  on 
on-site  and/or  off-site  improvements  or  considerations  provided  by  the 
proponent. 

The  proponent  shall  study  and  determine,  in  accordance  with  applicable 
law  and  regulatory  permitting  requirements,  the  environmental  impacts 
(including  but  not  limited  to  traffic  impacts)  and  the  Planning  Board  (or 
Town  Meeting)  may  require  mitigation  resulting  from  the  identified 
impacts. 

None  of  the  land  characteristics  described  in  items  a.  through  d.  are  found 
within  the  69.4 1±  acre  Leto  Parcel. 
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As  provided  in  the  Certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs  on 
the  7^*^  Notice  of  Project  Change  dated  April  6,  2007,  a  future  phase  review 
document  will  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  and  the  Town,  describing  the 
proposed  development  activities  for  the  69.4 1±  acre  Leto  Parcel,  consistent 
with  the  uses  contemplated  in  the  approved  Development  Plan. 

CONCLUSION: 

The  Planning  Board  continues  to  support  the  development  of  the  Pinehills 
Community.  The  Town  has  a  strong  record  of  approving  various 
amendments  as  well  as  expansions  of  the  development.  The  site  plan  review 
process,  special  permit  process,  subdivision  review  process  and  the  approved 
development  plan  will  continue  to  provide  adequate  safeguards  to  ensure  that 
the  Pinehills  community  remains  a  quality  development. 

The  Planning  Board  looks  forward  to  working  with  the  Pinehills  LLC  to 
ensure  that  Plymouth's  largest  development  also  remains  the  most  successful 
one.

Introduction 

The  Master  Plan  for  The  Pinehills  Community  was  approved  by  Town 
Meeting  on  June  7,  2000.  The  Master  Plan  is  the  Development  Plan  for 
the  original  3,037  acres  within  the  project  as  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development. 

The  original  Master  Plan  has  been  amended  by  two  amendments  adopted 
by  Special  Permit  of  the  Planning  Board  under  former  Zoning  By-Law 
Section  401.25(J)(8)(d).  By  Special  Permit  in  Case  No.  2001-1  dated  May 
8,  2001,  recorded  with  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book 
21373,  Page  226,  the  Development  Plan  was  amended  to  include  an 
additional  13.49  +  acre  site  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Great  Island  Pond  off 
of  Beaver  Dam  Road  in  Plymouth,  increasing  the  area  of  the  Site  to  3,050 
±  acres.  By  Special  Permit  in  Case  No.  2001-1  dated  June  19,  2001, 
recorded  with  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  20397, 
Page  258,  the  Development  Plan  was  amended  to  include  an  additional 
10.00  +  acre  site  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Clark  Road  and  Long  Pond 
Road  in  Plymouth,  increasing  the  area  of  the  Site  to  3,060  +  acres.  By 
amendment  to  the  Master  Plan  approved  as  the  Development  Plan  by 
Town  Meeting  on  April  4,  2005,  the  42 -Acre  Parcel  and  the  Clam  Pudding 
Parcel  (as  defined  in  said  amendment)  were  incorporated  into  the  Pinehills 
Community,  increasing  the  area  of  the  Site  to  3,173.95  +  acres. 

This  Amendment  incorporates  the  69.41  j;_Acre  Leto  Parcel  (hereinafter 
described)  located  off  of  Old  Sandwich  Road  into  The  Pinehills 
Community.

Site  Conditions 

This  Amendment  incorporates  69.41  +  acres  of  additional  land  located  off 
of  Old  Sandwich  Road,  being  shown  as  Lots  6A  and  7A  on  Plat  76  of  the 
Plymouth  Assessors'  Maps  dated  January  1,  2006  (collectively,  the  "Leto 
Parcel")  in  Plymouth  into  The  Pinehills  Community  under  the  Master 
Plan.  Access  to  the  Leto  Parcel  is  provided  off  of  Old  Sandwich  Road  by 
easement  through  other  land  in  The  Pinehills  Community.  The  Site  will 
together  comprise  a  total  project  area  of  3,243.56  +  acres  (refer  to 
Attachment  1  -  Revised  Figure  2.2  Graphic  Master  Plan  and  Attachment  2 
-  Property  Description). 

The  Leto  Parcel  consists  of  the  following  characteristics: 

•  Topography:  The  Leto  Parcel  contains  irregular 
topography  lying  off  of  Old  Sandwich  Road.  It  is 
characterized  by  glacial  sinks  and  generally  rolling 
topography. 

•  Soil  Types:  The  soil  of  the  Leto  Parcel  is  similar  to  the  soil 
types  previously  identified  and  described  for  the  Site 
(Section  2.3,  Soil  Types,  "Master  Plan  for  The  Pinehills 
Community"). 

•  Existing  Wetlands/Water  Bodies:  No  wetlands  or  water 
bodies  are  located  on  or  within  the  Leto  Parcel. 

•  Groundwater:  The  Leto  Parcel  overlies  the  Plymouth- 
Carver  aquifer,  the  same  aquifer  which  serves  The  Pinehills 
Community  and  is  described  in  Section  2.5  of  the  "Master 
Plan  for  The  Pinehills  Community." 

•  Vegetative  Cover:  The  Leto  Parcel  supports  several 
vegetation  cover  types  that  commonly  occur  throughout 
southeastern  Massachusetts  and  Cape  Cod.  Based  on 
records  maintained  by  the  National  Heritage  and 
Endangered  Species  Program,  a  portion  of  the  Leto  Parcel 
has  been  mapped  as  Priority  Habitat. 
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•  Wildlife:  The  Leto  Parcel  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
wildlife  goals  for  the  community  as  set  forth  in  the  "Master 
Plan  for  The  Pinehills  Community". 

•  Historical  and  Visual  Character:  The  Leto  Parcel  is 
wooded  and  undeveloped.

Open  Space  and  Buildable  Areas 

A  portion  of  the  Leto  Parcel,  consisting  of  approximately  twenty-one  (21) 
acres  +,  is  intended  for  residential  development  consistent  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Master  Plan,  and  the  balance  of  the  Leto  Parcel  is 
intended  to  be  designated  as  "Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities"  or 
"Recreational  Areas"  as  described  in  Section  401.25(B)  of  the  OSMUD 
Bylaw,  collectively  known  as  "Open  Space,"  and  will  be  preserved  in 
concert  with  passive  and  active  recreational  uses.  Pinehills  LLC  has 
agreed  with  the  Leto  family  that  that  portion  of  the  Leto  Parcel  designated 
as  Open  Space  will  be  used  for  passive  recreational  uses  only.  In  addition, 
Pinehills  LLC  has  agreed  with  the  Leto  family  to  erect  two  (2)  monuments 
or  markers  honoring  Mr.  Joseph  Leto  and  expressing  his  intention  that  the 
Open  Space  within  the  Leto  Parcel  be  enjoyed  by  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  for  passive  recreation  and  enjoyment  of  the  natural 
environment. 

This  Amendment  increases  the  required  Open  Space  across  the  Site  to 
2,240.49  acres. 

4 

Master  Plan  Special  Permit  and  Building  Permit  Approval 

Process 

4.1      Summary  of  Compliance  with  FUing  Requirements 
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This  Amendment  meets  the  requirements  of  Section  205.03 
(Environmental  Design  Conditions)  and  Section  401.25  (Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development)  as  to  the  Leto  Parcel. 

Specifically,  the  following  requirements  of  Section  205.03  are  relevant  to 
the  incorporation  of  the  Leto  Parcel  into  The  Pinehills  Community,  and 
are  met  in  the  manner  set  forth  below: 

Section  205.03,  Environmental  Design  Conditions  -  General 
Conditions  and  Standards: 

(a)  Natural  Features  Conservation.  The  Leto  Parcel  is 
currently  undeveloped,  but  approximately  twenty-one  (21) 
acres  is  ultimately  intended  for  residential  development 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Master  Plan.  The 
balance  of  the  Leto  Parcel  would  be  designated  as  Open 
Space.  As  previously  stated,  Pinehills  LLC  has  agreed  with 
the  Leto  family  that  the  portion  of  the  Leto  Parcel 
designated  as  Open  Space  will  be  used  for  passive 
recreational  uses  only.  In  addition,  Pinehills  LLC  has 
agreed  with  the  Leto  family  to  erect  two  (2)  monuments  or 
markers  honoring  Mr.  Joseph  Leto  and  expressing  his 
intention  that  the  Open  Space  within  the  Leto  Parcel  be 
enjoyed  by  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  passive 
recreation  and  enjoyment  of  the  natural  environment. 

(b)  Relation  to  Surroundings.  The  Leto  Parcel  is  located  off  of 
Old  Sandwich  Road  by  easement  through  The  Pinehills 
Community  on  the  west,  and  by  other  land  of  Pinehills 
LLC.  The  use  of  the  Leto  Parcel  will  be  consistent  with 
other  residential  development  within  this  area  of  The 
Pinehills. 

(c)  Vehicular  and  Pedestrian  Circulation.  The  Leto  Parcel  will 
be  accessed  by  means  of  roadways  through  other  land  of 
Pinehills  LLC. 
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(d)  Siting  of  Structures.  Any  buildings  within  the  Leto  Parcel 
will  be  sited  to  minimize  disruption  of  the  topography, 
facilitate  natural  surface  draining,  and  be  properly  designed 
for  site  conditions,  giving  due  attention  to  proper 
functional,  visual,  and  spatial  relationship  of  all  structures, 
landscape  elements  and  paved  areas. 

(e)  Design  of  Structures.  The  criteria  of  design  and 
construction  will  be  compatible  with  OSMUD,  the 
neighboring  residential  areas  and  historic  Plymouth  as  to 
design  characteristics,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  scale, 
massing,  proportions,  height,  roofs,  colors  and  materials. 

(f)  Surface  Water  Drainage.  The  surface  water  drainage 
system  within  the  Leto  Parcel  will  utilize  generally 
accepted  engineering  standards  and  dispose  of  drainage  in  a 
safe  and  efficient  manner  which  does  not  create  problems 
of  water  runoff  or  erosion. 

(g)  Utilities.  The  Leto  Parcel  will  be  served  by  the  Pinehills 
private  water  and  sewage  collection  systems. 

(h)  Signs.  There  may  be  signs  provided  in  Leto  Parcel, 
consistent  with  the  standards  for  signage  specified  in  the 
Master  Plan.  As  previously  stated,  Pinehills  LLC  has 
agreed  with  the  Leto  family  to  erect  two  (2)  monuments  or 
markers  honoring  Mr.  Joseph  Leto  and  expressing  his 
intention  that  the  Open  Space  within  the  Leto  Parcel  be 
enjoyed  by  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  passive 
recreation  and  enjoyment  of  the  natural  environment. 

4.2      MEPA  Process 

The  proponent  submitted  a  Notice  of  Project  Change  to  the  MEPA  office 
under  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Protection  Act  ("MEPA")  relating 
to  the  incorporation  of  the  Leto  Parcel  into  The  Pinehills  Community. 
MEPA  has  issued  a  Certificate  dated  April  6,  2007  approving  the  increase 
of  the  project  area  by  69.41  +  acres  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
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Limited  Occupancy  Community  Homes  from  2,063  to  2,132.  In  its 
Certificate,  MEPA  determined  that  the  expansion  of  the  project  area  and 
the  increase  in  the  proposed  development  did  not  appear  to  cause  a 
significant  change  to  the  project's  overall  environmental  impact.  The 
changes  do  require,  however,  modifications  to  the  project's  groundwater 
discharge  permit,  which  will  be  secured  by  Pinehills  LLC.  The  MEPA 
Certificate  is  attached  as  Attachment  3. 

4.3      Subdivision  Regulations 

The  Leto  Parcel  is  shown  as  Lots  6A  and  7A  on  Plat  76  of  the  Plymouth 
Assessors'  Maps  dated  January  1,  2006.  The  property  has  not  been 
subdivided,  and  title  was  acquired  using  the  historical  descriptions  for  the 
site,  which  are  set  forth  in  Paragraph  21  of  the  Property  Description 
attached  as 

Attachment  2.  Pinehills  LLC  acquired  the  Leto  Parcel  by  virtue  of  a  deed 
from  the  Trustee  of  the  Leto  Realty  Trust  dated  April  19,  2006,  and 
recorded  with  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  32536, 
Page  216.

QUESTION  1:  LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the 
Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  6,  2008? 

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  reduce  the  state  personal  income  tax  rate  to 
2.65%  for  all  categories  of  taxable  income  for  the  tax  year  beginning  on  or  after 
January  1,  2009,  and  would  eliminate  the  tax  for  all  tax  years  beginning  on  or 
after  January  1,  2010. 

The  personal  income  tax  applies  to  income  received  or  gain  realized  by 
individuals  and  married  couples,  by  estates  of  deceased  persons,  by  certain 
trustees  and  other  fiduciaries,  by  persons  who  are  partners  in  and  receive  income 
from  partnerships,  by  corporate  trusts,  and  by  persons  who  receive  income  as 
shareholders  of  "S  corporations"  as  defined  under  federal  tax  law.  The  proposed 
law  would  not  affect  the  tax  due  on  income  or  gain  realized  in  a  tax  year 
beginning  before  January  1,  2009. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  parts  were  declared  invalid,  the 
other  parts  would  stay  in  effect. 

A  YES  VOTE  would  reduce  the  state  personal  income  tax  rate  to  2.65%  for  the 
tax  year  beginning  on  January  1 ,  2009,  and  would  eliminate  the  tax  for  all  tax 
years  beginning  on  or  after  January  1,  2010. 
A  NO  VOTE  would  make  no  change  in  state  income  tax  laws. 


QUESTION  2:  LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 
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Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the 
Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  6,  2008? 

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  replace  the  criminal  penalties  for  possession  of 
one  ounce  or  less  of  marijuana  with  a  new  system  of  civil  penalties,  to  be 
enforced  by  issuing  citations,  and  would  exclude  information  regarding  this  civil 
offense  from  the  state's  criminal  record  information  system.  Offenders  age  1 8  or 
older  would  be  subject  to  forfeiture  of  the  marijuana  plus  a  civil  penalty  of  $100. 
Offenders  under  the  age  of  18  would  be  subject  to  the  same  forfeiture  and,  if  they 
complete  a  drug  awareness  program  within  one  year  of  the  offense,  the  same 
$100  penalty. 

Offenders  under  1 8  and  their  parents  or  legal  guardian  would  be  notified 
of  the  offense  and  the  option  for  the  offender  to  complete  a  drug  awareness 
program  developed  by  the  state  Department  of  Youth  Services.  Such  programs 
would  include  ten  hours  of  community  service  and  at  least  four  hours  of 
instruction  or  group  discussion  concerning  the  use  and  abuse  of  marijuana  and 
other  drugs  and  emphasizing  early  detection  and  prevention  of  substance  abuse. 

The  penalty  for  offenders  under  18  who  fail  to  complete  such  a  program 
within  one  year  could  be  increased  to  as  much  as  $1,000,  unless  the  offender 
showed  an  inability  to  pay,  an  inability  to  participate  in  such  a  program,  or  the 
unavailability  of  such  a  program.  Such  an  offender's  parents  could  also  be  held 
liable  for  the  increased  penalty.  Failure  by  an  offender  under  17  to  complete 
such  a  program  could  also  be  a  basis  for  a  delinquency  proceeding. 

The  proposed  law  would  define  possession  of  one  ounce  or  less  of 
marijuana  as  including  possession  of  one  ounce  or  less  of  tetrahydrocannibinol 
("THC"),  or  having  metabolized  products  of  marijuana  or  THC  in  one's  body. 

Under  the  proposed  law,  possessing  an  ounce  or  less  of  marijuana  could 
not  be  grounds  for  state  or  local  government  entities  imposing  any  other  penalty, 
sanction,  or  disqualification,  such  as  denying  student  financial  aid,  public 
housing,  public  financial  assistance  including  unemployment  benefits,  the  right 
to  operate  a  motor  vehicle,  or  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  a  foster  or  adoptive 
parent.  The  proposed  law  would  allow  local  ordinances  or  bylaws  that  prohibit 
the  public  use  of  marijuana,  and  would  not  affect  existing  laws,  practices,  or 
policies  concerning  operating  a  motor  vehicle  or  taking  other  actions  while  under 
the  influence  of  marijuana,  unlawfiil  possession  of  prescription  forms  of 
marijuana,  or  selling,  manufacturing,  or  trafficking  in  marijuana. 

The  money  received  from  the  new  civil  penalties  would  go  to  the  city  or 
town  where  the  offense  occurred. 

A  YES  VOTE  would  replace  the  criminal  penalties  for  possession  of  one  ounce 
or  less  of  marijuana  with  a  new  system  of  civil  penalties. 
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A  NO  VOTE  would  make  no  change  in  state  criminal  laws  concerning 
possession  of  marijuana. 

QUESTION  3:  LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the 
Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  6,  2008? 

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  prohibit  any  dog  racing  or  racing  meeting  in 
Massachusetts  where  any  form  of  betting  or  wagering  on  the  speed  or  ability  of 
dogs  occurs. 

The  State  Racing  Commission  would  be  prohibited  from  accepting  or 
approving  any  application  or  request  for  racing  dates  for  dog  racing. 

Any  person  violating  the  proposed  law  could  be  required  to  pay  a  civil 
penalty  of  not  less  than  $20,000  to  the  Commission.  The  penalty  would  be  used 
for  the  Commission's  administrative  purposes,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the 
state  Legislature.  All  existing  parts  of  the  chapter  of  the  state's  General  Laws 
concerning  dog  and  horse  racing  meetings  would  be  interpreted  as  if  they  did  not 
refer  to  dogs. 

These  changes  would  take  effect  January  1,  2010.  The  proposed  law 
states  that  if  any  of  its  parts  were  declared  invalid,  the  other  parts  would  stay  in 
effect. 

A  YES  VOTE  would  prohibit  dog  races  on  which  betting  or  wagering  occurs, 
effective  January  1,  2010. 

A  NO  VOTE  would  make  no  change  in  the  laws  governing  dog  racing.

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


In  May  of  2008,  the  Town  re-elected  Richard  Quintal  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  elected  John  Mahoney  as  a  new  Selectman.  Upon  re-organization,  Mr. 
Quintal  was  elected  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Malaguti  as  Vice  Chairman.  In  May, 
the  Board  prioritized  their  goals  for  the  year,  aided  by  strategic  planning 
specialist  and  Plymouth  resident  Nicole  Rivers. 

In  reviewing  the  year,  many  significant  events  and  accomplishments  took  place 
that  will  have  long  lasting  effects  on  Plymouth's  governance.  Plymouth  was  the 
first  community  to  implement  a  Chapter  40R  redevelopment  project  with  the 
approved  plans  for  Cordage  Park.  As  such,  the  state  presented  the  Town  with 
$600,000  in  funds  that  will  be  set  aside  and  used  at  a  future  time. 

In  a  previous  year.  Board  members  supported  the  Chairman  and  Town  Manager 
traveling  to  Plymouth's  Sister  City,  Shichlgahama,  Japan  and  in  2008,  that 
invitation  was  reciprocated  when  Plymouth  hosted  a  delegation  from 
Shichigahama.  The  Selectmen  have  resolved  to  honor  the  20  year  sister-city 
relationship  with  the  construction  of  a  Japanese  Bell  Tower  to  be  located  within 
the  town  boundaries. 

The  Town  received  confirmation  from  the  state  that  the  Selectmen's  petition  to 
the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  and  Senate  to  amend  the  Town 
Charter  to  authorize  the  official  ballot  of  the  Town  to  include  a  summary  of 
binding  and  non-binding  ballot  questions,  was  passed.  House  Bill  4267  was 
enacted  in  the  House  and  Senate  and  received  the  Governor's  signature  in 
March  2008.  This  home  rule  petition  allows  the  Town  to  include  certain 
information  for  voters  relative  to  the  placement  of  questions  on  the  election  ballot. 
The  Town  applied  this  law  for  the  first  time  on  the  citizen  petitioned  ballot 
question  on  the  Plymouth  Rock  Studio  project. 

The  Selectmen  made  changes  to  the  Vehicle  Use  policy  and  the  Building  Use 
policy,  and  they  adopted  the  Energy  Conservation  policy.  All  of  these  supported 
changes  that  would  be  economically  beneficial  to  the  Town.  As  part  of  these 
approaches  to  cost  savings,  they  continued  to  support  the  goals  set  by  the 
Energy  Committee  outlined  in  its  Plymouth  2020  plan  to  achieve  self-sustainable 
municipal  energy  operations  by  the  year  2020.  In  order  to  meet  the  challenge  of 
producing  all  of  the  Town's  municipal  electricity  from  green  sources,  the  Board 
encouraged  staff  to  actively  pursue  such  initiatives  as  wind  power  and 
photovoltaic  projects  on  viable  sites,  such  as  landfills. 

An  ongoing  goal  of  the  Board  over  the  past  few  years  has  been  collaboration  and 
working  together  with  other  Committees  and  Boards.  Throughout  2008,  the 
Selectmen  worked  closely  with  many  Boards,  Committees,  and  citizens  on  the 
Plymouth  Rock  Studio  project.  In  addition,  they  collaborated  with  the  Plymouth 
County  Commissioners  to  ensure  that  a  conservation  restriction  was  permanently 
placed  on  the  County  Farm. 
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The  goal  of  moving  forward  with  the  400  anniversary  in  the  year  2020  made 
significant  strides.  In  June,  2008,  Governor  Deval  Patrick  signed  an  executive 
order  creating  a  state  commission  for  Plymouth's  400^*^  Anniversary  celebration. 
This  enhances  the  effort  to  have  the  Town  well-positioned  to  coordinate  a 
celebration  worthy  of  this  milestone  and  to  live  up  to  the  myths  and  symbols  of 
being  the  oldest  community  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Board  stands  strong  on  working  diligently  throughout  the  next  year  on  issues 
facing  the  Town.  They  are  dedicated  to  their  work  on  behalf  of  the  residents  and 
to  serving  the  community  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  They  will  continue  to 
promote  the  Town  and  to  push  for  unity,  support,  and  a  collaborative  approach  to 
problems  and  projects. 
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TOWN  MANAGER 


Plymouth  is  America's  Hometown.  Through  our  history,  our  government, 
and  our  people,  we  reflect  the  basic  tenets  of  America:  freedom, 
community,  and  diversity.  In  all  aspects  of  our  town,  we  shall  promote 
these  tenets. 

Our  government  shall  provide  a  high  level  of  service  to  our  citizens,  be 
responsive  to  their  needs,  and  advocate  on  their  behalf.  Through 
responsible  budgeting,  best  management  practices,  effective  planning, 
utilization  of  technology,  and  innovative  thought,  our  government  will 
provide  the  highest  level  of  services  possible. 

Our  public  education  will  provide  our  children  with  the  opportunity  to  be 
whatever  they  want  to  be  and  to  prepare  them  to  be  responsible  citizens  of 
the  world.  Through  a  strong  educational  program  and  with  well  built  and 
maintained  facilities,  this  vision  will  be  sustained. 

Our  economy  will  encourage  businesses  of  all  sizes  to  locate,  build  and 
grow  in  Plymouth.  Through  the  development  of  strong  public  and  private 
initiatives,  Plymouth  will  provide  the  necessary  tools  to  encourage 
economic  growth  and  job  development. 

Our  quality  of  life  will  remain  high.  Through  the  effective  delivery  of 
services  to  our  citizens,  long-term  planning,  respect  for  our  natural 
environment,  a  strong  educational  system,  a  vibrant  economy,  and  a 
diverse  and  attractive  community,  Plymouth  will  remain  a  desirable 
location  for  people  to  live. 

With  an  eye  to  the  future,  a  respect  for  our  history  and  with  pride  in  our 
community,  Plymouth  will  be  a  model  for  the  state  and  the  nation. 

Two  thousand  and  eight  was  a  busy  and  successful  year  in  the  Town  Manager's 
office.  The  budget  for  FY09  showed  an  increase  in  net  state  aid  in  Chapter  70, 
Veteran's  Benefits  and  state  owned  land  Payment  In  Lieu  of  Taxes.  These  funds 
were  dedicated  to  the  restoration  of  services  and  the  offset  of  deficits. 
Throughout  the  year,  the  Town  Manager's  Office  sought  methods  to  cut  costs 
without  cutting  corners.  In  addition,  a  full  analysis  of  the  enterprise  funds, 
including  detailed  examination  of  direct  and  indirect  costs  associated  with  each 
fund,  was  conducted. 

Ongoing  efforts  continued  to  address  the  beautification  of  the  Town.  In  an 
attempt  to  implement  the  Plymouth  Public  Space  Action  Plan,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  voted  to  support  three  separate  projects:  (1)  improvements  at 
Leyden  Street  to  consist  of  a  landscaped  bump-out  with  circular  park  benches 
and  interpretive  displays;  (2)  the  placement  of  ornamental  archways  anchored  by 
stone  pillars  over  the  entrances  to  Burial  Hill  at  Summer  Street  and  in  Town 
Square;  (3)  re-design  of  Depot  Square  with  new  signage,  lighting,  landscaping 
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and  parking  improvements.  These  projects  were  begun  during  the  2008 
calendar  year  and,  at  press  time  of  this  Annual  Report,  are  ongoing  with 
completion  set  for  late  spring  2009.  The  Board  and  the  Town  Manager  also  took 
an  active  stance  on  the  prevention  and  elimination  of  graffiti.  In  doing  so,  the 
Town  Manager's  Office  worked  cooperatively  with  the  District  Attorney's  Office  to 
pursue  restitution  in  cases  of  vandalism  by  submitting  victim  impact  statements. 
The  Town  Manager's  Office  also  initiated  an  anti-litter  anti-graffiti  campaign 
coined  "Take  Pride  Townwide".  This  program  consisted  of  securing  supplies 
from  the  Plymouth  Economic  Development  Foundation  to  provide  to  residents 
free  of  charge  to  help  clean  up  graffiti  on  private  property.  The  Department  of 
Public  Works  acts  aggressively  in  its  attempts  to  clean  up  graffiti  on  public 
property,  with  a  real  success  evident  at  the  Skate  Park  on  Summer  Street.  In 
addition,  the  rehabilitative  work  at  Pilgrim  Memorial  State  Park,  and  specifically 
the  restorative  work  on  the  portico  over  Plymouth  Rock,  was  completed  by  the 
State  Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation. 

The  potential  to  have  a  major  film  studio  development  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
played  a  major  role  in  discussions  with  Town  management,  committees,  and 
citizens.  Onginally  planned  to  be  built  on  town  owned  land,  staff  worked 
diligently  to  ensure  that  all  stakeholders  were  kept  apprised  of  the  project  plans. 
The  Town  worked  with  consultants  and  stakeholders  to  identify  and  review 
infrastructure  and  municipal  service  needs,  fiscal  impacts,  site  access  and 
transportation,  community  character,  environmental  protection,  and  secondary 
growth  impacts. 

Throughout  the  year,  this  "Plymouth  Rock  Studios"  project  was  a  focus  and 
garnered  community  support  in  a  citizen  petitioned  non-binding  referendum 
question  placed  on  the  ballot.  Although  the  location  of  the  project  changed  from 
a  town  owned  site  to  the  Waverly  Oaks  Golf  Course  on  Long  Pond  Road,  the 
necessary  zoning  change  and  Tax  Increment  Financing  for  the  movie  studio  was 
ultimately  approved  by  Town  Meeting. 

In  keeping  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  ongoing  outreach  efforts,  public  safety 
meetings  were  held  at  the  village  centers  in  the  spring  of  2008.  These  meetings 
allowed  residents  the  opportunity  to  attend  an  open  forum  with  the  Town 
Manager,  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief  and  Emergency  Management  Director. 

These  initiatives,  coupled  with  an  increase  in  efforts  to  monitor  costs,  balance 
fiscal  conservatism  with  productivity  and  provide  service,  contributed  to  the 
numerous  accomplishments  throughout  the  year.  This  is  evident  throughout  the 
state  and  was  reflected  in  the  high  Commonwealth  Capital  score  received  by  the 
Town.  The  Town  ranked  fourth  based  on  the  filings  of  78  communities  and  the 
score  plays  a  significant  factor  in  the  competition  for  state  grants  and  places 
Plymouth  in  a  better  position  to  acquire  funds  for  community  projects. 

Other  significant  highlights  of  achievements  initiated  by  the  Town  Manager's 
Office  in  conjunction  with  various  departments  included: 

1.    In  the  spring.  Team  Plymouth,  a  group  of  town  officials  and  economic 
development/tourism  partners,  formally  announced  the  creation  of  a  new 
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tourism  shuttle  created  through  a  partnership  with  local  tourist  attractions 
and  hospitality  partners.  America's  Hometown  Shuttle  provided  by 
Plymouth  &  Brockton  Bus  Lines  is  supported  financially  by  local  hotels, 
tourist  attractions,  and  the  Plymouth  Growth  and  Development 
Corporation  and  was  very  successful  in  its  first  season. 

2.  Standard  and  Poor's  upgraded  Plymouth's  bond  rating  from  AA-  to  AA. 
Moody's  already  considers  Plymouth  in  the  best  classification  for  debt 
securities. 

3.  The  Building  Department  reopened  on  Thursdays  and  this  was  made 
possible,  in  part,  by  the  implementation  of  the  MUNIS  computer 
permitting  system. 

4.  The  Selectmen  suspended  the  Pay  as  You  Throw  solid  waste  system 
and  appointed  a  committee  to  conduct  ongoing  review  and  study  of  the 
town's  transfer  stations  and  viable  options  for  solid  waste  removal  in  the 
Town.  These  efforts  included  a  Selectmen  suggested  survey  sent  to  all 
residents  in  the  property  tax  bills. 

5.  The  Town's  Wellness  Committee  successfully  promoted  healthy  living 
programs  and  encouraged  preventative  health  care  strategies  amongst 
Town  employees  through  outreach  efforts  and  a  Wellness  Fair  held  at 
Memorial  Hall.  The  committee  was  featured  in  a  Patriot  Ledger  article  on 
wellness  in  municipalities  and  is  considered  by  Blue  Cross  Blue  Shield  to 
be  one  of  the  most  aggressive  in  offering  programs  and  in  raising  health 
awareness  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  programs  promoted  by  the 
Committee  are  integral  in  increasing  health  and  morale  amongst 
employees  while  decreasing  the  cost  of  health  insurance  claims  incurred 
by  the  Town. 

6.  Siever  Field  was  rehabilitated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  all 
the  contaminated  ash  from  underneath  the  field  was  removed  and  fill 
was  spread.  Environmental  standards  for  the  site  were  satisfied  and  the 
field  is  expected  to  reopen  in  the  spring  of  2009. 

7.  The  construction  of  a  3,000  square  foot  crematory  with  two  retorts  at 
Vine  Hills  Cemetery  was  initiated  and  is  expected  to  open  for  business  in 
the  spring  of  2009. 

8.  The  Town  partnered  with  GOVQA  software  and  Virtual  Town  Hall  to 
create  the  Citizen's  Action  Center  on  the  Town's  website.  Through  this 
service,  residents  can  search  and  track  frequently  asked  questions, 
submit  a  question,  or  place  a  service  request  to  the  proper  Town 
department. 


STAFFING 

There  were  significant  staff  changes  at  the  executive  level.  Operations  Captain 
Michael  Botieri  was  named  Chief  of  Police,  Lynne  Barrett  was  brought  on  as 
Finance  Director,  Paul  McAuliffe  was  appointed  Director  of  Inspectional  Services, 
and  Roberta  Kety  was  appointed  as  Human  Resource  Director.  In  addition,  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  employees  were  reclassified  and  salaries  of 
positions  were  placed  in  the  appropriate  pay  range.  The  Fire  Department  had 
the  addition  of  Battalion  Chiefs  and  saw  significant  turnover  throughout  the  ranks. 
The  school  and  town  also  congratulated  Gary  Maestas  for  his  promotion  to 
Superintendent  and  welcomed  Assistant  Superintendent  Christopher  Campbell.

Manager  Mark  Sylvia  announced  his  resignation  in  December,  2008.  He 
accepted  a  position  as  the  Director  of  Green  Communities  for  the  Department  of 
Energy  Resources'  (DOER)  new  Green  Communities  Division.  Through  this 
Annual  Report,  Mr.  Sylvia  extends  his  personal  thank  you  to  the  residents  of 
Plymouth  for  their  support  throughout  the  years. 
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TOWN  CLERK 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Town  Clerk's  Department  is  to 
maintain  and  produce  the  records  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  to  provide 
copies  of  them  for  internal  and  external  use.  Also,  it  serves  the  public  by 
directing  them  to  appropriate  offices  within  town  government  through  the 
switchboard  and  mail  services.  It  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Voting 
Registrars  to  maintain  lists  of  town  residents  and  to  conduct  elections. 

The  Clerk's  office  seeks  to  combine  honesty,  efficiency,  and  a 
pleasant  demeanor  in  conducting  its  work  to  serve  constituencies  in  the 
present  and  former  citizens  of  Plymouth,  the  other  offices  of  town 
government,  offices  in  county,  state  and  national  government,  and 
researchers  around  the  world. 

Elections  and  dog  licensing  dominated  the  year.  From  the  first 
election  of  the  year,  the  Presidential  Primary,  when  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  moved  the  date  a  month  forward  with  hardly  any  warning,  to  the 
last  when  Plymouth  helped  elect  a  new  president,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  sprang  new  rules  in  the  last  week  before  the  election,  the  Clerk's 
Office  shone  as  stewards  of  democracy.  Over  2,400  absentee  ballots 
foreshadowed  the  highest  election  day  turnout  in  the  town's  history.  Nearly  80% 
of  registered  voters  participated  in  an  orderly  thirteen  hour  marathon.  For  the 
first  time  high  school  students  joined  regular  election  worker  staff,  and  their  work 
smoothed  the  way  in  every  precinct. 

After  the  Town  Clerk  convinced  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  name  him 
an  enforcing  person  for  persons  failing  to  license  dogs,  the  office  spent  whatever 
time  it  could  devote  to  increasing  the  percentage  of  dogs  licensed.  The  Town 
increased  the  number  of  dogs  licensed  by  over  900  to  6,540,  around  80%  of 
dogs  in  Plymouth.  In  the  process,  this  office  issued  several  hundred  non-criminal 
violation  tickets  to  dog  owners  who  had  not  voluntarily  complied  with  licensing 
requirements.  The  office  expects  that  the  number  of  dogs  licensed  will  continue 
to  rise  as  the  public  understands  the  public  health  significance  of  licensure  and 
the  attention  being  paid  to  the  process  by  the  Clerk's  Office. 

The  town  map,  years  in  preparation,  appeared  in  the  spring.  For  the 
first  time  the  Pinehills  development  is  detailed.  The  new  maps  are  available  for 
sale  in  the  Clerk's  office.  This  edition  will  remain  until  reprecincting  occurs  in  two 
years. 

Town  Clerk,  Laurence  Pizer,  was  re-elected  chair  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Town  Clerks'  Association  to  promote  laws  that 
permit  clerks  across  the  state  to  act  efficiently  in  the  public  interest.  Two  major 
accomplishments  in  this  area  lay  in  the  area  of  bills  that  never  became  laws.  A 
proposal  to  place  a  surcharge  on  dog  licenses  passed  the  Senate  but  failed  to 
gain  House  approval  when  Clerks  pointed  out  that  it  was  wrong  for  the  state  to 
take  funds  from  towns  when  towns  were  suffering  financially.    A  proposal  to 
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enact  Election  Day  Registration  failed  when  Clerks  objected  to  the  proposed 
process  as  unworkable. 

Office  Staff  consists  of  Pearl  Sears,  Lisa  Fornaciari,  and  Jane 
Bumpus.  Not  only  did  they  perform  their  regular  responsibilities  admirably,  but 
during  an  extraordinary  year,  they  assisted  each  other  to  provide  the  public  with 
the  service  they  expect  from  this  office.  Kathleen  Whelan  processed  the  census 
during  2008,  and  provided  backup  during  the  many  times  when  extra  public 
contact  was  required.

The  Harbormaster  Department  had  a  great  year.  The  staff  worked  very  hard  to 
keep  the  waterways  of  Plymouth  safe.  The  Harbor  Master  Department  is  a  very 
diverse  department  with  multiple  officers  holding  certifications  like-Licensed 
Captains,  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  Paramedics,  Certified  Harbor 
Masters,  Certified  Police  Officers,  Certified  Fire  fighters,  Certified  Shellfish 
constables,  CPR,  certified  in  Cardiac  Defibrillators,  certified  in  emergency 
personal  water  craft  response,  certified  in  emergency  ATV  response,  and 
Boating  Safety. 
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The  Harbormaster  obtained  a  grant  from  Department  of  Homeland  Security  for  a 
fast  response  vessel.  This  vessel  was  put  into  service  in  July  of  2006  and  was  a 
great  asset  for  the  Town.  The  vessel  is  a  29'  Donzi  with  speeds  capable  of  55-60 
knots.  This  Vessel  made  multiple  rescues  this  year  and  is  a  great  asset  to  the 
town. 

The  Harbormaster  Department  also  applied  and  was  successful  in  making  the 
waterways  of  Plymouth  a  "No  Discharge  Area".  This  will  make  all  of  the 
waterways  of  Plymouth  Cleaner  and  we  will  be  able  to  obtain  more  grants  to 
make  Plymouth  one  of  the  best  shellfish  areas  in  the  state. 

The  boat  ramp  management  plan  was  successful  again  this  year.  The  boat  ramp 
was  much  more  organized  and  much  safer  for  the  people  using  it.  The  new  floats 
worked  out  very  well  and  the  Harbormaster  department  had  great  feed  back  for 
the  people  using  them. 

The  Harbormaster  obtained  a  grant  from  Coastal  Zone  Management  for  a  new 
and  improved  state  of  the  art  pump-out  facility  and  it  was  installed  and  put  into 
service  in  the  fall  of  2007. 

The  pump  out  boat  and  shore-side  pump  out  facility  continue  to  be  a  valuable 
asset  to  the  community,  the  water  quality,  the  harbor  and  the  people  who 
frequent  the  watenA/ays.  These  two  assets  are  being  used  more  and  more  each 
year  and  are  a  vital  part  in  cleaning  up  the  harbor. 

The  Harbormaster  obtained  a  shellfish  grant  for  8,500  pounds  of  shellfish  to  be 
planted  in  open  areas  in  hopes  of  replenishing  the  shellfish  population  in 
Plymouth  waters.  The  planting  of  the  shellfish  was  a  huge  success  and  the  area 
opened  for  shellfish  in  the  fall  of  2008. 

The  Harbormaster  obtained  another  shellfish  grant  for  10,000  pounds  of  shellfish 
to  be  planted  in  open  areas  in  hopes  of  replenishing  the  shellfish  population  in 
Plymouth  waters.  The  planting  of  the  shellfish  was  a  huge  success  and  the  area 
will  be  opened  for  shellfish  in  the  fall  of  2009. 

The  Harbor  Master  Department  monitors  the  shellfish  areas  in  the  Town.  The 
department  continues  to  work  with  the  State  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  doing 
water  quality  testing  in  hopes  of  making  much  needed  progress  in  the  resource. 

The  Harbor  Master  Department  in  conjunction  with  the  Massachusetts 
Environmental  Police  held  three  boating  safety  classes  this  year  and  plans  to 
hold  another  class  during  spring  of  2009.  These  boating  safety  classes  have 
been  well  attended  and  appreciated  by  all  involved. 

The  Harbormaster  Department  developed  a  program  for  boating  safety,  water 
safety,  and  ice  safety.  The  program  reaches  out  to  schools  teaching  safety  on 
the  waterways  of  Plymouth.  The  program  also  teaches  the  students  on  all  kinds 
of  shellfish  including  lobsters,  crabs,  and  clams. 
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The  commercial  fishing  industry  had  its  ups  and  downs  this  year.  Despite 
another  slow  year,  the  lobstermen  were  able  to  keep  Plymouth  as  one  of  the 
state's  top  five  ports  for  lobster  landings.  There  continues  to  be  a  large  number 
of  draggers,  gill-netters  and  other  commercial  boats  working  out  of  the  harbor. 
Overall,  the  fishing  fleet  had  a  good  year  considering  the  strict  regulations  placed 
on  them.  The  whale  watching,  party  fishing  and  sport  fishing  boats  all  seemed  to 
have  a  great  summer.

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PLYMOUTH 

AIRPORT  COMMISSION 


The  Mission  of  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  to  promote,  foster, 
advance,  and  improve  the  common  interests  and  conditions  of  General 
Aviation,  the  airport,  and  the  community;  to  promote  the  airport  as  a 
gateway  into  Plymouth  for  companies  and  individuals  conducting  business 
in  the  Town  of  Plymouth;  and  to  be  an  integral  part  of  a  National  Air 
Transportation  System.  The  Commission  strives  to  provide  a  location  for 
business  and  recreational  flight  operations,  flight  schools,  air  charter, 
medical  air  ambulance,  law  enforcement,  avionics  shops,  maintenance 
facilities,  and  other  compatible  aviation,  commercial  and  industrial  uses 
and  to  enhance  the  safety  of  flight  as  required  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  along  with  local 
rules  and  regulations  governing  flying  operations. 

The  Airport  Commission's  primary  goal  is  to  operate  the  airport  in  the  safest, 
most  efficient  and  most  compatible  manner  possible.  The  Plymouth  Airport  is  a 
"General  Aviation"  airport,  providing  local  residents  and  businesses  access  to  the 
National  Air  Transportation  System.  As  a  gateway,  the  airport  offers  an  entrance 
point  to  the  community  for  business,  recreation,  and  tourism.  Many  of  the  local 
businesses  in  the  Plymouth  area  and  their  customers  utilize  the  airport  for  their 
transportation  needs.  Most  of  the  aircraft  using  the  facility  are  1-10  seat  single 
and  twin  engine  piston  and  turbine  aircraft  types.  The  activity  is  estimated  to  be 
approximately  65,000  aircraft  movements  per  year  and  has  been  steady  for 
several  years. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  is  home  to  some  155  aircraft,  used  for  business, 
recreation  and  public  safety.  A  tenant  for  the  past  20  years,  Boston  Medflight 
continues  to  be  a  very  active  and  important  user  of  the  airport,  providing 
emergency  medical  helicopter  service  to  area  residents  in  times  of  medical 
emergencies.  Medflight  operates  an  average  of  4-7  flights  per  day,  responding  to 
the  emergency  medical  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  Plymouth  and  the  entire 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  area.  Medflight  is  on  duty  24  hours  per  day  during 
the  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall  and  6  AM  until  midnight  during  the  Winter.  The 
Plymouth  Airport  is  also  the  headquarters  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  Air 
Wing,  with  three  based  helicopters  and  one  airplane.  The  Air  Wing  is  active  in  air 
search  and  rescue  and  anti-terrorism,  and  works  closely  with  Local,  State  and 
Federal  law  enforcement  agencies.  Medflight  and  the  State  Police  Air  Wing  are 
two  valued  tenants  on  the  Plymouth  Airport;  both  contribute  to  the  health,  safety 
and  security  of  our  community.  The  Plymouth  County  Fire  plane  is  also  based 
and  operates  from  the  Plymouth  Airport,  providing  critical  assistance  to  the  local 
fire  departments  during  periods  of  high  fire  danger  to  locate  forest  fires  within  the 
county.  The  white  and  red  aircraft  is  often  seen  patrolling  the  Plymouth  area 
visually  determining  if  smoke  is  a  forest  fire  and  guiding  and  coordinating  fire 
equipment  directly  into  the  area.  This  service  has  proved  valuable  by  reducing 
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the  response  time  for  fire  personnel  to  forest  fires  and  reducing  the  danger  to  life 
and  property. 

The  airport  is  home  to  some  thirty  businesses,  employing  more  than  245 
persons.  These  businesses  offer  services  ranging  from  flight  schools,  aircraft 
maintenance,  aircraft  sales,  corporate  flight  departments  to  other  related  aviation 
businesses.  The  Airport  has  over  forty-four  buildings  located  on  airport  property, 
privately  constructed  and  adding  to  the  Plymouth  tax  base.  Four  new  buildings 
were  added  this  past  year  and  added  to  the  tax  base. 

The  Airport  Commission  and  airport  staff  continue  to  work  diligently  to 
operate  the  airport  in  the  most  environmentally  compatible  manner  possible,  as  a 
good  neighbor  and  an  asset  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  airport  has  a  very 
active  noise  abatement  program,  which  is  proactive  in  educating  both  based  and 
transient  pilots  as  to  noise  sensitive  areas  and  means  to  minimize  aircraft  noise. 

The  Airport  is  completing  the  Master  Plan  update.  It  is  carefully  looking  at 
the  overall  airport  facility  and  means  to  improve  the  operation  of  the  airport  and 
reduce  the  noise  over  areas  of  West  Plymouth.  Central  to  the  Master  Plan 
update  has  been  the  Commission's  position  that  the  Plymouth  Airport  remain  a 
"B  M"  category  airport,  not  increase  the  airport  to  a  C  II  category  airport.  The 
current  B  II  category  services  aircraft  of  the  same  size  and  weight  as  the  airport 
has  for  many  decades.  Continuing  to  maintain  the  current  three  inch  pavement 
thickness  also  enables  the  Commission  to  maintain  the  current  character  of  the 
airport.  Further,  the  Master  Plan  has  been  focusing  on  means  by  which  both 
runways  could  be  used  by  "business"  aircraft  rather  than  focus  all  the  corporate 
air  traffic  on  one  runway,  which  impacts  the  areas  directly  east  and  west  of  the 
airport  as  the  current  configuration  does.  This  will  likely  work  toward  extending 
both  runways  to  matching  lengths,  enabling  corporate  aircraft  to  use  either 
runway  rather  than  restricting  all  the  business  activity  to  the  east/west  runway 
only.  The  Commission  desires  to  be  proactive  and  create  a  runway  usage  plan 
that  is  fairer.  The  Airport  continues  to  work  with  state  and  Federal  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  airport  security,  and  the  airport  plans  additional  security 
upgrades  in  the  coming  years. 

The  airport  staff  is  very  active  in  providing  tours  for  school  groups  and  other 
civic  groups.  The  airport  is  very  popular  for  sightseeing  flights  by  airplane  or 
helicopter.  Along  with  the  many  corporate  and  recreational  operations  that  are 
conducted  at  the  airport,  many  persons  from  all  over  the  country  arrive  here  to 
support  the  local  business  and  tourist  industry.  The  airport  is  maintained  and 
operated  by  a  small  but  highly  motivated,  professional  staff.  The  Plymouth  Airport 
Commission  is  proud  of  being  operationally  self  sufficient  and  will  continue  to 
work  diligently  to  operate  the  Municipal  Airport  in  a  manner  that  makes  the 
citizens  of  Town  of  Plymouth  proud.  The  Airport  Commission  offers  an  open 
invitation  for  any  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  visit  and  tour  your  local  airport.

This  had  been  a  long  process 
that  started  many  years  ago  but  the  department  finally  went  live  with  everything 
integrated  together  July,  1 ,  2008.  I  thank  all  the  Finance  Department  staff  and 
the  other  town  departments  in  their  hard  efforts  and  cooperation.  In  addition  to 
this  we  have  instituted  many  new  internal  control  policies  and  procedures  for  all 
departments  to  follow.  It  has  been  a  lot  of  changes  but  for  the  good  and  well 
being  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  We  will  continue  to  improve  in  this  area.

The  mission  of  the  Assessing  Division  is  to  value  all  property  fairly  and 
equitably;  to  educate  our  customers  about  the  rules  and  regulations  which 
we  must  abide  by;  to  work  as  a  team;  to  treat  all  customers  the  same,  with 
professionalism  and  respect;  and  to  make  the  Assessing  Division  the  best 
managed  division  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  consists  of  five  appointed  members:  Richard  W. 
Finnegan,  Chairman,  Jeffrey  Simpson,  Vice  Chairman,  Robert  Leonard,  Donna 
Randies,  and  James  F.  Sullivan. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  office  to  maintain  real  and  personal  property 
values  each  year.  The  Assessing  Division  conducted  an  interim  year  adjustment 
to  reflect  the  values  in  the  local  real  estate  market  for  the  calendar  year  2007. 

The  office  staff  has  worked  diligently  to  meet  all  deadlines  and  to  assist  and 
serve  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  office  continues  to  update  the 
Assessors'  page  of  the  town  web  site  to  serve  the  public  better. 

FY2009  values  are  used  in  the  following  data.  The  tax  rate  for  FY2009  is  $1 1 .07 
per  thousand  dollars  in  value.

>  INFORMATION  TECHNOLOGY  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Information  Technology  Division  is  to  provide  technical 
computer  service  to  town  personnel  in  order  to  maintain  data  integrity  and 
computer  literacy,  through  support,  training  and  knowledge.  Information 
Technology  is  the  key  to  Plymouth's  ability  to  grow,  respond  to 
emergencies,  and  efficiently  provide  services  to  its  citizens.  Investments  in 
IT  applications  and  infrastructure  provide  town  managers  with  tools  to 
observe  and  manage  more  effectively  the  financial,  physical,  and  human 
resources  of  the  Town,  as  well  as  increase  productivity. 
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The  Goals  of  the  Division  are: 

•  To  maintain  a  municipal  area  network  connecting  all  town  and 
school  buildings. 

•  To  train  town   personnel   on  the   use  of  new  computer 
technologies. 

•  To  support  and  maintain  the  town's  municipal  area  network. 

•  To  provide  a  stable  infrastructure  on  which  to  build. 

•  To  implement  technologies  allowing  other  departments  to  more 
efficiently  accomplish  their  goals. 

Information  Technology  (IT)  Is  working  on  the  fourth  year  of  a  multiyear  master 
plan.  The  fiber  optic  Municipal  Area  Network  has  been  enhanced  to  serve  the 
southern  fire  stations  as  well  as  the  Manomet  branch  Library. 

The  conversion  process  from  DataNational  to  MUNIS  as  the  town's  application 
package  continues.  Financials  were  converted  on  July  1 ,  2008. 

IT  continues  to  follow  a  replacement/upgrade  plan  that  will  ensure  the  town 
keeps  pace  with  technology  on  all  levels. 

The  Town  of  Plymouth  continues  to  enhance  its  presence  on  the  World  Wide

>  PROCUREMENT  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Procurement  Division  is  to  procure  goods  and 
services  on  behalf  of  the  Town  in  an  efficient,  ethical,  and  impartial  manner 
while  ensuring  compliance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  related  to 
procurement. 

The  Town  has  a  centralized  purchasing  system  to  contract  for 
standard  services  and  supplies  used  by  all  departments  and  divisions, 
except  the  School  Department,  thereby  taking  advantage  of  the  low  prices 
obtained  through  bulk  purchasing.  The  Procurement  Division  is 
responsible  for  all  activities  related  to  acquiring  these  services  and 
supplies  for  all  departments/divisions.  This  responsibility  includes 
overseeing  the  soliciting,  opening,  and  evaluating  of  bids  and  proposals, 
recommendation  of  contract  award(s)  to  the  Town  Manager,  and  contract 
development  and  execution.  This  division  ensures  that  contracting 
practices  are  in  compliance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

In  addition  to  the  forty-three  bids  and  resulting  contracts,  there 
were  dozens  of  additional  contracts  and  price  solicitations  produced  by 
this  office.  The  most  notable  were  the  crematory  construction,  Mayflower 
Street   water   and    sewer   installations,    Leyden    Street  landscaping. 
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reconstruction  of  Depot  Square,  and  Micajah  Pond  Road  drainage 
improvements.  All  current  bids  and  bid  results  are  posted  on  the  Town's 
website  at  www.plymouth-ma.gov.  The  division  has  consolidated  all 
energy  related  expenses  to  assist  in  meeting  the  goals  of  the  Plymouth 
2020  Strategic  Plan  and  is  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Energy 
Committee  to  bid  for  the  installation  of  wind  turbines. 

The  division  is  progressing  with  several  projects  and  continues  to 
support  other  departments  to  ensure  the  public's  funds  are  spent  in  the 
most  cost  effective  manner  possible. 


>  TREASURY /  COLLECTION  DIVISION 


It  is  the  mission  of  this  office  to  serve  the  public  in  a  professional  manner 
while  maintaining  the  important  cash  flow  to  the  Town.  The 
Treasurer/Collection  Division  is  responsible  for  collecting  real  estate, 
personal  property  and  excise  taxes  as  well  as  fees  for  water  and  sewer  use, 
trailer  park  usage,  municipal  lien  certificates,  and  in  lieu  of  tax  payments 
due  the  Town.  The  Treasurer/Collector  Division  banks  and  reports  cash 
receipts.  Funds  are  released  when  properly  authorized.  The 
Treasurer/Collector  division  receives  and  provides  for  the  custody  of  the 
Town's  cash  with  strict  consideration  to  safety,  liquidity,  and  earnings. 
The  Treasurer/Collector  borrows  funds  for  authorized  projects  only  as 
needed  and  at  the  least  possible  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Treasurer/Collector 
Division  maintains  and  pursues  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  in  a 
manner  that  is  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  and  the  community 
as  a  whole. 

Treasury/Collection  recorded  a  total  of  $262,899,099.51  of  receipts  and 
$236,809,797.45  of  disbursements  during  fiscal  year  2008.  The  cash  needs  of 
the  Town  were  maintained  without  the  use  of  any  borrowing  in  anticipation  of 
revenue.  All  funds  are  continually  invested  in  various  short-term  instruments  with 
the  exception  of  the  Town's  Trust  Funds  that,  by  law,  are  allowed  to  be  invested 
on  a  longer  basis. 

The  largest  committed  revenue  source  of  the  Town  is  the  real  estate  and 
personal  property  tax.  The  committed  amount  for  fiscal  2008  was 
$102,257,618.79.  As  of  June  30,  2008,  98.6%  of  this  amount  has  been 
collected.  The  office  continues  with  an  aggressive  collection  policy  as  allowed  by 
law.  Liens  and  court  action  are  used  when  necessary  for  real  estate  and 
personal  property  taxes.  Properties  in  tax  title  liens  increased  from  an 
outstanding  balance  of  $338,770.87  to  $592,874.56.  The  water  shut  off  policy  is 
pursued  for  delinquent  water/sewer  accounts  and  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles 
is  notified  for  non-renewal  of  licenses  for  delinquent  excise  taxes. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF 
INSPECTIONAL  SERVICES 


>  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 


The  Building  Department  is  responsible  for  ensuring  that  buildings  are 
constructed  and  repaired  safely,  and  buildings,  structures,  and  land  are 
used  properly.  The  Department  issues  zoning,  building,  electrical,  gas  and 
plumbing  permits  that  allow  the  construction,  reconstruction,  repair, 
alteration,  and  demolition  of  buildings  and  structures  as  well  as  the 
installation  of  equipment.  The  Department  annually  inspects  restaurants, 
lodgings,  and  other  places  of  assembly.  The  Building  Department  enforces 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Building  Code  and  the  Plymouth  By- 
Laws.  The  goal  of  the  Department  is  to  ensure  a  safe  public  and  private 
environment  for  the  residents. 

On  January  1,  2008  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  began  using  a  new  One  and  Two  Family  Building  Code.  The  change 
to  a  high  wind  zone  category  affected  most  aspects  of  residential  construction. 
The  training  and  learning  period  has  been  time  consuming  and  complicated  for 
the  building  officials,  contractors,  and  homeowners.  The  new  Code  added  one 
scheduled  inspection  to  all  new  construction  and  added  additional  meetings  and 
job  visits  to  the  building  process.  Training  has  begun  for  the  new  General 
Building  Code  that  takes  full  effect  on  March  31 ,  2009. 

The  Pinehills  Development  included  eighty-six  new  housing  units  of  the  total  of 
141  that  were  built  in  the  Town  in  2008.  A  new  supermarket  opened  this  fall  at 
The  Pinehills,  enlarging  the  commercial  part  of  the  project.  New  commercial 
buildings  also  included  a  Bank  of  America  building  on  Samoset  Street  and  a  CVS 
Pharmacy  at  the  corner  of  State  Road  and  Beaver  Dam  Road.  Colony  Place 
added  new  tenant  buildings  including  Bass,  Van  Heusen,  Old  Navy  and  Croma 
restaurant.  Colony  Place  also  constructed  a  new  vehicle  bridge  at  the  main 
entrance.  New  commercial  work  on  Long  Pond  Road  included  a  new  Starbucks 
shop  and  the  demolition  of  the  Memorial  press  building. 

The  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  began  construction  of  thirty-five  rental  units  for 
the  elderly  and  a  19,500  square  foot  office  building  on  Court  Street. 

2008  was  a  year  in  which  a  large  number  of  residential  permits  were  issued  for 
additions,  remodeling,  and  energy  conservation.  There  were  155  permits  issued 
for  the  installation  of  solid  fuel  burning  stoves.  New  windows,  doors,  and  added 
insulation  were  also  popular  projects. 

The  public  counter  at  the  Building  Office  handles  a  large  number  of  requests  for 
records,  construction  planning  assistance  and  information.  Department 
personnel  conducted  over  1 1 ,000  inspections  as  a  result  of  6420  permits  issued 
during  the  year.

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>  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


New  residential  permits  plummeted  as  a  result  of  a  declining  housing  market. 
Only  47  new  home  septic  permits  were  issued.  This  is  down  from  seventy-six 
last  year  and  eighty-seven  from  2006.  However,  commercial  and  industrial 
projects  continue  to  grow.  Each  project  requires  approval  and  processing 
through  the  Health  Department.  Through  the  Health  Department  staffs  hard 
work  and  dedication,  Lyn  Scolamiero,  Holly  Ricardo,  Heidi  Cotter,  Joseph 
Murphy,  Deanna  Wood  and  David  Ward  continue  to  move  fonA/ard  with  a  positive 
outlook  and  with  great  optimism  for  the  future  of  the  town. 

The  Board  of  Health  adopted  new  Illegal  Dumping  Regulations,which  went  into 
effect  on  July  1 ,  2008.  Anyone  caught  illegally  dumping  will  be  fined  $1 ,000.00 
per  violation. 

The  Health  Department  is  dedicated  to  establishing  an  effective  Homeland 
Security  Plan  to  initiate  in  the  event  of  a  Bioterrorism  event,  an  infectious  disease 
outbreak  or  any  other  health  related  emergency.  Several  programs  have  been 
completed  in  the  process.  Plans  to  address  special  populations  and  the 
continuity  of  operations  for  the  town  have  been  designed  to  keep  the  essential 
functions  in  operation  should  a  large  scale  emergency  occur. 

The  Plymouth  Area  Medical  Reserve  Corp.  (MRC)  continues  to  recruit  and  train 
volunteers.  An  emergency  drill  was  conducted  in  July  in  conjunction  with  the 
Jordan  Hospital.  The  drill  was  to  test  the  capacity  of  bed  surging  for  medical 
needs  at  a  site  other  than  the  Jordan  Hospital.  Mutual  aid  agreements  have 
been  prepared  to  cover  medical  emergencies  in  surrounding  towns. 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  (MDPH)  allowed  the  Town  to 
continue  to  operate  at  44  Obery  Street  inside  the  Emergency  Operation  Center. 
Kim  Doheny,  the  Plymouth  Area  Volunteer  Coordinator  worked  tirelessly 
recruiting,  interviewing,  assigning,  and  training  MRC  personnel.  As  of 
December,  2008,  the  Plymouth  Area  MRC  has  over  200  volunteers.  If  you  are 
interested  in  joining  the  team,  please  call  the  office  and  the  Health  Department 
will  be  happy  to  send  you  an  application  and  information. 

Flu  vaccine  arrived  on  time  this  year.  There  were  four  public  clinics  held 
throughout  October,  November,  and  December.  As  in  the  past  twenty  years, 
Veronica  Kordis  and  Linda  Ellis,  affiliates  of  Partner's  Home  Health  Care, 
administered  the  flu  vaccine  at  each  walk-in  clinic.  The  Plymouth  Area  Medical 
Reserve  team  staffed  each  of  the  clinics.  On-going  training  helped  develop 
organizational  skills  and  a  positive  team  spirit  for  a  successful  vaccine  program. 
For  the  first  time  there  were  no  waiting  lines  and  residents  were  amazed  at  how 
well  the  program  ran. 
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The  Health  Department  expresses  its  appreciation  to  Partner's  Home  Health 
Care  for  their  services  given  to  our  community.  In  addition  to  giving  flu  shots, 
Partner's  Home  Health  Care  conducts  three  free  vaccine  clinics  a  week.  Clinic 
hours  are  held  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  from  1:30  p.m.  to  4:00 
p.m. 

The  Board  of  Health  voted  to  support  Selectman  Butch  Machado's 
recommendation  for  Automatic  Emergency  Defibrillators  (AED)  to  be  housed  on 
the  premises  of  all  public  buildings. 

A  total  of  13  AEDs  were  purchased  through  the  Massachusetts  Emergency 
Preparedness  grant.  Training  sessions  are  ongoing. 
The  Board  of  Health  continues  to  take  a  no  tolerance  approach  to  the  sale  of 
tobacco  to  minors.  The  Health  Department  is  one  of  15  towns  belonging  to  the 
South  Shore  Community  Tobacco  Control  Program.  Jim  Wells  is  Plymouth's 
representative  for  the  tobacco  program.  Currently  there  are  eighty-two  licensed 
tobacco  sales  facilities.  The  tobacco  program  routinely  conducts  unannounced 
inspections  that  are  done  by  minors  with  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Wells.  The 
Health  Department  also  expresses  its  extreme  appreciation  for  Jim  Wells's 
dedication  and  support.

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DEPARTMENT  OF 
PLANNING  &  DEVELOPMENT 


Environmental  protection,  community  housing,  and  economic  development 
are  the  cornerstones  of  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Development.  The 
mission  of  the  department  is  to  enhance  the  Town's  living,  working,  and 
natural  communities  by  balancing  private  property  rights  with  the 
protection  of  the  Town's  historic  and  natural  resources.  The  department 
will  strive  to  develop  long  and  short  term  plans  that  will  balance  growth 
and  preservation  as  well  as  enable  Plymouth  to  "Grow  Smarter  in  its  Fifth 
Century"  consistent  with  these  Master  Plan  visions: 

•  Ensure  that  the  Town  of  Plymouth  will  continue  to  be  a  beautiful, 
maturing  community  with  vibrant  and  pleasant  village  centers,  a 
preserved  and  enhanced  historic  heritage,  long  stretches  of 
accessible  coastline,  integrated  areas  of  commerce  and  compact 
housing,  and  vast,  connected  areas  of  open  space  set  aside  for 
preservation,  outdoor  activities,  and  appreciation  of  nature. 

•  Maintain  Plymouth's  outstanding  visual  character,  defined  by  clean 
ponds,  rivers,  wetlands,  coastline,  and  forests. 

•  Encourage  economic  prosperity  through  abundant  opportunities  for 
desirable  business  investment,  employment,  shopping,  tourism, 
housing  choice,  and  entrepreneurship. 

This  department,  in  concert  with  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  various  other  boards  and  committees,  coordinates  and  administers 
policies,  actions,  and  local  development  controls  consistent  with  the 
town's  long-range  planning  vision  in  a  fair  and  equitable  manner. 

The  Planning  Board  appointed  Timothy  Grandy  for  another  term  as  the  alternate 
member  and  welcomed  Howard  Coppari  as  a  new  Town  Planner  and 
congratulated  Valerie  Massard  on  receiving  AlCP  status. 

This  department  seeks  to  balance  the  overall  public  good  with  individual  rights 
and  interests.  The  professional  support  staff  provides  reliable  guidance  and 
assistance  to  boards,  agencies,  citizens,  and  other  town  departments.  This 
department  serves  as  staff  support  for  seventeen  local  committees  throughout 
the  year,  consisting  of  over  100  volunteer  members.  The  Plymouth  Public  Lands 
Committee  completed  their  report  on  town-owned  land  and  presented  it  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  September. 

The  responsibility  of  this  consolidated  department  includes  supervision  and 
coordination  of  town  agencies  related  to  subdivision  control,  land  acquisition, 
conservation,  redevelopment  and  revitalization,  zoning  appeals,  design  review, 
historic  preservation,  affordable  housing,  and  economic  development. 

The  Planning  Board  reviewed  many  plans  in  the  year  2008.  The  results  of  their 
actions  include  the  following: 
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Residential: 

3  new  subdivisions  approved,  creating  5  new  residential  lots  and  3  new 
open  space  lots. 

A  total  of  23.58  acres  of  permanently  protected  open  space. 


Form  A  Lots  (Approval  Not  Required): 

35  plans  creating  approximately  30  new  lots 

In  May,  the  Master  Plan  for  A.D.  Makepeace  Company's  River  Run  Traditional 
Rural  Village  Development  (TRVD)  was  approved.  The  Master  Plan  includes  up 
to  1,175  residential  units,  with  60,000  sq.  ft.  of  commercial  space,  a  75,000  sq.  ft. 
recreational  facility  and  a  wastewater  treatment  facility.  Of  the  approximately 
1,600  acres  of  property  they  own  in  this  area.  Makepeace  will  permanently 
preserve  approximately  1 ,400  acres. 

In  October,  after  many  hours  of  meetings  and  public  workshops,  the  Planning 
Board  presented  an  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw  to  Town  Meeting  that  would 
allow  a  Movie  and  Entertainment  Production  Overlay  District  (MEPOD).  The 
MEPOD  would  include  a  movie  production  sound  stage  complex  with  office 
space  and  a  back  lot  for  outdoor  filming;  an  amenity  complex,  including 
residential  units,  a  hotel  and  retail  space;  an  educational  and  research  complex; 
and  a  production  complex  including  office  space,  a  screening  theater  and 
commissary.  Design  Guidelines  were  also  created  for  the  proposed  studio.  The 
original  site  considered  for  the  studio  facility  was  the  1 ,000  acre  site  in  south 
Plymouth.  Unfortunately,  due  to  title  issues  that  site  was  abandoned  and 
Plymouth  Rock  Studios  chose  the  Waverly  Oaks  Golf  Course  as  their  alternative 
site.  The  project  is  currently  under  MEPA  review  with  anticipation  that  the  plans 
will  be  presented  to  the  Planning  Board  in  early  2009. 


Planning  staff  has  also  coordinated  closely  with  local  and  state  officials  to  receive 
a  grant  toward  the  purchase  of  a  73  acre  property  off  Billington  Street  to  be  held 
under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Conservation  Commission;  completed 
coordination  of  the  grant  to  update  the  Town  Stormwater  Management  Design 
Standards;  and  secured  Pilot  Community  status  from  the  StormSmart  Coasts 
Program  in  conjunction  with  the  towns  of  Kingston  and  Duxbury.  Staff  has  also 
worked  diligently  to  complete  an  inventory  of  town-owned  lands;  updating  the 
entire  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations,  including  a  new  section  for  Traditional 
Rural  Village  Development  (TRVD),  assisted  DPW  Environmental  Management 
with  grant  applications,  which  were  awarded  this  year  for  Nelson  Park  and  the 
Crawley  parcel  in  West  Plymouth;  adopted  Historic  District  guidelines;  and 
initiated  the  Cedarville  Master  Plan  Update  which  should  be  completed  in  2009. 

The  Pinehills  continues  to  grow  with  the  expansion  of  neighborhoods,  and  the 
grand  openings  of  several  new  businesses  in  the  Village  Green  center.  New  and 
existing  businesses  and  services  include  Dining  and  Spirits:  Cafe  Olio,  Long 
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Ridge  Wine  &  Spirits,  and  Martha's  Stone  Soup  at  the  Tavern;  Services:  The 
Market,  a  full  service  grocery  store  which  opened  in  September  2008,  The 
Cleanist,  and  The  Pinehills  US  Post  Office;  Medical:  Dr.  Thomas  Browning, 
Internal  Medicine,  Dermatology  Associates  of  the  South  Shore,  Jordan  Hospital 
Rehabilitation  Center,  and  Pilgrim  Shores  OB/GYN  &  Midwifery;  Recreational: 
Pinehills  Golf  Club  and  The  Village  Racquet  &  Fitness  Club;  Banks.  Financial 
and  Legal  Services:  Anthony  F.  Provenzano,  Jr.,  Attorney  at  Law,  Bank  of 
America  Mortgage,  Cozby  &  Bruno  LLC  CPAs,  Mollis  Insurance  Agency,  TD 
BankNorth,  Inc.,  and  With  Integrity  Financial,  Inc.;  Shops:  Blinds  Unlimited  and 
Martin's  Flowers.  The  Pinehills  LLC  corporate  offices,  the  Summerhouse 
Information  Center  and  over  20  model  homes  and  builders'  offices  are  also 
located  within  The  Pinehills.  The  Pinehills  Village  Green  is  also  home  to  two 
annual  cultural  events:  the  "Art  on  the  Green"  arts  and  crafts  fair  in  June  and  the 
"Jazz  and  Blues  on  the  Green",  an  open  air  music  festival  in  September.  Both 
events  draw  thousands  of  visitors  from  throughout  New  England  to  The  Pinehills 
Village  Center. 

Also  in  2008,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  commissioned  and  released  the  so-called 
"Connery  Report"  to  review  the  financial  impacts  of  The  Pinehills  project  on  the 
Town  of  Plymouth,  some  ten  years  since  the  project  was  first  proposed.  The 
Connery  Report  determined  that,  as  of  the  date  of  the  report.  The  Pinehills 
generates  $7.15  million  per  year  in  net  revenue  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  from  all 
sources  and  estimates  that  the  project  generates  approximately  $20  million  in 
annual  retail  sales  within  the  town.  The  Connery  report  also  determined  that  for 
every  $1.00  in  tax  revenues  generated  by  The  Pinehills  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth, 
the  Town  returned  only  ten  cents  in  services,  a  net  return  to  the  town  of  90%.

Working  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Planning  &  Development,  individual 
boards  and  local  and  regional  agencies  continually  strive  to  work  together  more 
closely. 

Old  Colony  Planning  Council 

Planning  staff  has  been  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Old  Colony  Planning 
Council  (OCPC)  to  prepare  plans  for  the  physical,  social,  and  economic 
development  of  the  region.  OCPC  is  designated  as  an  Economic  Development 
District  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  for  the  coordination  of  regional 
economic  development  activities;  an  Area  Agency  on  Aging  (AAA)  by  the 
Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  to  plan,  manage  and  coordinate  elder  services  in 
a  twenty-three  community  service  area;  and,  the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Organization  (MPO)  to  plan  and  program  transportation  and  transit 
improvements  for  the  region. 
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In  addition  to  the  above-designated  responsibilities,  the  Council  is  concerned 
with  a  wide  variety  of  area-wide  and  inter-municipal  concerns  as  they  pertain  to 
the  development  of  the  Planning  District.  The  Council  also  assists  its  member 
municipalities  with  technical  planning,  grant  application  preparation  and  current 
local  and  regional  trends  socioeconomic  information. 


>  OFFICE  OF  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 


The  function  of  the  Office  of  Community  Development  (OCD)  is  to  apply  for 
and  oversee  the  expenditure  of  Community  Development  Block 
Grant(CDBG)Funds  and  provide  and  implement  programs  and  activities 
that  benefit  low  and  moderate  income  residents  (42%  of  Plymouth's  town- 
wide  population),  including  housing  and  economic  development  services. 
The  mission  of  the  OCD  is  to  provide  education,  leadership,  policies  and 
programs  to  expand  and  preserve  safe  and  affordable  housing 
opportunities,  and  create  neighborhoods  where  anyone  of  a  modest  budget 
would  choose  to  live-  decent  affordable  housing  and  access  to  jobs  and 
good  education. 

The  Office  of  Community  Development  continues,  as  in  the  past,  to  administer  a 
Local  Housing  Rehabilitation  Loan  program  for  low-to  moderate  income  single 
family  homeowners.  This  year  the  Housing  Rehabilitation  program  completed 
$275,000  in  deferred  loans  to  twenty-one  homeowners  in  need  of  addressing 
health/safety/code  deficiencies. 

The  OCD  also  continues  to  administer  the  local  Title  V  Betterment  Loan 
Program,  to  date  129  homeowners  have  received  loans  to  repair  or  replace  their 
failed  systems.  A  total  of  $1,200,000  has  been  lent  to  local  homeowners  since 
the  implementation  of  this  program  six  years  ago. 

The  Office  of  Community  Development  continues  to  be  responsible  for 
implementing  the  Town's  Affordable  Housing  Plan.  This  includes  the  Office  of 
Community  Development  serving  as  the  administrative  entity  to  the  Plymouth 
Municipal  Affordable  Housing  Trust  in  addition  to  continuing  to  monitor  and 
update  the  status  of  LIP  and  40B  projects  in  the  community.  This  past  year  OCD 
prepared  and  received  approval  of  a  40R  Affirmative  Fair  Marketing  Plan  for  the 
future  Cordage  Seaport  Apartments  project  from  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Housing  &  Community  Development 

The  Office  of  Community  Development  also  provides  assistance  in  funding 
and/or  implementing  local  community  development  projects.  In  this  past  year  the 
OCD  has  provided  matching  funds  for  streetscape  improvements  to  Leyden 
Street  and  design  plans  for  the  reconstruction  of  Depot  Square. 
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>►  CONSERVA  TION  COMMISSION 


The  mission  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  wetlands  and 
resources  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  through  acquisition,  management, 
education,  and  regulation;  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  public  and  other 
governmental  agencies  in  protecting  our  natural  resources,  and  to  become 
an  educational  resource  for  the  public  and  Town  agencies  both  through  a 
library  of  literature  and  through  the  collective  knowledge  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  staff  and  members. 

A  healthy  natural  environment  improves  quality  of  life,  property  values,  and 
tourism.  The  citizens  of  Plymouth  have  a  right  to  air,  land,  and  water,  free  of 
poisons  and  safe  for  passive  and  active  recreation.  But  people  also  have  a  right 
to  improve  their  property,  sometimes  resulting  in  jobs  and  a  stronger  tax  base  for 
the  Town.  A  rich,  healthy  web  of  wildlife  can  withstand  the  rigors  imposed  upon  it 
by  the  rapid  pace  of  development  now  underway  in  Plymouth.  The  laws 
protecting  the  environment  and  the  rights  of  the  developer  are  complex,  and  the 
knowledge  of  what  makes  a  healthy  environment  is  equally  complex.  The 
Conservation  Commission  is  set  up  to  administer  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
and  other  local,  state,  and  Federal  laws  to  ensure  that  development  protects  and 
enhances  Plymouth's  natural  environment,  rather  than  destroying  it. 

The  Commission  is  charged  with  several  duties  including  the  protection  of  inland 
and  coastal  nature  resources,  and  the  acquisition  of  land  for  management. 
Benefits  provided  to  the  town  afford  protection  of  our  clean  water  supplies, 
protection  from  storm  damage,  flood  damage  control,  the  promotion  of  wildlife 
diversity,  and  recreational  opportunities.  It  must  also  follow  its  mandate  under  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  Wetlands  Protection  By-law,  and  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  131  s40  et  seq.  The  Commission  holds  public  hearings  on 
Monday  nights,  as  scheduled. 

Pursuant  to  its  mandate,  the  Commission  acted  on  88  Notices  of  Intent  (permit 
requests  for  activity  within  areas  subject  to  Commission  jurisdiction)  and  37 
Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  (to  determine  whether  a  proposed 
activity  is  likely  to  impact  a  resource  area).  Other  opinions  and  decisions  were 
made  as  requested.  Occasionally  enforcement  orders  were  issued  and  fines 
were  levied  and  collected. 

The  Conservation  Commission  accepted  under  its  Care  and  Custody,  one  gift  of 
land  this  past  year.  The  property  is  located  in  the  Chiltonville  section  of  Plymouth 
on  Hayden  Pond  and  encompasses  under  13.65  acres.  The  Conservation 
Commission  wishes  to  thank  all  the  individuals  who  helped  with  the  acquisition  of 
this  parcel. 

The  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  protects  the  inhabitants  of  the 
wetlands  by  requiring  a  buffer  zone  around  sensitive  areas.  The  Plymouth 
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Conservation  Commission  wants  homeowners  to  enjoy  their  waterfront  property 
and  can  provide  ideas  for  creating  an  attractive  natural  setting  for  a  human  home 
while  still  protecting  the  homes  of  the  creatures  that  share  the  waterfront  setting. 
The  Conservation  Commission  consists  of  seven  volunteer  members  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  ably  assisted  by  a  full-time  Conservation  Planner, 
an  Administrative  Assistant,  and  a  part-time  clerk. 


>  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION  / 
HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Plymouth  Historic  District  was  established  by  Town  Meeting  in  1974  and 
added  to  in  1977  and  again  in  1990  comprising  some  286  properties.  The 
mission  of  the  Commission  is  to  preserve,  protect  and  document  Plymouth's 
architectural  heritage  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Legislated  protection  is 
provided  for  historic  buildings  located  in  the  Plymouth  Historic  District  in  the 
downtown-harbor  area.  The  Historic  District  is  a  local  and  national  treasure  of 
our  country's  architecture  with  a  variety  of  excellent  examples  spanning  four 
centuries. 

CERTIFICATES 

The  Historic  District  Commission  met  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  the 
month  in  Town  Hall  reviewing  sixty-one  proposals  for  commercial  signage  and 
residential/commercial  fagade  renovations,  issuing  49  Certificates  of 
Appropriateness  and  12  Certificates  of  Non-Applicability. 


COMMISSIONERS 

Commissioners  Michael  Tubin,  Anthony  Provenzano,  Samantha  Nichols,  Susan 
Owens,  David  Crawley  and  Anne  Lane.  Michael  Tubin  serves  as  Chairman, 
Anthony  Provenzano  as  Vice-Chair,  and  Samantha  Nichols  as  Secretary. 
Michael  Tubin  serves  as  the  HDC  Representative  to  the  Community 
Preservation  Committee. 


The  Historic  District  Commission  has  continued  to  maintain  good  working 
relationships  with  several  Town  committees,  including  the  Plymouth  Center 
Steering  Committee,  The  Plymouth  Community  Preservation  Committee,  and 
the  Pilgrim  Necklace  Committee. 

GUIDELINES  AND  PROCEDURES 

The  Historic  District  Commission,  along  with  consultant  Eric  Drey,  finalized  and 
published  guidelines  and  procedures  for  the  Historic  District.  Before  finalizing 
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the  guidelines  the  HDC  held  a  hearing  for  public  comments  and  thanks  all  those 
that  attended.  These  guidelines  and  procedures  were  developed  to  help 
applicants  through  the  process  and  to  modify  the  standards  of  the  Historic 
District  Commission  in  order  to  make  consistent  decisions.  The  guidelines  and 
procedures  will  be  printed  with  copies  available  in  Town  Hall  and  the  Plymouth 
Public  Library.  They  have  also  been  placed  in  PDF  format  on  the  Town's 
website  under  the  Historic  District  Commission  page  for  easy  access. 


EDUCATION 

In  an  effort  to  keep  current  with  the  latest  products  and  materials  available  in  the 
marketplace,  the  Historic  District  Commission  scheduled  a  series  of  meetings 
with  major  window  manufacturers. 


DRAFT  OF  NON-COMPLIANCE  LETTER 

The  Historic  District  Commission  has  drafted  and  mailed  out  a  form  letter  to 
district  property  owners/lessees  not  in  compliance  with  the  guidelines.  This 
letter  will  be  used  in  an  effort  to  maintain  consistent  application  of  the  guidelines 
throughout  the  District,  and  to  inform  property  owners  and  lessees  of  the 
existence  of  the  guidelines  and  their  responsibilities  as  residents  of  the  Historic 
District. 


PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

The  Historic  District  Commission  has  awarded  its  second  annual  "Certificate  of 
Appreciation"  to  Advanced  Mortgage  Services  located  at  25  Main  Street.  This 
certificate  is  awarded  to  a  property/store  owner  who  goes  above  and  beyond  to 
maintain  the  character  of  the  historic  district.  These  certificates  will  be  awarded 
quarterly.  In  addition,  the  Historic  District  Commission  will  be  conducting  walking 
tours  of  the  district  paying  special  attention  to  the  unique  architecture  of  the  17*^, 


18^^  and  19^^  centuries. 


GRANTS 

The  Historic  District  Commission  obtained  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $8,000  from 
the  Preservation  Planning  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission 
for  a  quality  control  review  of  the  270  Historic  Inventory  Sheets  for  properties 
located  within  the  District.  When  reviewing  proposals,  the  Historic  District 
Commission  regularly  uses  inventory  sheets  of  the  property  under  review,  as 
well  as  those  of  abutting  properties  to  aid  in  the  decision  making  process. 
Some  of  these  inventories  were  completed  almost  thirty  years  ago  and  need  to 
be  reviewed  and  updated. 
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>  MANOMET  VILLAGE  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


Established  in  1991  by  Town  Meeting,  the  Manomet  Village  Steering  Committee 
continues  to  support  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the  Manomet  Village  Master 
Plan,  and  provide  a  community  voice  to  the  Town  Planning  Board. 

Marti  Erbe  concluded  the  year  as  chair  of  the  committee.  Randy  Parker  was 
appointed  to  the  committee  and  serves  as  its  secretary.  Also  appointed  this  year 
was  Michael  Curran  as  well  as  Malcolm  McGregor  as  a  Planning  Board  liaison. 
Members  include  Christine  Bancroft,  Dennis  Lassige,  Buddy  Moses  and  Barry 
Wood.  Meetings  have  been  held  at  the  Manomet  Branch  Library  on  Strand  Ave. 
from  7  to  9  PM.  Please  note  that  in  2009  meetings  will  be  held  on  the  fourth 
Thursday  of  each  month  in  the  same  location  at  the  same  time  so  far  as  is 
possible.  Any  variations  will  be  posted  in  town  hall. 

This  last  year  saw  the  resignation  of  former  chair  Casey  Shetterly  and  former 
secretary  Mary  Jane  Calhoun-Donelan.  The  committee  appreciates  the 
immense  amount  of  time  and  effort  both  contributed  to  the  committee  and 
community. 

Committee  items  this  year  included: 

1 )  Traffic  improvements  at  the  intersection  of  Route  3A/State  Road  and  Manomet 
Point  Road,  including  planned  light  installation,  traffic  and  pedestrian  circulation 
and  creation  of  common  parking  and  village  green  at  the  center.  Difficulties 
between  private  land  owners  previously  inclined  to  cooperate  with  land 
exchanges  and  changes  in  traffic  patterns  have  apparently  ended  common 
parking  and  village  green  options.  The  state  continues  with  its  plans  to  signalize 
the  intersection;  however,  and  the  Committee  looks  forward  to  that  improvement. 

2)  The  new  CVS  has  been  constructed  and  final  action  taken  for  completion  of 
its  signagewith  an  expected  opening  in  January  of  2009. 

3)  The  committee  heard  development  proposals,  including  one  from  Diane  Smith 
to  convert  a  toy  store  by  the  White  Horse  Beach  post  office  into  a  wine  and 
cheese  store,  and  another  by  Richard  Ring  to  replace  a  cottage  with  a  year 
round  home. 

4)  The  committee  heard  presentations  from  Fire  Chief  Ed  Bradley,  Police  Chief 
Robert  Pomeroy,  AMR  (ambulance  EMT  services)  manager  Mary  Ellen  Fletcher, 
Aaron  Wallace  of  Emergency  Management,  Brian  Kuhn  of  the  Energy  Committee 
and  Liisa  Budge-Johnson  of  the  Sheriffs  department  on  public  safety  status  and 
services  available  to  the  village  under  various  circumstances. 

5)  The  committee  worked  with  the  DPW,  Catholic  Church  and  beach 
associations  on  Manomet  Pride  Day,  an  annual  effort  to  clean  up  an  beautify  the 
village. 

6)  Efforts  are  underway  to  address  updating  the  village  master  plan  and  zoning 
changes  affecting  the  village,  namely  overlay  regulations  for  the  commercial 
zones  within  the  village  service  area  and  residential  zones  on  White  Horse 
Beach.  Professional  staff  and  assistance  with  the  same  is  expected  to  be 
available  to  the  committee  in  2009  or  2010. 
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7)  The  committee  achieved  the  placement  of  welcome  signs  throughout  strategic 
locations  within  the  village. 

8)  The  committee  continued  its  support  for  Taylor  Avenue  road,  sidewalk,  and 
bridge  reconstruction,  funded  by  the  state  and  hoped  for  in  2009  or  2010. 

9)  The  committee  is  investigating  the  possibility  of  acquiring  natural  gas  service 
to  the  village,  as  much  of  the  infrastructure  now  exists  to  the  Pine  Hills 
development  on  Beaver  Dam  Road. 

10)  The  committee  continues  to  work  with  local  businesses  to  enhance  mutual 
interests,  reduce  vacancy  and  improve  services. 

1 1 )  The  committee  continues  to  work  with  other  town  agencies  on  making  the 
"July  3'^  holiday  a  family  affair. 

12)  The  committee  continues  to  search  for  a  village  green  location  suitable  in 
size  and  location  to  be  useful.  13.)  The  committee  heard  presentations  for 
lighting  at  village  athletic  fields,  and  is  hopeful  through  private  and  public 
cooperation  and  contributions  that  the  lighting  can  be  obtained  and  additional 
usage  of  playing  fields  accomplished. 

The  members  of  the  Manomet  Steering  Committee  welcome  everyone  to  attend 
public  meetings  to  learn,  give  suggestions,  request  assistance,  and  express 
concerns  affecting  the  Village  or  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Attendance  at  meetings 
has  grown  considerably  over  the  year.  The  potential  for  zoning  changes  and 
revisions  to  the  master  plan,  as  well  as  infrastructure  improvements,  are 
important  issues  facing  us.  The  Committee  looks  forward  to  a  very  interesting 
2009. 

>  NORTH  PLYMOUTH  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


The  North  Plymouth  Steering  Committee,  working  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  assists  in  the  implementation  of  the  North 
Plymouth  Master  Plan  of  1992  and  advocates  for  the  needs  of  the  area.  Seven 
members  are  appointed  for  staggered  three-year  terms;  meetings  are  held  on  the 
second  Wednesdays  of  the  month. 

Meetings  were  held  with  various  town  officials  regarding  issues  of  concern,  such 
as  the  attention  drawn  to  dilapidated  properties,  the  status  of  projects  begun  but 
not  yet  completed,  and  the  re-affirmation  of  earlier  requests  and/or  commitments. 
These  concerns  were  further  addressed  in  the  list  of  Village  priorities  requested 
by  the  Department  of  Community  Development  in  connection  with  the  disposition 
of  40R  funds  which  will  be  available  through  the  Cordage  development. 

The  Cordage  development  has  proceeded  steadily  through  approval  and 
permitting  processes  and  is  ready  to  begin  demolition  in  preparation  for  Phase  I 
of  new  construction.  This  committee  is  in  ongoing  contact  with  the  developers 
and  has  frequently  contributed  to  the  decision-making  process. 
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Recent  discussions  have  centered  on  amenities  proposed  by  Town  Hall,  such  as 
bicycle  racks  and  taxi  stands.  While  space  is  limited  in  the  business  center, 
various  creative  solutions  have  been  suggested. 

Contact  with  the  Trustees  of  Reservations  have  been  re-established  in  order  to 
arrive  at  collaborative  approaches  to  the  Holmes  Field  properties  which  have 
become  somewhat  neglected  and  limited  in  their  application  toward  the  original 
intent  which  was  to  preserve  the  view. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Committee  has  interaction  with  other  North  Plymouth  groups 
such  as  the  Precinct  I  Caucus,  Neighborhood  Watch,  and  Cordage  Historical 
Society, 


>  OPEN  SPACE  COMMITTEE 


The  Mission  of  the  Open  Space  Committee  is  to  advise  and  assist  the  Town 
to  protect  and  preserve  suitable  Open  Space. 

The  Open  Space  Committee  this  year  continued  to  encourage  the  Town  to 
preserve  lands  suitable  for  conservation  in  the  face  of  constant  pressure  for 
development.  Many  studies  have  confirmed  what  Plymouth  tax  payers  are 
seeing:  that  new  development  rarely  brings  in  enough  revenue  to  cover  costs  of 
the  necessary  extra  services  which  follow,  and  that  everyone's  tax  bill  just  keeps 
going  up. 

The  Committee  this  year  has  assisted  the  Town,  the  Community  Preservation 
Committee,  conservation  organizations,  and  private  citizens  to  find  ways  to  make 
the  preservation  of  open  space  economically  viable.  As  part  of  this  process, 
lands  under  consideration  are  run  through  the  Ranking  Criteria  in  the  Open 
Space  Plan. 

In  the  early  months  of  2008,  the  Committee  assisted  with  the  up-dating  of  the 
Plymouth  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan. 

At  Spring  Town  Meeting,  the  Open  Space  Committee  presented  an  article,  which 
was  unanimously  supported,  asking  the  Town  to  expand  Stephens  Field  by 
officially  designating  the  contiguous  former  DPW  land  as  Recreation.  Afterward, 
with  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the  Open  Space  Committee,  a  group  of 
friends  and  neighbors  formed  to  help  the  Town  keep  the  enlarged  Stephens  Field 
in  good  condition  while  applying  for  funds  to  make  major  improvements.  The 
Friends  of  Stephens  Field  group  meets  monthly  and  works  with  the  relevant 
Town  departments  to  make  sure  that  the  park  is  inviting  and  user  friendly  before, 
during  and  after  the  period  of  expansion.  Volunteers  walk  the  area  on  a  regular 
weekly  schedule  to  pick  up  trash  and  keep  an  eye  on  things. 
The  Committee  has  also  encouraged  other  "Friends  of  groups  in  Plymouth  - 
those  who  care  and  use  particular  parks  and  open  spaces  in  their  neighborhoods 
-  and  is  in  the  process  of  working  out  an  umbrella  organization  to  share  ideas 
and  support. 
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A  representative  from  the  Open  Space  Committee  attended  meetings  of  the 
Public  Lands  Committee;  and  an  Open  Space  Mapping  Subcommittee  was 
formed  to  research  and  recommend  to  this  representative  which  town  lands  were 
suitable  for  protection  and  conservation. 

A  representative  was  also  sent  to  the  1000  Acres  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  to 
help  facilitate  communications  between  the  citizens,  the  Town  and  the  Plymouth 
Rock  Studio. 

The  Open  Space  Committee  would  like  to  thank  all  the  Departments  at  Town  Hall 
for  their  help  and  support  and  also  the  elected  boards  and  officials.  The 
Committee  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  the  month  at  7  p.m.  at  the 
Plymouth  Center  for  the  Arts  on  North  Street.  The  public  is  cordially  invited  to 
attend  and  participate. 
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>  PLYMOUTH  CENTER  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


The  Plymouth  Center  Steering  Committee  (PCSC)  was  organized 
following  unanimous  Town  Meeting  approval  of  the  Downtown  Village/ 
Center/Waterfront  Area  Master  Plan  in  the  spring  of  2004.  The 
Committee's  goal  is  to  promote  policies  and  actions  that  enhance  the 
national  and  regional  significance  of  the  area,  as  defined  in  this  master 
plan.  In  addition  the  committee  seeks  to  offer  guidance  to  the  private 
sector  in  implementing  recommendations  of  the  Master  Plan  in 
consultation  with  the  Office  of  Planning  and  Development  and  the 
Planning  Board. 

Reports  of  the  committee's  hearings  and  recommendations  are 
regularly  sent  to  the  Planning  Board  and  if  applicable  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  and  the  Historic  District  Commission,  as  well  as  precinct  chairmen 
serving  within  the  Plymouth  Center  district  (precincts  2,3,4). 

Reflecting  the  downturn  in  the  housing  market,  the  committee  heard 
fewer  cases  than  in  previous  years.  Some  of  them  include  proponents  for  an 
addition  to  Plymouth  Crossing  Assisted  Living  facility,  five  affordable  units  on 
South  Street,  and  a  medical  office  building  on  Obery  Street.  The  committee's 
recommendations  are  on  file  with  the  Planning  Department. 

Also,  the  committee  heard  from  newly  elected/appointed  officials,  such 
as  Selectmen  John  Mahoney,  Planning  Board  Member  Bill  Wennerberg,  Special 
Assistant  to  the  Town  Manager,  Patrick  O'Brien,  and  Liisa  Budge-Johnson,  from 
the  Outreach  Department  of  the  Plymouth  County  Sheriff.

>  THE  REGIONAL  ECONOMIC 

DEVELOPMENT  FOUNDA  TION  INC. 


This  report  is  presented  pursuant  to  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  and 
Agreement  between  the  Town  and  the  Foundation.  The  Foundation  was 
incorporated  in  March  of  2001  as  a  Massachusetts  non-profit  corporation.  In 
2002,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  recognized  the  Foundation  as  a  501  (Cc),  (3) 
tax-exempt  organization.  Its  affairs  are  managed  by  an  eleven  member  Board  of 
Trustees  appointed  by  the  Town,  the  Plymouth  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
the  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Corporation  (PI DC).  To  date,  the 
Foundation  has  been  funded  by  the  financial  contributions  of  the  Town  and 
matched  dollar  for  dollar  by  the  PIDC.  The  Town  also  provides  staff  support  from 
Cheri  Thomsen  of  the  Economic  Development  Office  matched  by  the  PIDC. 

Since  2001  the  Foundation  has  served  as  the  Town's  Economic 
Development  arm.  Over  100  years  of  development  experience  supports  the  core 
of  the  Foundation's  activity  Since  2005  the  Foundation  and  the  Plymouth  Area 
Chamber  of  Commerce  collaborated  to  strengthen  business  support  efforts.  The 
Plymouth  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Foundation  hasveve  operated 
under  one  Executive  Director  bringing  added  staff  and  support  to  both 
organizations.  The  economic  benefit  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  has  increased 
tremendously  through  this  joint  effort.  We  The  Foundation  estimates  that  over 
150  individual  businesses  benefited  through  our  the  value  added  partnerships 
which  that  have  strengthened  our  economic  development  efforts  and  workforce 
development  program  of  work. 

The  biggest  focus  of  work  for  2008  was  Plymouth  Rock  Studios 
which  anticipates  2,000  plus  jobs  and  $2  million  square  feet  of  building  space  on 
the  campus.  The  Foundation  negotiated  a  20  year  tax  incentive  agreement, 
which  was  approved  at  town  meeting. 

In  2007  The  Mayflower  II  turned  50  years  old.  To  fund  and  facilitate  much  of  the 
coordination  for  the  year's  festivities,  an  informal  partnership  dubbed  "TEAM 
PLYMOUTH"  evolved.  Team  Plymouth  represents  collaboration  between  the 
Town  of  Plymouth,  economic  development,  business  leaders,  and  cultural 
venues  working  collectively  towards  the  common  goal  of  increased  tourism, 
marketing,  and  local  tourism  revenue  generation.  The  Plymouth  Area  Chamber 
of  Commerce  was  the  recipient  of  $300,000.  in  State  funding,  which  was 
distributed  between  among  a  number  of  organizations  and  events  as  well  as 
specific  marketing  efforts  for  the  Mayflower  II  Anniversary  year?.  We  The 
Foundation  anticipates  a  15%  increase  in  total  visitors  in  2007  and  a  28% 
increase  in  local  hotel  motel  tax  revenues  due  to  the  successful  efforts  of  all  the 
Team  Plymouth  partners. 
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The  Foundation,  acting  as  the  Town  of  Plynnouth's  agent  for  Economic 
economic  Developmentdevelopment,  has  been  a  key  partner  in  the  coordination 
of  many  local  and  regional  activities.  The  creation  of  the  Foundation  was  a  key 
recommendation  of  the  RKG  Economic  Development  Study.  Community 
leaders,  even  prior  to  the  Reportreport,  had  recognized  the  need  to  create  a 
public/private  partnership  that  would  leverage  financial  and  human  resources  for 
quality  economic  development.  Since  its  beginnings,  in  the  spring  of  2001,  the 
Town,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  business  community  have 
collaborated  through  the  Foundation  to  develop  a  shared  vision  of  long-range 
economic  development  objectives.  Partnering  to  strengthen  and  develop  our 
village  centers  and  expand  our  the  commercial  tax  base  are  priorities  for 
20082009.  Along  with  this  effort  new  quality  jobs  will  be  created  and  retained. 

A  successful  economic  development  strategy  is  a  long  and  arduous 
process.  We  The  Foundation  must  think  ahead  at  least  ten  to  twenty  years  to 
plan  our  goals  and  mobilize  our  resources.  Plymouth  has  so  many  assets  that 
would  be  the  envy  of  most  other  communities.  Our  The  challenge  is  to  reach  a 
consensus  and  coordinate  our  marketing,  land  use,  educational,  cultural  and 
business  resources  to  maximize  results  while  preserving  our  Plymouth's  superior 
quality  of  life.

>  PLYMOUTH  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 


Since  its  establishment  in  1959,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
continuously  worked  with  the  citizens  and  governing  body  of  the  Town  for  the 
betterment  of  home  and  community.  In  retrospect,  the  Authority  feels  that  it  has 
and  continues  to  succeed  in  this  task.  It  is  therefore  the  intent  of  the  Plymouth 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  continue  to  be  a  people-oriented  agency,  to  continue 
to  seek  out  the  best  possible  loan  and  grant  programs  that  will  enable  families 
and  individuals  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  to  acquire,  and/or  through  housing 
rehabilitation  programs,  to  live  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing. 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

Programs:  During  the  year  2008,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  (PRA) 
continued  to  follow  its  Mission  Statement  of  helping  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  housing  for  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  by  expanding  loan  and  grant 
programs.  The  PRA  continues  to  administer  loan/grant  programs  for 
MassHousing,  the  Commonwealth  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development,  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Partnership,  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  and  the  United  States  Department  of 
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Agriculture  Rural  Housing  Service.  These  programs  include  funds  for  citizens  to 
purchase  and  rehabilitate  housing  within  the  town  with  interest  deferred  at  zero 
percent  and  often  forgiven  after  a  residency  period.  Households  must  meet 
income  and  asset  eligibility  requirements. 

Infill  Affordable  Housing:  In  2005  the  PRA  initiated  the  formation  of  a  nonprofit 
housing  corporation  to  develop  deed  restricted  affordable  housing  in  the  Town  of 
Plymouth.  The  PRA  functions  as  the  corporate  consultant  and  to  date  has 
developed  and  sold  three  family  homes.  One  more  home  is  under  development 
and  will  be  sold  via  lottery  to  a  household  earning  no  more  that  80%  of  the 
median  income  with  a  target  of  70%.  These  homes  are  deed  restricted  for  resale 
to  households  earning  the  same. 

Summer  Street  Urban  Renewal  Area: 

The  Authority  continues  review  properties  within  the  area  that  are  subject  to  the 
deed  riders  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  The  deed  riders  begin  to  expire  in  2003, 
staggered  through  2009.  At  expiration,  property  zoning  reverts  to  the  Town 
Zoning  Bylaws  in  effect  for  the  area. 

Counseling  Programs:  In  December  of  1999,  the  PRA  received  certification  from 
HUD  as  a  Comprehensive  Counseling  Agency.  The  Authority  focuses  its 
counseling  services  on  pre-purchase,  delinquency  and  foreclosure  avoidance, 
and  reverse  equity  mortgage  counseling.  In  2008,  we  counseled  over  500 
households,  including  first  time  homebuyers  and  others  with  housing  problems. 
Our  first  time  homebuyer  seminar  series  is  increasingly  popular.  Families  and 
individuals  completing  the  course  become  eligible  for  low  interest  mortgages 
through  MHFA,  the  HOME  program,  the  Soft  Second  Loan  Program,  the  USDA 
Rural  Housing  Loan  Partnership,  and  various  other  institutional  loan  programs. 
The  Redevelopment  Authority  received  its  eighth  HUD  counseling  grant  this  year. 

General  PRA  Administration:  During  2008,  the  Authority  staff  responded  to 
approximately  1000  inquires  regarding  programs  administered  by  this  office.  The 
PRA  Board  of  Directors  held  12  meetings  in  the  process  of  administering 
Authority  business.  The  PRA  maintains  a  website  at  plymouthredevelopment.org. 
The  Site  has  online  registration  for  the  first  time  homebuyer  workshops. 

The  Authority  held  its  Annual  Meeting  and  election  of  officers  in  December.  The 
results  of  the  election  were  as  follows:

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>  VISITOR  SERVICES  BOARD 


The  Visitor  Services  Board  (VSB)  of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts  serves  as  an 
advisory  board  to  the  Town  Manager  and  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  seven- 
member  board  is  charged  with  the  management  of  the  Town  Promotion 
(tourism)  Fund,  which  is  funded  wholly  by  a  percentage  of  the  local/hotel 
rooms'  tax.  The  Visitor  Services  Board  awards  funds  and  grants  for 
promotional  and  marketing  materials,  information  delivery,  events, 
activities,  and  infrastructure  betterment  in  an  effort  to  maximize  the  quality 
of  Plymouth's  tourism  industry  for  the  benefit  of  residents  and  visitors 
alike. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board  works  through  the  Department  of  Planning  and 
Development  with  administrative  support  from  the  Office  of  Economic 
Development. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board  continued  to  work  with  town  departments,  the  local 
business  community,  historic  organizations,  and  event  organizers  to  sustain, 
improve,  and  promote  Plymouth  as  a  tourist  destination.  In  addition,  the  Board  is 
working  closely  with  the  Plymouth  Regional  Economic  Development  Foundation. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board,  through  the  Town  Promotions  Fund  Grant  Program, 
helped  to  finance  a  number  of  Special  Events  in  2008.  These  included  the 
Musicians'  Union  Concert  Series,  July  4^^  parade  and  fireworks.  Blessing  of  the 
Fleet,  Project  Arts  Concert  Series,  Pilgrims  Progress,  Downtown  Plymouth 
Waterfront  Festival,  Run  to  the  Rock,  Plymouth  Guild's  Juried  Art  Show, 
Plymouth  Cycio  Cross,  First  People's  Pavilion,  Christmas  in  Historic  Plymouth, 
Myles  Standish  State  Park  Road  Race,  Plymouth  Harbor  Folk  Festival, 
Barktoberfest,  Thanksgiving  5K  Road  Race,  and  a  School's  Out  Concert  Series. 
The  VSB  also  allocates  funding  for  museum  exhibits. 

The  Board  continues  its  relationship  with  Destination  Plymouth  and  is  in  the 
second  year  of  a  three  year  Town  Promotion  contract.  The  contract  is  for 
promoting  the  Town  of  Plymouth  as  a  tourist  destination  through  advertising, 
including  a  website,  and  distribution  of  promotional  materials.  The  town's 
contribution,  through  the  Visitor  Services  Board,  represents  just  20%  of  the 
Destination  Plymouth's  total  annual  budget.  (Destination  Plymouth  provides  the 
remainder  of  its  annual  budget  through  memberships  and  other  funding  sources.) 
Destination  Plymouth  also  maintains  the  Visitor  Information  Center  on  the 
waterfront,  where  tourists  can  obtain  brochures  and  maps  as  well  as  purchase 
tickets  for  Plymouth's  museums,  water  and  land  tours  and  excursions,  and  other 
attractions.  Visitors  can  also  determine  what  lodging  is  available,  at  what  rate, 
and  use  the  dedicated  phone  to  make  reservations.  Destination  Plymouth  tracks 
the  number  of  inquiries  as  well  as  the  number  of  "hits"  to  the  website,  providing 
valuable  statistical  and  comparative  information.  In  2008,  the  VSB  supported 
the  first  season  of  the  Plymouth  Hometown  Shuttle;  which  is  a  transportation  link 
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from  the  Kingston  Train  Station  and  Exit  5  Bus  Terminal  with  a  continuous  loop  to 
area  attractions  and  shopping  districts. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board  continues  to  review  Plymouth's  infrastructure 
programs,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Parks  and  Forestry.  During  2008,  the  VSB  supported  the 
purchase  of  a  "Big  Belly"  trash  receptacle  for  the  waterfront;  funding  for  the 
informational  calendars  and  bulletin  board  kiosks  located  throughout  the 
downtown/waterfront  area.  In  December  2008  the  board  was  able  to  contribute 
$5,300  towards  holiday  decorations  and  $4,100  for  hanging  plants  for  the 
downtown  area.  The  board  also  provided  funds  for  the  Shichigahama  sister  city 
activities. 


>  WEST  PL  YMOUTH  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


2008  was  a  busy  year  for  the  West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  (WPSC). 
Members  included  Allen  Cotti  (Vice  Chairman),  Brenda  Bradley  (Secretary),  Mary 
Ellen  Burns,  Jim  Nicholson,  and  Joe  Prall. 

There  continued  to  be  significant  construction  and  changes  to  West  Plymouth. 

West  Plymouth  saw  the  opening  of  Twin  Pines  across  from  Colony  Place.  The 
WPSC  remains  concerned  with  the  traffic  pattern  in  this  area.  The  Committee  is 
encouraged  that  a  traffic  study  was  done  but  would  like  to  see  action  taken  to 
make  the  area  safer. 

The  fifty-nine  acre  at  the  intersection  and  Route  80  remains  a  large  sandpit.  The 
Transfer  of  Development  Rights  project  proposed  by  Department  of  Planning  and 
Development  did  not  come  to  fruition. 

The  WPSC  has  seen  construction  start  at  Casa  Bella  across  from  West  Plymouth 
Plaza.  The  development  will  consist  of  66  two  bedroom  modular  homes.  This 
development  will  be  age  restricted. 

WPSC  worked  with  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  Mobile  Estates  and  town  engineer 
Sid  Kashi  and  agreed  on  a  plan  for  implementation  of  a  traffic  light.  This  will 
include  lining  the  entrance  with  Marc  Drive  and  a  deceleration  lane.  WPSC  looks 
forward  to  implementation  of  the  light. 

Even  though  the  location  of  the  proposed  Plymouth  Rock  Studios  is  not  in  West 
Plymouth  the  committee  did  debate  the  possible  impacts  to  area.  We  spoke  to 
Bill  Burke,  who  is  on  the  Airport  Commission.  He  stated  they  did  not  envision  a 
significant  increase  in  planes  taking  off  and  landing  at  the  Plymouth  Municipal 
Airport. 
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The  WPSC  thanks  the  people  at  Town  Hall  who  assist  this  committee  in  serving 
the  Committee.  That  includes  but  not  limited  to  Eileen  Hawthrone,  Lee  Hartman, 
the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Meeting 
Representatives. 


>  ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


The  Plymouth  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (ZBA)  consists  of  seven 
Plymouth  residents  who  volunteer  their  time  and  expertise  at  least  twice  a  month. 
The  members  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  3-year  overlapping 
terms.  Five  are  appointed  as  regular  members  and  two  additional  members  are 
appointed  as  alternates.  The  ZBA  considers  petitions  filed  under  the  Plymouth 
Zoning  By-laws  and  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapters  40A  and  40B  of 
the  Zoning  Act.  The  By-law  and  Massachusetts  General  Laws  along  with  the 
facts  presented  by  the  petitioner  are  considered  in  rendering  the  decisions. 

Various  boards  and  departments  review  the  proposals  and  make 
recommendations  on  the  petition  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  The 
recommendations  of  the  boards  and  committees  are  not  binding.  However,  they 
provide  the  members  with  an  in  depth  look  at  the  project  and  allows  for  a  more 
precise  review  of  the  proposal.  Although  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  the  permit 
granting  authority,  the  recommendations  provided  by  the  various  boards  and 
committees  are  considered  in  making  the  decision  on  granting  or  denying  a 
project. 

In  2008,  the  Board  received  47  filings  requesting  Variances  and/or 
Special  Permits  (for  both  minor  and  major  projects).  The  economy  has  played  a 
major  part  in  the  number  of  request  for  permits  which  were  down  significantly  this 
past  year. 

Some  of  the  notable  filings  in  2008  were: 

SECURED  REALTY  requested  to  construct  30  units  of  elderly  housing  and  a 
14,000  square  foot  retail  building  on  State  Road.  After  many  hearings  the 
petition  was  granted. 

SUNNA  LLC  requested  to  construct  a  medical  office  building  and  pharmacy  on 
Long  Pond  Road  on  the  former  site  of  the  Memorial  Press  Group.  The  petition 
was  denied. 

ADM  Agawam  Development,  requested  to  construct  a  temporary  meteorological 
tower  on  Agawam  and  Fawn  Pond  Roads.  The  petition  was  granted  with 
conditions. 

PLYMOUTH  DOB,  LLC  was  granted  a  permit  in  2007  to  construct  a  medical 
building  on  the  Jordan  Hospital  campus.  After  being  appealed  the 
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Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Land  Court  remanded  the  case  back  to  the 
Board  for  the  limited  purpose  of  considering  changes  to  the  approved  plans  and 
conditions  of  approval  consistent  with  the  terms  of  an  Agreement  between  the 
Defendant  and  the  Plaintiffs.  The  changes  were  approved  by  the  Board. 

W/S  DEVELOPMENT  ASSOCIATES  LLC  requested  to  demolish  the  Applebee's 
building  on  Samoset  Street  and  construct  a  Bank  of  America.  The  petition  was 
granted. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  SAFETY 


>  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department  is  to  protect  the  lives  and 
property  within  America's  Hometown  by  reducing  the  effects  of  fire  medical 
emergencies,  hazardous  materials  incidents,  special  rescue  emergencies, 
and  disasters.  The  department  will  provide  a  proactive,  highly  trained 
professional  emergency  service  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth  to  conduct  Fire 
Prevention,  Code  Enforcement,  Fire  Investigation,  Fire  Suppression, 
Emergency  Medical  Treatment,  Mitigation  of  Hazardous  Materials  Incidents, 
Specialized  Rescue  Response,  and  Public  Fire  Safety  Education. 

The  Department  will  strive  to  do  this  with  highest  possible  levels  of  economic 
efficiency  for  our  public  and  safety  for  ourselves. 


Fourteen  recruits  completed  firefighting  training  in  2008.  For  a  brief  time  in 
November  the  department  was  fully  staffed  at  126  members  of  the  Department. 

In  support  of  colleagues  serving  in  the  military  overseas  the  Firefighters  now 
wear  red  T-shirts  on  Fridays. 

The  fire  department  has  seen  over  the  course  of  the  year  many  improvements 
and  upgrades  to  equipment  and  technology.  New  air  packs  were  purchased  for 
the  department.  Sixty  air  packs  come  equipped  with  low  air  supply  warnings  that 
can  be  monitored  by  commanders.  The  systems  also  include  locators  that  will 
enable  firefighters  to  track  down  colleagues  in  an  emergency. 

Department  vehicles  have  been  outfitted  with  global  positioning  systems  and 
locators  that  allow  dispatchers  and  commanders  to  keep  track  of  vehicles 
throughout  town.  This  equipment  will  help  commanders  trying  to  get  a  grip  on  the 
size  of  brush  or  forest  fire  and  the  effectiveness  of  firefighting  efforts. 

A  surplus  truck  chassis  will  become  a  new  tanker  truck.  A  boat  discarded  by  the 
U.S.  Coast  Guard  is  being  overhauled  by  local  students  for  rescue  work.  And  an 
old  government  forklift  will  go  into  service  at  the  department's  repair  shop  in  West 
Plymouth. 

At  the  end  of  September  beginning  of  October,  2008,  the  department  purchased 
two  new  engines.  These  engines  bring  a  different  look  to  the  department's 
current  fleet  as  they  are  red  with  a  white  cap  to  make  it  more  visible  in  the  night. 
One  engine  is  in  Manomet  and  the  other  is  at  West  Plymouth.

FIRE  PREVENTION  and  CODE  COMPLIANCE  DIVISION 

The  Fire  Prevention  &  Code  Compliance  Division  is  staffed  by  a  Battalion  Chief 
and  one  Lieutenant. 
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Mission  Statement 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Division  to  promote  public  safety  by  limiting 
the  occurrence  of  fire,  identifying  conditions  that  may  lead  to  ignition  and 
abating  hazards  that  jeopardize  life  safety.  The  goal  is  to  provide  a  fire  safe 
home,  work,  and  school  environment.  This  is  primarily  accomplished 
through  public  fire  safety  education,  enforcement  of  the  Commonwealth's 
fire  codes  and  regulations.  Town  by-laws  inspections,  plan  review,  and 
permitting. 

Training  and  Continuing  Education 

Two  battalion  chiefs  attended  a  40-hour,  Advanced  Fire  Investigation  Training 
course  at  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy  in  Stow,  MA.  The  course 
included  training  in  conducting  fire  scene  analysis,  documentation,  collection  of 
evidence  and  photography,  as  well  as  preparing  a  case  for  trial  and  court  room 
testimony. 

Fire  Inspectors  attended  monthly  continuing  education  seminars  sponsored  by 
the  Fire  Prevention  Association  of  Massachusetts. 

Inspections 

Ch304  Liquor  License  Fire  &  Life  Safety  Inspections  at  over  120  establishments 
Statutory  inspections  at  schools,  nursing  facilities,  hospitals,  clinics  and 
institutions. 

Smoke  &  CO  Alarm  inspections  for  residential  sales  and  new  construction 
Construction  Plan  Review  and  Permits 

The  7^"  edition  of  the  State  Building  Code  for  1  &  2  family  dwellings  became 
effective  as  of  April  and  includes  a  requirement  for  the  fire  department  to  review 
construction  plans  to  assure  adequate  fire  protection,  smoke  and  carbon 
monoxide  detection  and  inspection  of  alarms  prior  to  occupancy. 
This  has  resulted  in  an  increased  the  workload  for  the  division. 
New  commercial  projects  include:  Bank  of  America,  Old  Navy,  Shoppes  at  Long 
Pond,  CVS  in  Manomet,  The  PineHills  Market,  Upper  Crust  Pizza,  Monster  Sub 
shop.  Domino's  Pizza. 

Several  multi-unit  residential  condo  projects  were  completed,  each  of  these  were 
protected  by  a  residential  fire  sprinkler  system. 

Residential  fire  sprinklers  enhance  life  safety  by  reacting  quickly  to  the  heat  of  a 
fire,  while  it  is  still  in  the  beginning  stage  and  relatively  small.  Fire  sprinklers  give 
occupants  a  chance  to  exit  to  safety.  An  added  benefit  is  that  they  control  the  fire 
and  reduce  property  damage. 

Code  Compliance 

Complaints  received  from  concerned  citizens  and  observations  made  by 
department  personnel  during  routine  inspections  and  emergency  responses 
initiate  investigations  by  fire  inspectors  to  determine  if  a  fire  hazard  or  code 
violation  exists  and  to  bring  about  compliance  through  education  as  a  first  resort. 
In  the  event  that  an  owner  or  tenant  refuses  to  comply  or  bring  conditions  into 
compliance  with  fire  or  life  safety  codes  a  fine  will  be  assessed  using  non- 
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criminal  citations.  Further  non-compliance  will  result  in  complaints  filed  via  the 
court  system. 

During  2008  the  fire  prevention  division  responded  to  numerous  calls  for  issues 
such  as  violation  of  open  burning  regulations,  failure  to  install  or  maintain  fire 
protection  systems,  operating  fuel  dispensing  equipment  without  proper  permits, 
fuel  spills,  underground  tank  leaks,  blocked  fire  exits  and  improper  storage  of 
flammables  and  combustibles. 

Fire  Investigation 

Investigating  the  origin  and  cause  of  a  fire  is  vital  in  order  to  determine  whether 
the  fire  is  accidental  or  intentional,  the  result  of  a  malicious  or  criminal  human  act 
or  design  flaw  or  equipment  malfunction,  carelessness  or  poor  practice.  By 
finding  the  circumstances  responsible  for  ignition  of  the  fire,  the  division  can 
attempt  to  reduce  future  occurrences  of  fire  loss  by,  changing  behavior  through 
education,  altering  product  design  or  operation,  or  promulgating  new  ordinances 
to  bring  about  code  compliance. 

Public  Fire  and  Life  Safety  Education 

Educating  the  public,  especially  students  in  grades  K-12,  about  key  fire  and  life 
safety  behaviors  to  reduce  fires  and  the  likelihood  of  injury  or  death  is  the  main 
goal  of  the  S.A.F.E.  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education)  Program. 
Specially  trained  firefighters  present  lessons  on  topics  such  as  Learn  Not  to 
Burn,  Preparing  and  Practicing  Home  Fire  Escape  Drills,  Electrical  Safety,  Ice 
and  Cold  Water  Emergencies,  Smoke  and  Carbon  Monoxide  Alarms,  and  Home 
Safety  Inspections. 

Fire  Safety  and  Fall  Prevention  educational  programs  are  also  offered  to  seniors. 
Scout  groups  and  other  community  organizations  visit  fire  stations  for  tours 
throughout  the  year.

Fire  Alarm 

The  Municipal  Fire  Alarm  System  continues  to  grow  with  new  commercial 
developments.  New  alarms  are  tied  into  the  system  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer 
and  utilize  existing  circuits.  In  2008,  a  new  program  was  instituted  to  license 
alarm  and  sprinkler  companies  to  plug  out  fire  alarm  boxes  for  maintenance 
activities.  These  individuals  attended  a  class  and  received  certification  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm.  This  program  allows  more  time  for  the  Fire  Alarm 
division  to  maintain  the  Fire  Alarm  and  communications  equipment  more 
efficiently.  Private  connections  to  the  Municipal  Fire  Alarm  system  are  now 
charged  an  annual  connection  fee.  Routine  maintenance  and  testing  of  fire  alarm 
boxes  assures  the  reliability  of  the  town's  fire  alarm  circuits. 

The  severe  thunderstorms  over  the  summer  months  did  damage  the  Fire  Alarm 
cable  in  some  sections  of  town,  but  the  troubles  were  quickly  located  and 
repaired  with  little  or  no  disruption  of  service.  A  total  of  five  radios  in  various  fire 
stations  were  also  damaged,  but  replacements  were  available  and  damaged 
parts  were  repaired  with  the  exception  of  the  Departments  last  crystal -ope rated 
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radio  which  was  replaced.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Department  personnel  for 
their  assistance  and  support.

The  Mission  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  the 
public,  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  to  serve  with  integrity,  to  provide  a  well 
trained  professional  department  to  the  public,  to  treat  all  members  of  the  public 
and  all  employees  with  respect,  and  to  strive  to  ensure  that  the  Plymouth  Police 
Department  is  the  finest  law  enforcement  agency  in  the  Commonwealth. 
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Message  from  Police  Chief  Michael  E.  Botieri 

The  past  year  has  found  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  continuing  to  provide 
its  residents  with  the  highest  level  of  service  while  under  going  numerous 
personnel  changes  within.  Among  our  retirees  was  Police  Chief  Robert  Pomeroy 
who  left  the  Department  after  thirty-one  years  of  service,  the  last  sixteen  of  which 
as  the  Police  Chief.  Chief  Pomeroy's  leadership  and  friendship  will  be  sorely 
missed  by  the  entire  Department. 

As  the  new  Police  Chief,  I  want  to  continue  Chief  Pomeroy's  efforts  to  make  the 
Plymouth  Police  Department  one  of  the  pre-eminent  departments  in  the  State.  I 
welcome  input  from  the  community  and  I  look  forward  to  continuing  to  work 
closely  with  local  government  and  our  many  civic  groups. 

Homeland  Security 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  continues  to  work  together  and  share 
information  with  other  local  police  departments,  the  Massachusetts  State  Police, 
United  States  Attorney's  Office,  FBI,  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  and  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear 
Power  Station  in  our  efforts  to  keep  the  Town  of  Plymouth  safe.  The  Plymouth 
Police  Department  has  a  representative  assigned  to  the  Federal  Anti-Terrorism 
Advisory  Council. 

A  grant  from  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  was  awarded  to  the  Plymouth 
Police  allowing  the  Department  to  improve  the  communication  system  in  the 
Dispatch  Center  and  also  add  an  armored  Incident  Response  Vehicle  to  the 
existing  cruiser  fleet. 

Community  Policing 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  has  strengthened  its  commitment  to  community 
policing,  a  concept  that  emphasizes  the  partnership  between  the  police  and  the 
community.  The  needs  of  the  community,  as  defined  by  its  residents,  drives  the 
priorities  of  the  Department  enforcement  efforts.  Specific  examples  of  our 
community  policing  practices  currently  in  place  are: 

•  Walking  beats  in  the  downtown  and  waterfront  areas 

•  "Park  and  walk"  patrols  in  specific  neighborhoods 

•  The  Cops  in  Shops  program 

•  Neighborhood  Watch  programs 

•  Traffic  education  and  enforcement 

In  2008  the  Department  received  a  new  state  Community  Policing  grant  which 
will  provide  for  the  following:  Citizens  Police  Academy,  Cops  in  Shops  program, 
additional  specialized  patrols,  and  continued  support  of  our  various 
Neighborhood  Watch  programs. 

Citizen  Surveys 

In  2008,  the  Department  continued  its  Citizen  Survey  Program  in  order  to  solicit 
feedback  from  the  community  regarding  the  delivery  of  police  services.  A 
random  sampling  of  persons  reporting  incidents,  witnesses  and  victims  was 
contacted  by  the  Department  and  asked  to  rate  their  interaction  with  different 
facets  of  the  Department.  The  Police  Department  is  pleased  to  report  that  our 
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efforts  continue  to  be  well  received  and  the  results  of  those  surveys  are 
overwhelmingly  positive. 

Cops  in  Shops 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  and  all  of  the  retail  liquor  establishments  in 
Plymouth  participated  in  this  valuable  program  that  places  Plymouth  Police 
Officers  posing  as  employees  in  retail  liquor  stores.  In  its  11th  year,  the  program 
focuses  on  deterring  the  purchase  of  alcoholic  beverages  by,  or  on  behalf  of, 
youths. 

Neighborhood  Watch 

Neighborhood  Watch  programs  continued  in  several  residential  developments. 
The  three  most  active  programs  continue  to  be  the  Downtown  Historic 
Neighborhood  Watch,  North  Plymouth  Neighborhood  Watch,  and  the  Plymouth 
Housing  Authority  Neighborhood  Watch.  These  programs  promote  the 
cooperative  partnership  between  the  police,  citizens  and  community  officials. 

Traffic  Education  and  Enforcement 

The  Department  continues  to  strive  to  maintain  safety  on  the  roads  of  the  Town 
of  Plymouth.  We  use  three  traffic  radar  trailers  as  educational  tools.  In 
conjunction  with  education,  we  have  placed  an  added  emphasis  on  traffic 
enforcement.  By  increasing  efforts  in  both  areas  we  endeavor  to  keep  our  roads 
safe  despite  our  rapidly  increasing  growth  and  traffic.  For  the  calendar  year  of 
2008  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  issued  a  total  of  8,126  traffic  citations 
generating  a  total  fine  amount  of  $156,655.00.  There  were  1,189  reported  motor 
vehicle  accidents  in  Plymouth  this  past  year  with  77  of  them  involving  injunes  and 
7  involving  fatalities. 

Citizens  Police  Academy 

The  past  year  also  saw  the  graduation  of  the  eleventh  Citizens  Police  Academy 
held  at  the  Plymouth  Police  Station.  The  twenty-six  students,  who  ranged  in  age 
from  students  in  their  mid  teens  to  those  in  their  late  60's,  were  exposed  to  wide 
variety  of  law  enforcement  instruction  including: 

•  Traffic  investigation  and  enforcement 

•  Narcotics  and  criminal  investigation 

•  Patrol  operations  including  a  K-9  display 

•  Use  of  force  training  including  using  a  firearms  simulator  and  a  trip  to  the 
firing  range 

•  Incident  response  to  terrorist  bombing 

•  Guided  tours  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Station,  the  Plymouth  County 
Correctional  Facility  and  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  Air  Wing  located  at 
the  Plymouth  Municipal  Airport 

Graduates  of  the  eleventh  class  were  invited  to  join  the  ranks  of  the  Plymouth  PD 
Citizens  Police  Academy  Alumni,  a  civic  minded  group  that  continues  to  support 
their  local  law  enforcement  while  continuing  their  education  in  the  profession. 
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Are  You  OK? 


During  2008,  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  and  the  Plymouth  County  Sheriffs 
Department  continued  to  partner  in  offering  senior  residents  of  our  community 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  "Are  You  OK?"  program.  "Are  You  OK?"  is  a 
computerized  telephone  calling  system  that  calls  seniors  at  home  to  check  on 
their  well  being.  In  coordination  with  the  Plymouth  Council  on  Aging  many 
seniors  now  participate  in  this  program.

We 
thank  Mr.  Hammond  for  his  service  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  wish  him 
well  in  his  new  endeavors. 

The  Plymouth  Department  of  Public  Works  continues  to  develop  an 
organization  that  has  the  capacity  to  compete  in  a  changing  environment, 
and  become  certified  by  the  American  Public  Works  Association  as  an 
agency  built  on  sound  public  works  principles,  The  building  blocks  of  the 
program  involve  investing  in  employee  education,  technology,  planning, 
strong  management  and  employee  teams,  and  effective  maintenance  and 
capital  projects. 

The  Department  impacts  the  daily  lives  of  residents  through  its  water  and 
wastewater  services,  roadway  maintenance,  snow  and  ice  removal, 
environmental  work,  parks  and  recreation  facilities  and  cemetery  services. 

In  addition  to  its  routine  infrastructure  and  maintenance  functions  Public  Works 
has  worked  on  several  significant  projects  over  the  last  year  that  will  impact  the 
community  for  years  to  come.  These  projects  include  the  construction  of  the 
Crematorium,  the  proposed  Plymouth  Rock  Studio  Project,  the  River  Run 
Development  by  A.D.  Makepeace,  and  the  proposed  Cordage  Park 
Redevelopment. 

The  Department  was  particularly  active  during  the  last  year  in  acquiring  funding 
for  long  term  capital  projects  through  the  state  bond  bill  process  and  was 
successful  in  funding  numerous  projects  in  the  general  governmental  bond  bill, 
environmental  bond  bill,  and  the  transportation  bond  bill.  This  type  of  activity  is 
vital  to  ensuring  that  the  Town  can  address  its  long  term  infrastructure  needs 
while  minimizing  the  cost  to  the  residents  of  the  community. 


>  ENGINEERING  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Engineering  Division  is  to  provide  quality  engineering 
services  and  technical  support  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  its  residents, 
agents,  and  providers  and  to  establish  an  atmosphere  of  courtesy, 
efficiency  and  dedication,  while  maintaining  a  professional  work 
environment  which  will  foster,  encourage  and  nurture  personal  excellence, 
leadership  and  growth.

The  Engineering  Division's  functions  and  programs  changed  as  part  of  the 
transition  of  the  entire  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  in  order  to  meet  the 
Town's  needs  and  DPW  services.  This  office  is  managing  the  Town's 
infrastructure  including  engineering,  construction  contracts,  and  the  Town's  road 
excavation  and  utility  cuts  program. 

As  an  owner/operator  of  a  Municipal  Separate  Storm  Sewer  System  (MS4)  that 
discharges  stormwater  into  waters  of  the  United  States,  the  Town  will  be  required 
to  obtain  general  permit  coverage  under  the  National  Pollution  Discharge 
Elimination  System  (NPDES)  Stormwater  Phase  II  final  rule  as  jointly 
administered  by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA),  New  England 
Region,  and  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (MA  DEP). 
The  Engineering  Division  has  been  utilizing  the  Global  Positioning  System  (GPS) 
unit  to  do  inventory  and  collect  the  data  on  the  drainage  system.  The  information 
has  been  used  for  the  Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  mapping  part  of  the 
NPDES  permit  requirement.  This  program  was  initiated  in  the  fall  of  2003  and  is 
an  on-going  project. 

The  Engineering  Division  was  instrumental  in  receiving  various  grants  and 
funding  programs.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Conservation  and  Recreation  (DCR)  accepted  the  Town's  application  to  fund  the 
safety  improvements  at  the  intersection  of  Samoset  Street  (formerly  Route  44), 
Marc  Drive  and  mobile  home  estates.  The  Grant  was  in  the  amount  of  $75,000. 
The  construction  plans  are  done.  The  funding  for  this  project  is  in  the  State 
Transportation  Bond  Bill. 

In  the  summer  of  2008,  three  Plymouth  college  students  were  able  to  join  the 
engineering  team  as  seasonal  help.  This  program  gave  them  work  experience  in 
a  municipal  engineering  environment  and  also  the  knowledge  of  how  town 
government  works. 

It  is  the  long-range  goal  of  the  Engineering  Division  to  expand  the  scope  of 
services  provided  and  ultimately  to  maintain  a  readily  retrievable  inventory  of  all 
municipal  resources  available  in  the  town.  The  division  strives  to  provide  the  best 
possible  service  utilizing  experience,  well-trained  personnel,  and  state-of-the-art 
equipment  within  budgetary  constraints  to  the  residents  of  Plymouth.

The  Department  of  Public  Works  completed  construction  of  this  water  main 
in  the  fall  of  2008. 

5.  Summer  Street  Water  Main  -  After  completion  of  the  field  survey  in  the 
late  fall  of  2008,  the  Engineering  Division  began  work  on  the  design  of 
approximately  2,000  linear  feet  of  16-inch  diameter  water  main  on  Summer 
Street  and  a  portion  of  Billington  Street.  The  proposed  pipeline  will  extend 
from  Newfield  Street  to  the  Boy  Scout  Bridge  on  Billington  Street.  An 
additional  component  of  this  project  involves  the  design  of  8-inch  diameter 
water  main  on  Amos  Hill  Lane,  Lois  Street  and  Bishop  Street.  Design 
efforts  are  slated  to  continue  during  the  winter  of  2009  with  construction 
anticipated  to  begin  in  the  fall  of  2010. 

6.  Water  System  Map  -  In  2008,  the  Engineering  Division  continued  the 
ongoing  task  of  updating  the  Town's  GIS-based  water  system  map.  The 
project  involves  the  use  of  GIS  tracking  devices  to  pinpoint  the  locations  of 
water  mains  and  appurtenances  in  the  field,  incorporating  field  survey 
locations  whenever  they  are  taken. 

7.  Water  Model  -  In  2008,  the  Engineering  Division  purchased  water 
modeling  software.  The  software  will  enable  staff  to  run  simulations  that 
assess  hydraulic  performance,  analyze  water  quality  conditions,  determine 
fire  fighting  capabilities  and  facilitate  planning  and  design.  The  staff  has 
begun  the  process  of  updating  and  transferring  data  into  the  new  software. 
Training  on  the  new  software  is  ongoing.

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were  installed  in  the  Mayflower  Street  neighborhood  during  the  fall  of  2007. 
The  plans  show  the  location  of  sewer  mains,  manholes,  services  and  other 
appurtenances  along  Mayflower  Street,  Washington  Street,  Franklin  Street, 
Jefferson  Street,  Robinson  Street  and  Sagamore  Street.  The  Engineering 
Division  provided  construction  inspection,  and  project  administration. 

2.  Sewer  System  Map  -  In  2008,  the  Engineering  Division  continued  the 
ongoing  task  of  updating  the  Town's  GIS-based  sewer  system  map.  The 
project  involved  the  use  of  GIS  tracking  devices  to  pinpoint  the  locations  of 
sewer  manholes  in  the  field,  incorporating  field  survey  locations  whenever 
they  are  taken.  Future  plans  are  to  use  the  GIS-based  map  to  create  a 
hydraulic  model  of  the  sewer  system.

The  Environmental  Management  Division  (EMD)  is  responsible  for 
environmental  planning  and  management  within  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  This  work  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  management  of 
Plymouth  Long  Beach,  Eel  River  watershed  groundwater  and  surface  water 
monitoring  for  the  wastewater  treatment  facility,  EPA  Phase  II  Stormwater 
Compliance,  Town  Brook  Restoration  Program  and  the  Harbor 
Improvement  Program.  EMD  staff  manage  dozens  of  individual  projects, 
assist  other  DPW  Divisions  with  environmental  compliance  and  also  serve 
on  several  boards  and  committees  as  well  as  represent  the  Town  on 
several  regional  organizations  including: 

•  Town  representative  for  the  Plymouth-Carver  Aquifer  Advisory 
Committee  (Plymouth,  Carver,  Kingston,  Middleborough,  Plympton, 
Bourne,  and  Wareham). 

•  South  Shore  Recycling  Cooperative 

•  Town  representative  for  the  Recycling  Advisory  Committee. 

•  Town  representative  for  the  Tidal  Beaches  Advisory  Committee. 

•  Open  Space  Committee  (GIS  mapping  and  information  services) 

New  Programs  and  Projects 

This  year  the  EMD  initiated  several  new  programs  and  projects  including  a 
Lakes  and  Pond  Monitoring  Program  in  association  with  four  Watershed 
Associations.  The  Town  collected  nutrient  samples  and  worked  with  a 
professional  biologist  to  conduct  ecological  assessments  on  twelve  (12)  ponds 
throughout  Town.  The  intent  of  the  program  is  to  develop  baseline  data  on  these 
ponds  in  order  to  monitor  water  quality  changes  in  the  future. 

EMD  worked  with  the  Highway  Division  to  nourish  the  main  beach  at  Plymouth 
Long  Beach.  Over  9,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  were  deposited  on  the  beach  and 
graded  to  match  the  existing  beach  profile.  This  project  resulted  in  a  much 
sandier  beach  and  a  much  more  enjoyable  beach  experience.  EMD  also  worked 
with  the  Maintenance  Division  to  upgrade  the  beach  bathhouse  and  added 
showers  to  the  facility. 

EMD  also  worked  with  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  and  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Amherst  to  develop  a  Video  Counting  Prototype 
for  river  herring  that  could  be  used  statewide.  This  system  in  conjunction  with 
daily  counts  and  the  use  of  an  electronic  fish  counter  enabled  project  partners  to 
develop  the  most  accurate  count  of  the  Town  Brook  herring  run  to  date.  This 
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information  will  be  important  for  not  only  baseline  data  collection  purposes  but 
also  for  future  monitoring  activities  relative  to  our  continued  restoration  of  the 
river. 

EMD  also  successfully  acquired  a  13.63  acre  parcel  of  land  on  Hayden  Pond 
along  the  Eel  River.  Funding  for  this  acquisition  came  from  Challenge  Grant  and 
United  States  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  Grant  funds  associated  with  the  Eel  River 
Headwaters  Project.  This  large  freshwater  wetland  and  hver  restoration  project  is 
now  in  the  permitting  phase  and  we  look  forward  to  construction  in  2009.  This 
project  is  an  important  component  of  the  Town's  nutrient  management  plan, 
which  is  a  permit  condition  for  the  Town's  wastewater  treatment  facility 
groundwater  discharge  permit. 

EMD  worked  with  the  Natural  Resources  Conservation  Service  to  acquire 
funding  to  complete  the  removal  of  the  pump-house  and  chain  link  fence  at  the 
Clear  Pond  Conservation  Area  and  to  hydro-seed  eroded  slopes  and  physically 
connect  the  two  former  bogs  at  the  site  as  part  of  an  enhancement  project. 

EMD  also  partnered  with  the  Office  of  Community  Development  to  implement  the 
first  projects  included  in  the  Plymouth  Public  Space  Action  Plan.  These 
projects  included  the  construction  of  an  archway  entrance  to  Burial  Hill  on 
Summer  Street  and  construction  of  a  landscaped  bump-out  at  Leyden  Street  to 
enhance  the  pedestrian  connection  between  Coles  Hill,  Brewster  Gardens, 
Leyden  Street  and  the  waterfront.  The  Town  has  also  secured  funding  and 
permits  and  looks  forward  to  the  reconstruction  of  Depot  Square  in  2009. 

EMD  initiated  a  Discounted  Rain  Barrel  program.  This  highly  successful 
project  resulted  in  the  discounted  sale  of  125  barrels  purchased  by  residents  to 
reduce  their  outdoor  watering  costs  and  improve  water  quality  by  capturing  and 
redirecting  stormwater. 

EMD  also  acquired  various  environmental  permits  for  the  T-Wharf  reconstruction 
project,  Plymouth  Harbor  Dredging  Project,  Eel  River  Headwaters  Restoration 
Project  and  the  Town  Brook  Dam  Removals  project.  The  Division  looks  forward 
to  construction  on  the  T-Wharf,  Eel  River  Headwaters  and  Town  Brook  projects 
in  2009. 

EMD  also  continued  its  management  of  Plymouth  Long  Beach.  Among  the 
accomplishments  this  year  is  the  following: 

Plymouth  Long  Beach 

•   Successful  shorebird  nesting: 

•  Piping  Plover:  20  chicks  were  fledged  by  16  pairs  of  nesting 
plovers 

•  Least  Terns:  A  large  increase  in  nesting  pairs  from  144  in  2007 
to  512  in  2008,  which  is  more  than  double  the  highest  number  of 
pairs  previously  recorded. 
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•  Common  Terns:  A  large  increase  of  nesting  pairs  from  641  pairs 
in  2007  to  2,020  pairs  in  2008  is  a  promising  sign  of  the 
successful  return  of  this  colony  which  once  numbered  over  5,000 
pairs.  From  1998  to  2005,  the  number  of  nesting  pairs  ranged 
from  184  to  0,  with  little  to  no  successful  nesting. 

•  Arctic  Terns:  3  nesting  pairs. 

•  Black  Skimmer:  1  pair  nested  unsuccessfully.  First  nest  in  a 
decade  at  Long  Beach. 

•  Osprey:  1  pair  nested  successfully  and  fledged  2  chicks. 

•  Maintenance/Improvements: 

•  Bath  house  improvements  including  painting  the  outer  walls, 
replacement  of  window  grates  and  trim,  repair  of  masonry,  and 
installation  of  outdoor  showers. 

•  Sand  nourishment  of  the  beach  adjacent  to  the  main  parking  lot. 

•  Replaced  wooden  posts  along  a  portion  of  Ryder  Way 

•  Removal  of  14  posts  from  the  Adjustable  Groin  to  allow  vehicles 
accessing  the  area  northward  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  Order 
of  Conditions. 

•  Plymouth  Long  Beach  Management  Plan 

•  Submitted  a  new  Notice  of  Intent  for  the  Plymouth  Long  Beach 
Management  Plan  and  received  approval  and  an  Order  of 
Conditions  from  the  Conservation  Commission.

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Highway  Division  is  to  maintain  and  preserve  the 
Town's  public  way  infrastructure,  which  includes  paved  streets,  gravel 
roads,  sidewalks,  street  signs,  traffic  signals,  and  storm  drainage  systems. 

The  Highway  Division  has  twenty-eight  full  time  employees  and  is 
responsible  for  nearly  400  miles  of  roads  spread  across  103  square  miles. 
The  services  provided  by  the  Highway  Division  include  emergency  and 
maintenance  type  repairing  to  streets  and  sidewalks,  responding  to  pothole 
defects,  maintenance  of  the  storm  water  system,  snow  and  ice  removal, 
and  consistently  servicing  requests  that  are  generated  from  other  DPW 
Divisions  and  the  public. 
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Gravel  Road  Grading 


The  Highway  Division  operated  two  road  graders  this  year  over  approximately 
eighty-five  miles  of  gravel  roads  throughout  the  Town.  Road  grading  was 
generally  performed  during  spring,  summer,  and  fall  months.  This  year  main 
routes  (Old  Sandwich  Road,  Ship  Pond  Road,  Wareham  Road,  Mast  Road,  and 
others)  were  generally  graded  every  two  to  four  weeks  on  a  rotation  basis.  Less 
traveled  roads  were  also  graded  on  a  less  frequent  rotation  throughout 
NorthA/Vest  Plymouth,  Chiltonville,  Manomet,  Cedarville,  and  South  Plymouth. 
Every  effort  was  made  to  keep  roads  in  good  condition.  A  Dust  Control 
experiment  was  performed  using  a  liquid  application  during  the  dry  summer 
period  over  a  portion  of  Old  Sandwich  Road.  The  section  was  graded  followed  by 
an  application  of  dust  control  product.  The  section  was  monitored  for 
deterioration  over  four  to  six  weeks.  Results  were  impressive  and  the  section 
remained  in  very  good  condition  for  at  least  three  to  four  weeks  before  being 
reworked.  A  more  extensive  test  section  will  be  planned  for  next  year.  Gravel 
roads  were  observed  to  deteriorate  rapidly  due  to  excessive  speeds,  combined 
with  inclement  weather.  Road  grading  was  performed  on  a  limited  basis  during 
winter  months  when  road  conditions  permitted. 

Drainage  Repairs/Catch  Basin  Cleaning 

The  Highway  Division  performed  numerous  routine  repairs  to  storm  water 
drainage  systems  throughout  the  Town.  Structures  repaired  in  many  cases  were 
antiquated  and  hand  built  from  blocks  and  brick.   Rebuilding  structures  varied 
from  replacing  frames  and  covers  and  repair  of  top  sections  to  complete  basin 
replacements.  Skilled  labor  was  used  to  perform  these  tasks.  Drainage  swales 
and  other  forms  of  runoff  easements  were  cleared  and  regraded  as  necessary. 
Major  projects  of  note  were  performed  on  Jordan  Road,  Lothrop  Street,  Clear 
Pond  Easement,  Brook  Road,  Outfall  Pipe  at  Whitehorse  Beach,  Eel  River 
Watershed,  Jan  Marie  Drive,  Sweet  Lemons,  Curtis  Drive,  Taylor  Avenue,  and 
West  Pond  Road.  Major  projects  consisted  of  installation  or  replacement  of 
Leaching  Systems,  Headwalls,  Precast  Catch  Basins,  and  Riprap  Spillways. 
Additionally,  the  Division  operated  one  catch  basin  cleaning  truck.  Basins  and 
piping  systems  that  became  clogged  were  cleaned  with  the  basin  cleaning  truck. 
Some  isolated  jet  redding  of  piping  systems  was  performed  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Sewer  Division.  A  larger  catch  basin  cleaning  program  was  contracted 
through  the  Engineering  Division  this  year.  There  are  thousands  of  catch  basins 
and  drainage  systems  throughout  the  town.  Many  of  the  storm  drainage  systems 
consist  of  a  series  of  catch  basins,  drain  manholes,  piping  systems,  and  some 
form  of  leaching  system  to  dispose  of  the  storm  water  runoff.  Sand,  leaves,  pine 
needles,  and  other  debris  all  contribute  to  clogging  these  systems. 

Other  large  scale  drainage  projects  were  handled  by  the  Engineering  Division, 
and  some  work  was  performed  by  private  contractors. 
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street  Sweeping 


The  Division  operated  two  street  sweepers  this  year  from  early  spring  until  the 
first  snowfall.  This  was  a  reduction  of  one  sweeper  due  to  equipment  failure  and 
staffing  constraints.  In  the  spring,  sand  was  collected  from  main  roads  first,  and 
then  the  sweepers  progressed  into  neighborhoods  and  subdivisions  throughout 
the  summer  and  fall.  The  Downtown  and  Waterfront  Districts  were  generally 
maintained  on  weekly  basis.  A  sidewalk  sweeper  and  hand  crews  were  used 
through  the  season  to  clear  sidewalk  debris.  Several  storms  this  season  required 
repeated  service  to  pick  up  downed  leaves  and  debris  on  main  roads.  This  had 
an  impact  on  the  overall  progress  of  town  wide  cleanup  efforts.  In  the  fall,  leaves 
and  pine  needles  were  collected  to  keep  drains  open  in  preparation  for  winter. 
Sweeping  was  performed  systematically  throughout  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

Asphalt  Repair  Patching 

The  Highway  Division  provided  general  and  emergency  repair  services  to  roads 
and  sidewalks  throughout  the  Town.  Repairs  consisted  of  small  to  large  potholes, 
utility  trench  repairs  and  repairs  around  storm  drain  systems.  In  the  winter 
months  cold  patching  was  performed  as  needed.  The  asphalt  repair  crew 
responded  to  Complaint  Work  Orders  taken  at  the  Highway  Office  generated  by 
calls  from  the  general  public.  Additionally,  some  utility  trench  road  repair  patches 
were  made  for  the  Water  and  Wastewater  divisions.  Temporary  repairs  were 
made  to  sidewalks  in  the  downtown  area  near  the  Town  Brook. 

Traffic  Signs  -  Signals 

The  Traffic  and  Signage  Department  within  The  Highway  Division  continued  to 
produce  all  municipal  street  signs  and  maintain  traffic  markings,  including 
crosswalks  and  downtown  parking  space  markings.  Colored  crosswalks  were 
repainted  in  the  late  spring  and  summer.  The  department  also  provided 
emergency  assistance  to  Police  with  street  closings  and  detours,  and  provided 
traffic  barricades  for  holidays  and  events.  Signals  were  maintained  by  replacing 
lenses  with  LED  systems  as  they  expired.  The  Division  responded  to  Signal 
failures  and  accidents  that  caused  damage  to  the  systems  as  needed. 

Roadside  Brush  Clearing 

The  Highway  Division  made  efforts  to  perform  brush  and  grass  mowing  to  the 
extent  possible  for  maintaining  safe  lines  of  sight  along  public  ways  in  order  to 
prevent  accidents  and  to  ensure  public  safety.  There  is  an  extensive  amount  of 
overgrowth  throughout  the  town,  in  particular  alone  narrow  gravel  roads  in 
Manomet  and  South  Plymouth.  Work  was  focused  on  dangerous  intersections 
and  areas  of  poor  drainage  or  access.  Easements  at  Fresh  Pond  and  Woodvale 
Ave  were  cleared,  Vinebrook  Road.  Winding  Way  Development,  Summer  Street, 
RT  44,  Bike  Trail,  Gunners  Exchange  Road,  Manomet  Point  Road,  Jordan  Road, 
Sandwich  Road,  Clifford  Road,  and  others  were  brushed  back.  Private  property 
owners  are  encouraged  to  maintain  shrubs,  bushes  and  vegetation  on  there 
properties  to  maintain  safe  lines  of  sight. 
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Solid  Waste  Collection 


The  Highway  Division  operated  one  large  packer  truck  and  performed  solid 
waste  collection  at  all  municipal  buildings  (except  School  Dept.  buildings).  Trash 
barrels  and  dumpsters  were  maintained  throughout  the  season  in  the  downtown 
and  waterfront  areas.  Additional  efforts  were  required  to  handle  increased 
volumes  of  trash  collected  during  holidays  and  events,  and  periods  of  increase 
tourism. 

Litter  Pickup 

The  Highway  Division  is  not  staffed  to  perform  daily  litter  pickup  along  all  of  the 
town's  public  ways.  Large  scale  dumping  areas  were  cleaned  up  off  Cook's  Pond 
Road,  Drew  Road,  and  other  random  dumping  sites.  Some  general  litter  removal 
was  performed  when  possible.  The  services  of  MCI  Plymouth  and  the  Plymouth 
County  Sheriffs  Department  were  used  to  perform  extensive  litter  removal  along 
most  major  roads  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Hundreds  of  bags  of  trash  were 
collected.  This  was  done  in  the  late  spring,  and  fall.  We  appreciate  the 
cooperation  of  the  public  and  businesses  in  keeping  Plymouth  clean  and 
beautiful. 

Snow  and  Ice  Removal 

The  Highway  Division  performed  snow  and  ice  removal  operations  throughout 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  during  storm  events  under  the  towns  Snow  and  Ice  Plan. 
The  Highway  Division  worked  with  assistance  from  other  DPW  divisions  including 
Water,  Wastewater,  Parks,  Cemetery,  Engineering,  and  Clerical  Staff.  During 
large  storms,  private  contractors  were  hired  to  assist  in  the  operations. 

>  PARKS,  FORESTRY,  CEMETERY, 
AND  RECREATION  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Parks,  Forestry  Cemetery  and  Recreation 
Division  is: 

•  To  provide  safe,  aesthetic  and  functional  public  areas  including  our 
cemeteryies,  which  enhance  the  communities  current  and  future 
needs 

•  To  plant,  maintain  and  manage  public  shade  trees  along  the  Town's 
public  ways  and  public  areas  while  maintaining  public  safety 
aesthetic  quality,  and  value  of  the  Town's  Urban  Forest 

•  To  plan,  promote,  and  implement  a  diverse  selection  of  recreational 
facilities  and  programs  both  passive  and  active 
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PARKS  DIVISION 


The  Parks  Division  continues  its  involvement  in  the  community  through  a 
diversified  assortment  of  activities  and  programs.  The  daily  work  schedule 
includes  the  maintenance  of  more  than  seventy  individual  areas  totaling  over  750 
acres  throughout  the  town.  These  areas  include  the  town  forest,  conservation 
areas,  parks,  playgrounds,  coastal  beaches,  and  ponds. 

The  Division  supported  fifty-eight  community  events  by  providing  the  use  of  its 
concert  trailer,  portable  stages,  sound  system,  and/or  staff.  The  events  are 
offered  free  of  charge  to  the  public,  and  are  often  sponsored  by  non-profit 
organizations  for  worthy  causes. 

•  Siever  Field  -  Rehabilitation  of  the  park  nearly  completed.  The  baseball 
field  was  totally  reconstructed.  The  park  now  has  a  sidewalk  which 
traverses  along  the  outfield  fence,  new  drainage,  and  a  newly  paved 
road  and  parking  area. 

•  Stephens  Field  -  The  Parks  &  Forestry  Division  was  relocated  to  169 
Camelot  Drive.  April  2008  Special  Town  Meeting  Article  13  approved  the 
recommendation  to  transfer  the  Stephens  Field  property  from  general 
municipal  purposes  to  park  purposes  only.  This  approval  will  keep 
Stephens  Field  property  from  being  developed. 

•  Forges  Field  -  Plymouth  Little  League  started  construction  of  the 
Jennifer  Kane  Memorial  concession  building  near  the  little  league  fields. 
Pop  Warner  Football  added  a  dormer  to  their  concession  building. 
International  Golf  Construction  Company  was  awarded  the  maintenance 
contract  for  the  park. 

•  Elmer  Raymond  Park  -  The  tennis  courts  were  resurfaced  and  new  net 
posts  were  installed 

•  Brewster  Garden  -  There  were  ninety  nine  wedding  events  held  in  the 
park.  These  events  were  either  wedding  ceremonies  or  wedding 
pictures.  Plymouth  South  High  School  Marketing  Group  held  a  Christmas 
lighting  event  with  3D  glasses.  Numerous  trees  were  lit  and  luminary 
bags  put  along  all  the  paths. 

•  Each  year  projects  are  presented  to  the  Park  Department  from  Boy 
Scouts,  community  groups,  or  individuals.  This  year  Eric  Johnson  did  a 
restoration  project  at  White  Horse  Cemetery  in  Manomet.  The  project 
included  brushing  back  the  fringe  areas,  dead  tree  removal,  the 
straightening  of  headstones,  and  installation  of  a  split  rail  fence. 

On  two  separate  occasions  Cub  Scout  Pack  47  helped  the  Park  Department  by 
painting  over  unsightly  graffiti  underneath  the  bridges  at  Market  Street  and  Main 
Street  extension. 
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2008  FORESTRY  DIVISION 


Brad  Kennedy  was  hired  as  an  Aerial  Lift  Operator/Tree  Climber  to  fill  the 
vacancy  left  by  the  previous  operator  who  retired. 

Two  Christmas  trees  were  set  in  town  this  year,  one  at  Shirley  Square  and  one  at 
Town  Square.  Trees  were  donated  by  the  Bell  family  on  Yale  Ave.  and  the 
Vecchi  family  on  Esta  Road.  Wreaths  and  garlands  were  hung  on  each  lamp  pole 
throughout  the  Downtown  area. 

The  Forestry  Division  hosted  its  annual  Arbor  Day  celebration  at  West 
Elementary  School.  The  students,  faculty  and  friends  planted  two  bare  root  two 
inch  caliper  Donald  Wyman  Crabapple  trees.  Seedlings  were  handed  out  to  each 
student  during  the  celebration.  All  fourth  grade  students  within  the  entire  school 
system  also  received  seedlings  handed  out  by  the  Garden  Club. 

The  2008  Tree  City  Awards,  sponsored  by  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Conservation  and  Recreation's  Urban  Community  Forestry  Program  and  the 
National  Arbor  Day  Foundation,  were  held  at  The  Elm  Bank  Reservation  in 
Wellesley  Massachusetts.  Plymouth  was  proud  to  receive  its  nineteenth 
consecutive  tree  city  award. 

Each  year  the  Forestry  Division  works  hard  to  maintain  public  safety  and  keep 
the  aesthetic  quality  and  value  of  our  public  shade  trees  and  public  grounds.  This 
year  the  crews  worked  consisted  of  but  not  limited  to:

2008  CEMETERY  DIVISION 

There  are  thirty-three  known  cemeteries  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  Cemetery 
Division  maintains  and  services  twenty-six  of  those,  including  sixteen  that  are 
town  owned  and  ten  smaller  cemeteries  that  contain  graves  of  veterans.  Of  the 
cemeteries  that  the  town  maintains,  seven  are  currently  active. 
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The  Cemetery  Division  works  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Parks, 
Cemeteries  and  Recreation  within  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  staff 
includes  a  foreman,  three  gravediggers,  and  a  part  time  Administrative  Assistant. 
There  is  additional  seasonal  help  added  in  the  late  spring  and  summer. 

In  2008  the  Cemetery  Division  interred  153  human  remains  which  included  93  full 
burials  and  59  cremations  (38%)  with  36  known  veterans.  The  breakdown  of  the 
interments  by  cemetery  was:  Vine  Hills  100,  Manomet  33,  Oak  Grove  10, 
Chiltonville  8,  and  Faunce  Corner  2. 

The  Cemetery  Division  deposited  a  total  of  $177,150  from  interments,  lot  sales 
and  foundation  installations  in  2008. 

The  June  Town  Meeting  Article  2  approved  two  hundred  seventy  five  thousand 
additional  dollars  for  crematory  construction.  In  August  construction  began. 


RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Recreation  Department  is  to  provide  quality 
recreational  programs  and  activities  to  the  residents  of  the  community;  to 
promote  fair  play,  teamwork,  good  sportsmanship;  to  expand  the  scope  of 
programs  to  include  educational  as  well  as  physical  activities;  and  to  make 
the  department  a  valued  town  resource. 

2008  Annual  Report 

The  Recreation  Department  is  comprised  of  four  full  time  staff,  the  Recreation 
Director,  Recreation  Assistant,  Program  Supervisor,  and  an  Administrative 
Assistant  as  well  as  over  60  seasonal  staff  positions.  Our  summer  staff  consists 
of  Beach  Lifeguards,  Swim  Instructors,  Parking  Attendants,  Playground 
Supervisors,  Park  Rangers  and  Sport  Clinic  Directors. 

In  2008  the  Recreation  Department  introduced  a  number  of  new  programs.  One 
of  our  most  popular  was  our  Cal  Ripken  baseball  program  for  children  ages  6-12. 
This  affordable  league  was  underwritten  by  a  grant  from  the  Cal  Ripken 
Foundation  and  provided  programming  for  over  200  children.  Some  of  our  other 
classes  included  Preschool  classes;  Tot  Sports,  Kids  Love  Crafts,  and  a  child 
safety  program  called  "Know  and  Go,"  Youth  Programs;  Rock  Climbing,  Indoor 
Golf,  Babysitting  Training,  Home  Alone  Staying  Safe  Program,  indoor  baseball 
league.  Street  hockey  league.  Learn  to  Ski,  Acting,  Flag  Football  League,  and 
Memorial  Hall  Dance  Academy.  For  the  adults  our  new  classes  included;  Golf, 
Ballroom  Dancing,  and  Co-Ed  Softball  league. 

In  addition  to  offering  a  wide  array  of  Recreational  Programs  to  Plymouth 
Residents  the  department  is  also  responsible  for  the  following: 

•  Scheduling  the  Town's  28  Recreational  Fields 

•  Supervising  the  staff  at  the  towns  four  beaches;  Whitehorse,  Plymouth, 
Morton  Park  and  Fresh  Pond. 

•  Working  with  the  management  company  of  Memorial  Hall

•    Overseeing  the  operation  of  the  Manomet  Youth  Center 

In  2008  close  to  4000  residents  participated  in  recreation  department  sponsored 
events. 


>►  SEWER  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Sewer  Division  personnel,  through  cooperative  teamwork  of 
the  treatment  operations,  infrastructure  maintenance  and  laboratory  staff,  is  to 
protect  the  environment  by  minimizing  health/pollution  risks  while  effectively 
meeting  the  stringent  criteria  imposed  by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  and  the  MA  Division  of  Environmental  Protection  regulations  and  permits 
by  optimizing  process  control  and  long  term  infrastructure  integrity  through  a 
strategically  planned  and  coordinated  inspection,  analysis,  preventive 
maintenance,  and  scheduled  replacement  program  in  a  professional  cost- 
effective  manner  with  emphasis  on  serving  the  needs  of  the  sewer  utility  rate 
payer  with  minimal  financial  impact. 

This  is  the  sixth  complete  calendar  year  of  full  operation  at  the  new 
Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  located  at  #131  Camelot  Drive.  During  2008, 
Sewer  Division  personnel,  under  the  management  of  Veolia  Water  North 
America  (the  Town's  contract  operator),  endeavored  to  meet  the 
compliance  requirements  mandated  by  both  the  Federal  and  State 
Governments. 

There  was  1  violation  of  the  EPA  National  Pollutant  Discharge  Elimination 
System  (NPDES)  Permit  or  DEP  Groundwater  Discharge  Permit  for  2008. 

All  town  buildings,  including  schools  and  fire  stations  not  on  town  sewer, 
had  their  septic  systems  pumped  by  the  Sewer  Division  personnel.  Sewer 
personnel  maintained  and  repaired  all  pumps  and  motors  within  the  six 
pump  stations  and  sixty  miles  of  collection  system  piping  ranging  from 
thirty  inches  in  diameter  to  six  inches  in  diameter  throughout  the  year. 

Annual  sampling  and  inspection  of  those  industries  permitted  under  the 
Town  of  Plymouth's  Industrial  Pretreatment  Program  were  completed  in 
compliance  with  the  Attorney  General's  mandated  Pretreatment  Program  in 
accordance  with  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency's  rules  and 
regulations  40  CFR  403. 

The  Sewer  Division  has  continued  to  implement  the  Sewer  Bank  Policy  as 
established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  revised  on  August  24,  2006.  14 
permits  were  issued  during  2008.  Since  the  inception  of  the  policy  in  1995, 
313  permits  have  been  issued.

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>  SOLID  WASTE  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Solid  Waste  Division  is  to  provide  accessible,  cost 
effective,  and  environmentally  responsible  solid  waste  disposal  and 
recycling  services. 

The  Solid  Waste  Division  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  three  residential 
transfer  stations.  Hours  of  operation  for  the  transfer  stations  are  staggered  so 
that  residents  can  access  a  transfer  station  on  any  day  of  the  week.  The  level  of 
service  varies  at  each  transfer  station  according  to  available  space  and 
resources. 

The  Solid  Waste  Progranri  completed  its  seventh  year  of  operation  as  an 
Enterprise  Fund.  Increasing  costs  required  an  increase  of  the  disposal  permit 
fee  from  $120  to  $140  for  fiscal  year  2009. 

In  November  2007,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  adopt  a  Pay-As-You-Throw 
(PAYT)  program,  in  which  residents  would  pay  a  fee  per  bag  of  trash  disposed. 
A  PAYT  program  creates  a  financial  incentive  for  residents  to  increase  recycling 
and  decrease  solid  waste  disposed  of,  thereby  reducing  overall  program  costs 
and  decreasing  fees  for  residents.  The  Solid  Waste  Division  worked  in 
conjunction  with  the  Environmental  Management  Division  and  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (MassDEP)  to  implement  this  program 
on  July  1,  2008.  However,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  in  early  June  to  delay 
implementation  of  the  PAYT  program  until  July  1,  2009. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  formed  a  temporary  Solid  Waste  Advisory  Committee  to 
gain  residents'  input  on  the  direction  of  the  Solid  Waste  Program.  The  committee 
is  scheduled  to  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  in  January  2009. 

The  Solid  Waste  Division  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Environmental 
Management  Division  to  complete  several  projects.  These  include  the 
completion  of  the  annual  solid  waste  and  recycling  reports  required  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (MassDEP),  installation 
of  a  soil  gas  monitoring  network  at  the  Cedarville  Landfill  as  required  by 
MassDEP,  contracting  for  the  Comprehensive  Site  Assessment,  which  is  the 
second  of  four  steps  in  the  capping  of  the  South  Street  Landfill,  and  planning  and 
implementation  for  the  delayed  PAYT  program. 

Several  improvements  were  made  to  the  solid  waste  and  recycling  program  this 
year.  The  Division  installed  a  license  plate  scanning  program  at  all  three  transfer 
stations  this  year.  This  program  uses  cameras  and  plate  reading  software  to 
electronically  monitor  vehicles  entering  the  transfer  stations  and  checks  each 
plate  against  a  database  of  authorized  users.  Violation  notices  are  generated  by 
the  system  and  mailed  to  the  owners  of  unauthorized  vehicles.  This  new 
program  has  been  successful  in  reducing  unauthorized  use  of  the  transfer 
stations. 
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The  staff  and  student  led  recycling  programs  at  Plymouth  Community 
Intermediate  School,  North  High  School,  South  High  School,  South  Middle 
School  and  Hedge  School  continued  to  grow,  and  paper  recycling  was  expanded 
to  include  all  twelve  schools. 


>  WATER  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Water  Division  is  to  provide  the  highest  quality  drinking 
water  and  fire  protection  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the  ratepayers.  The 
goal  of  the  division  is  to  be  recognized  by  the  townspeople  as  one  of  the  best 
departments  within  the  town  government.  The  division  understands  that  this 
can  be  achieved  only  if  it  operates  on  the  principle  that  doing  good  work  is  its 
own  reward.  It  must  always  be  looking  for  ways  to  improve  the  quality  of  the 
water  and  the  efficiency  of  the  operation. 

The  Water  Division  continued  to  work  towards  improvement  during  2008.  Town 
Meeting  approved  funding  for  the  replacement  of  the  Bradford  Filtration  Plant  off 
Natalie  Way.  Also  approved  was  funding  for  Water  Distribution  System 
Improvements.  The  DPW's  Construction  Crew  replaced  the  remaining  jacket 
water  main  on  Standish  Avenue  and  installed  a  water  main  on  Goddard  Court.

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  54.34  inches  as  compared  to  42.75  inches  for 
calendar  year  2007. 

The  total  water  pumped  from  all  sources  was  1,735,648,743  gallons  or  4,742,210 
gallons  per  day.  This  represents  a  decrease  of  77,812,048  gallons  over  2007  or  a 
decrease  of  226,176  gallons  per  day.  This  was  mostly  due  to  the  increase  in 
precipitation  from  the  previous  year. 

For  Fiscal  Year  2008,  $3,348,761  was  committed  to  charges  (water  bills)  for  the 
sale  of  water,  service  connections,  various  services  rendered,  etc

Source: 

The  Plymouth  water  supply  is  derived  from  ten  groundwater  wells  at  nine  locations 
throughout  the  town.  If  any  source  is  lost  there  is  a  back-up  source.  Eight  of  the  ten 
sources  have  stand-by  power. 
Distribution: 

The  system  is  divided  into  six  pressure  zones.  Five  zones  have  supply  sources;  the 
Pine  Hills  Zone  is  supplied  by  the  Rocky  Hill  Booster  Station  with  water  from  the 
Plymouth  Center  Zone.  The  Bradford  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the  Plymouth 
Center  Zone  and  the  Pine  Hill  Pressure/Booster  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the 
Manomet  Pressure  Zone  through  PRV  devices.  The  Cedarville  and  Manomet 
Zones  are  interconnected  through  the  Cedarville  Booster  Pumping  Station.  The 
West  Plymouth  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the  Plymouth  Center  Zone  at  two 
locations  with  one  not  currently  operational.  The  Plymouth  Center  Zone  is 
interconnected  with  the  Town  of  Kingston  Water  System  on  Route  3A  with  a  12-inch 
main.  There  is  also  an  8  inch  interconnection  with  Kingston  on  Cherry  Street  near 
the  Independence  Mall. 
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Treatment: 

All  sources  are  treated  for  corrosion  control  by  adding  sodium  hydroxide  to  raise  the 
pH  and  alkalinity.  The  North  Plymouth  Well  is  filtered  through  carbon  pressure 
vessel  units.  The  Bradford  and  Wannos  Pond  Wells  are  treated  for  iron  and 
manganese  sequestering.  All  sources  are  disinfected  using  sodium  hypochlorite. 
Storage:  The  system  has  ten  storage  tanks.  All  are  monitored  for  high  and  low  level 
conditions.  The  loss  of  any  one  tank  would  not  pose  any  particular  problem  with  the 
exception  of  the  Cedarville  Reservoir,  Stafford  Street  Standpipe  and  the  Pine  Hills 
Reservoir.  If  these  tanks  were  lost  for  any  reason,  their  pressure  zones  would  have 
to  be  supplied  with  direct  pumping. 
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HUMAN  SERVICES 


>  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


Following  federal  and  state  mandates,  the  Plymouth  Council  on  Aging 
endeavors  to  ensure  the  highest  quality  of  management  and  leadership 
with  regard  to  the  community's  use  of  its  human,  physical,  and  fiscal 
resources  concerning  the  elderly. 

The  Council  on  Aging  (COA)  has  completed  two  years  at  Cordage  Park  with 
great  success. From  January-  December  2008  volunteers  contributed  17,119.76 
hours  to  the  Council  on  Aging  with  an  average  of  165  volunteers.The  equivalent 
of  time  to  the  volunteer's  contribution  is  $184,  473.50. 

The  Council  on  Aging  working  with  Old  Colony  Elder  Services  provided  8,607 
meals  to  seniors  at  the  senior  center  for  1,570  unduplicated  people.  24,075 
meals  were  delivered  to  seniors  homes  through  the  meals  on  wheels  program. 

Weekly  activities  from  the  Council  on  Aging,  including  exercise,  educational 
seminars,  card  games,  and  computer  classes,  brought  in  an  average  of  1,500 
unduplicated  participants  monthly  with  an  annual  total  of  14,555.  One  time  only 
programs  brought  in  3,456  unduplicated  seniors  during  the  year.  There  have 
been  times  when  the  Council  on  Aging  has  reached  above  capacity  and  has  to 
actually  turn  seniors  away  from  programming  due  to  safety  issues. 

Due  to  the  decline  in  the  economy  the  Council  on  Aging  has  seen  a  rise  in  fuel 
assistance  applications,  food  stamp  applications  as  well  as  more  people  in  need 
of  food  from  the  Food  Pantry.  South  Shore  Community  Action  Council  has 
provided  COA  with  forty  bags  of  food  a  month  for  homebound  seniors. 

The  Board  of  the  Council  on  Aging  has  reorganized  with  Mathew  Muratore, 
Chairperson,  Constance  O'Brien  as  Vice  Chair  for  the  board  third  year  in  a  row, 
and  Joyce  Ciccolo  as  the  Secretary.  Charles  Nilosek  left  the  Council  on  Aging 
board,  and  the  position  was  filled  by  Raquel  Mullaney.  Aileen  Droege,  Jean 
Johnson,  Erica  St.  Germain  and  Debra  Zona,  Peter  Neville  were  all  reappointed 
to  the  board  this  year. 

The  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging  has  been  a  great  support  to  the  Council  on 
Aging  with  their  fundraising  contributions.  The  Friends  purchased  a  statistical 
program  that  will  assist  the  staff  with  compiling  more  accurate  data  in  the  future. 

The  SHINE  program  (Serving  Health  Information  Needs  to  the  Elderly)  has 
gone  from  one  volunteer  to  two  Town  of  Plymouth  employees  and  two 
volunteers.  On  a  weekly  average  these  volunteers  are  serving  20  people  a 
week.Total  Outreach  cases  that  were  calculated  for  this  year  is  2,615  people 
ranging  from  seniors  to  children  of  seniors. 
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Collaborating  with  AARP  for  approximately  the  past  twenty-five  years  the  Tax- 
Aide  program  provided  free  tax  consultations  to  over  500  Plymouth  residents. 

The  Council  on  Aging  has  received  two  grants  this  year,  one  from  the 
Executive  Office  Of  Elder  Affairs  Formula  Grant  in  the  amount  of  $49,133  and  a 
grant  which  funds  two  positions  from  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  for  $10,000  to 
fund  the  Meal  Distribution  Coordinator  position. 


>  PLYMOUTH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  is  to  select,  acquire,  organize, 
preserve  and  make  conveniently  accessible  services  and  a  collection  of 
materials  in  various  formats  held  in  common  by  the  people  of  Plymouth  for 
their  educational,  cultural,  recreational  and  informational  needs  and 
interests.  The  Library  is  an  agent  for  all  citizens  in  securing  needed 
information  and  materials  without  bias  or  censorship.  The  Library  serves 
and  provides  access  to  materials  of  current  and  historical  significance  to 
Plymouth  and  its  geographic  area  and  as  a  integral  part  of  municipal 
government  supports  life-long  learning  and  the  reading  enjoyment  of  the 
community. 

During  the  past  year  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  has  begun  to  feel  the 
changes  and  challenges  which  are  reflected  in  our  current  economic  climate.  As 
the  purchasing  power  of  each  dollar  shnnks,  legions  of  past,  current,  and  future 
library  users  are  seeking  services  supported  through  a  "commonwealth"  of 
mutual  support.  The  need  for  services  knows  no  age  range  or  limit. 

Young  parents  bring  their  preschool  children  to  programs  such  as  "Tots  'n  Tales," 
"Sniggles  and  Giggles,"  and  "Mother  Goose  on  the  Loose."  School  age  children 
come  for  homework  assistance,  "Fantastic  Tales  Book  Group,"  "Jr.  Friends  of  the 
Library,"  "Stars  of  Summer,"  and  other  exciting  events  associated  with  the 
Summer  Reading  Program.  Young  Parents  come  for  social  interaction, 
nutritional  information,  parenting  information,  and  pleasure  reading.  School  age 
youth  seek  homework  assistance  and  a  place  for  safe  social  gathering.  Adults  of 
all  age  ranges  come  in  search  of  investment  and  financial  information,  "how-to" 
assistance,  pleasure  reading,  periodicals,  databases,  and  much  more.  11,898 
people  attend  the  vast  array  of  free  public  programs  that  the  library  offers,  which 
have  included  Poet  Laureate  Robert  Pinsky,  the  Broad  Cove  Choral,  Protecting 
Your  Identity,  Spooky  Stories  with  Jackson  Gillman,  the  Concerts  on  the  Lawn 
series,  and  much  more. 

During  2008  the  number  of  library  visits  equaled  3.95  times  per  resident 
(47.58  people  walking  thought  the  door  per  hour)  with  circulation  the  equivalent 
of  3.61  items  per  resident.  According  to  state  figures  the  Municipal  cost  per 
capita  for  total  library  services  in  Plymouth  is  $24.30.  The  average  cost  of  a 
book  is  now  $25.99  which  would  equal  a  per  capita  personal  expense  of  $93.82. 
The  Library  saves  each  person  approximately  $69.52  each  year  on  materials 
purchases  alone!  A  total  of  10,255  volunteer  hours  were  given  to  the  library  and 
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if  these  hours  were  priced  out  at  the  current  minimum  wage  the  cost  savings  to 
the  Town  is  approximately  $87,176.50. 

In  these  tight  economic  times,  the  Library  is  certainly  a  great  return  on 
the  tax  investment! 


>   VETERANS  SERVICES 


Over  the  last  year  the  Veterans  Services  Division  has  continued  to  provide 
five  primary  missions  and  continue  to  expand  services  in  the  social  work 
field 

Primary  Mission 

To  care  for  and  assist  low  income  Plymouth  Veterans,  unemployed  Veterans, 
Homeless  Veterans,  and  Spouses  of  Veterans  in  obtaining  financial  assistance 
for  food,  shelter,  clothing,  fuel,  and  medical  care  from  all  sources  available 
under  both  federal  and  Massachusetts  General  Laws  to  which  they  are  entitled. 
Spouses  of  deceased  Veterans  are  provided  with  the  same  benefits  as  if  the 
Veteran  were  still  living.  Perform  outreach  programs  to  reach  the  widest 
audience  possible  to  inform  and  educate  the  public  what  Veterans  Services  do 
for  the  Veterans  and  the  Community. 

Second  Mission 

To  assist  Veterans  in  filing  Veterans  Administration  (VA)  Compensation  claims, 
VA  Pension  claims,  MA  State  Annuities,  tax  abatments  and  enrolling  in  the  VA 
Health  Care  system.  Assist  family  members  in  filing  for  benefits  from  both  the 
State  and  Federal  government  that  they  are  entitled  too.  Assist  in  obtaining 
military  records,  medical  records,  discharge  papers,  awards,  grave  markers, 
and  tax  abetments. 

Third  Mission 

We  have  a  trained  SHINE  counselor  to  assist  Veterans  in  the  complicated 
process  of  understanding  the  MEDICARE  system  to  help  them  chose  the  best 
options  in  medical  coverage.  Drug  prescription  plans,  and  how  long-term  care 
works.  Assisting  the  elderly  in  applying  for  the  Medicare  buy-in  program, 
MassHealth,  Low-income  Subsidy  and  Prescription  Advantage 

Forth  Mission 

Helping  Veterans  obtaining  assistance  that  are  specific  to  elderly  Veterans 
such  as  Adult  Daycare  and  home  health  care  working  through  VA  Social 
Workers  and  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services. 

Fifth  Mission 

The  division  continues  to  assist  all  veterans  regardless  of  income  with 
assistance  in  obtaining  wheel  chairs,  power  chairs,  ramps,  adjustable  beds, 
and  anything  else  that  is  a  quality  of  life  issue  for  Veterans  through  a  network 
of  Veterans  Agents  around  the  state.  It  also  assists  all  veterans  and  family 
members  regardless  of  income  on  other  avenues  of  approach  that  may  be 
available  to  them  like  Social  Security  or  Department  of  Labor  programs. 
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Plymouth  serves  all  Veterans  and  their  families  the  best  we  can  regardless  of 
income. 

The  Veterans  Office  offers  a  VA  Counselor  three  times  a  month  that  provides 
counseling  to  Combat  Veterans  with  dealing  with  Post  Traumatic  Stress  Disorder 
(PTSD)  substance  abuse,  and  readjustment  counseling  for  Veterans  or  any  other 
issues  the  Veterans  may  have  trouble  dealing  with.  Current  clients  go  as  far  back 
as  WWII  veterans  up  to  Veterans  from  the  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  Wars. 

This  past  year  the  Office  of  Veterans  Services  has  increased  its  outreach 
program  which  has  improved  the  ability  of  the  office  to  assist  the  low  income  and 
needy  veterans  of  Plymouth.  The  town  has  had  a  25%  increase  in  the  number  of 
veterans,  from  sixty-three  to  ninety-four,  over  last  year  living  below  the  poverty 
level,  and  the  office  provides  them  with  medical  and  financial  assistance  that  in 
many  cases  they  did  not  know  they  were  entitled  to.  Plymouth  continue  to  assist 
homeless  veterans  with  substance  abuse  issues  in  obtaining  counseling  and  VA 
programs  designed  to  provide  the  counseling,  housing,  and  employment 
opportunities  to  return  them  back  to  productive  citizens.  The  office  also  works 
with  the  Career  Center  to  help  Veterans  who  have  lost  their  jobs  with  assistance 
until  they  were  able  to  find  work,  allowing  them  to  maintain  their  shelter. 

The  office  continues  to  assist  veterans  in  filing  for  health  care  thru  the  VA  Health 
Care  System.  This  has  increased  drastically  since  Massachusetts  has  required 
that  everyone  must  have  health  care  by  December  31 ,  2007. 

The  office  have  continued  to  provide  assistance  in  filing  VA  Compensation  and 
Pension  Claims  that  has  resulted  in  an  average  increase  of  $1 ,033,622  in  claims 
to  Plymouth  veterans  this  past  year,  for  a  total  of  $7,349,870.00  received  by 
Plymouth  veterans  in  2008. 

With  the  thanks  of  the  Veterans  Council,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  (VFW), 
American  Legion,  Disabled  American  Veterans  (DAV),  Kiwanis,  and  one 
anonymous  donor  the  town  was  able  to  provide  a  food  baskets  or  a  food  card  for 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  to  most  of  our  veterans. 

This  year  Plymouth  has  see  an  increase  in  unemployment  and  thanks  to  the 
Toys  for  Tots  drive  the  Veterans  offices  was  able  to  provide  toys  to  two  families 
of  veterans  that  would  have  been  unable  to  provide  Christmas  presents  to  their 
children.

The  Plymouth  Public  School  Department  is  committed  to  providing  a 
quality  education  for  all  students.  This  requires  advanced  planning  and 
careful  use  of  the  resources  allocated  to  the  School  Department. 

The  gathering  and  use  of  data  continues  to  grow  as  research-based 
practices  remain  an  important  element  of  operational  practices.  Included 
in  this  report  are  the  district  goals  adopted  by  the  School  Committee. 

Parents  and  community  members  are  the  key  to  success  of  the  educational 
system.  As  the  Department  addresses  the  needs  of  students,  it  is  critical 
that  communication  between  the  school  district  and  the  community 
continues  to  grow.  The  over  8,500  students  in  the  Plymouth  Public 
Schools  appreciate  all  of  the  efforts  of  the  community.

Plymouth  North  and  Plymouth  South  High  Schools  were  recently  awarded  the 
Smaller  Learning  Communities  (SLC)  grant.  SLCs  are  schools-within-a-school 
that  provide  personalized  educational  experiences  for  students,  professional 
development  for  teachers,  and  improved  educational  environments  for  the 
community.  The  goals  of  SLCs  include  increasing  academic  achievement, 
improving  graduation  rates  and  enhancing  school  culture  and  climate.  Teachers 
work  in  teams  with  no  more  than  400  students.

The  SLC  grant  will  allow  both  high  schools  to 
foster  a  model  of  education  that  focuses  on  personalization  and  student-centered 
learning.  The  full  grant  award  is  $2.5  million  over  five  years. 
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PLYMOUTH  NORTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Plymouth  North  High  School  (PNHS)  celebrated  excellence  in  academics,  arts, 
civics,  and  athletics  in  2008. 

PNHS  had  one  recipient  of  the  2008  National  Merit  Scholarship  Program 
Certificate  of  Merit,  and  one  semifinalist  in  the  2009  National  Merit  Scholarship 
Competition.  Five  students  were  named  AP  Scholars  by  the  College  Board  by 
virtue  of  their  scores  on  three  different  AP  exams.  In  addition  two  students  were 
named  AP  Scholars  with  Honors  by  virtue  of  their  performance  on  four  AP 
exams.  Also,  two  were  named  AP  Scholars  with  Distinction  by  scoring  a  "3"  or 
better  on  five  AP  exams. 


Fifty-seven  percent  of  PNHS 
graduates  in  the  Class  of  2008 
went  on  to  study  at  four-year 
colleges  or  universities  while 
twenty-two  percent  pursued  an 
education  at  a  two-year  college  or 
technical  school.  PNHS  students 
will  be  attending  the  following 
schools  of  note:  Brandeis  (2), 
Boston  College  (1),  Boston 
University  (2),  Harvard  (1), 
Villanova  (1)  and  Worcester 
Polytechnic  Institute  (1).  PNHS 
had  five  recipients  of  the  Grace 
Swift  Nye  and  Alfred  Gibbs  Nye 
Scholarship  Trust  totaling 
$13,800.  PNHS  seniors  received 
$102,950  in  scholarships 
established  through  the  Plymouth 
High  Schools'  Scholarship 
Committee.  Seventy  students  in 
the  Class  of  2009  received  the 
John  and  Abigail  Adams 
Scholarship. 

A  senior  student  from  the  class  of 
2008  received  a  Silver  Key  award 
at  the  Boston  Globe  Scholastic 
Arts  Awards,  spring  2008. 
Twenty-five  art  students 
participated  in  the  Annual  Juried 
Outdoor  Sculpture  Show  at  Duxbury  Museum  Art  Complex,  June  2008. 
received  the  Award  for  Excellence  for  their  Surrealist  Bird  Exhibit. 


Students 
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The  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  (DECA)  Chapter  had  a  very 
successful  year  in  2008.  Over  131  marketing  students  became  DECA  members 
of  whom,  eight-five  attended  the  District  One  DECA  Conference  at  the  Sea  Crest 
Resort  in  Falmouth,  Massachusetts,  in  January/February.  Many  students 
received  2"^,  and  3^^  place  medals  and  trophies;  and  twenty-five  students 
qualified  directly  from  competition  at  the  District  One  Conference  to  DECA  states. 
At  the  2008  State  DECA  Career  Development  Conference,  twelve  students 
placed  in  the  top  ten  within  their  categories,  and  three  students  qualified  for  the 
International  Career  Development  Conference  (ICDC).  Ten  students  and  two 
advisors  attended  the  DECA  ICDC  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  in  April/May.  The  stock 
market  game  team  was  honored  with  a  finalist  medal  for  their  portfolio. 

The  Math  Team  competed  in  the  New  England  Math  League  one  Tuesday  a 
month  from  October  to  March  and  placed  third  in  2008  in  Plymouth  County.  In 
the  Southeastern  Mass  Math  League,  PNHS  finished  undefeated  in  the  regular 
season  and  placed  seventh  in  the  playoffs.  Math  Team  members  volunteer  as 
peer  tutors  to  underclassmen  and,  along  with  the  National  Honor  Society  and  the 
Student  Council,  adopted  a  family  at  Christmas. 

Fifteen  engineering  students  designed  and  constructed  the  support  structure  for 
a  300  watt  student-designed  and  built  wind  turbine.  Students  have  also  designed 
and  begun  construction  of  an  electric  vehicle  that  will  be  powered  by  energy 
harvested  from  the  wind,  which  will  demonstrate  the  viability  of  alternative  energy 
systems.  The  Engineering  Program  also  designed  and  manufactured  over  35'  of 
new  trophy  cases  that  are  being  used  to  highlight  PNHS  sports  achievements 
over  the  past  50  years.  The  Green  Team  designed,  manufactured,  and  installed 
44  storm  windows  on  the  portable  classrooms  in  an  attempt  to  minimize  electrical 
energy  waste. 

Five  students  received  top  honors  for  engineering  documentation  and  won  four 
out  of  six  combat  robot  matches  at  the  BattleBots  IQ  National  Robotics 
Championship  (BotslQ)  in  Miami,  Florida.  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Technology  Alliance 
(PNTA)  members,  student  volunteers  and  parents  produced  two  Rumble  at  the 
Rock  robot  competitions  this  past  year.  PNHS  played  host  to  25  robotic 
participants,  and  more  than  150  people  from  15  school  districts. 

PNHS  students  received  one  1^^  place,  two  2"^  places,  and  three  3^^^  places  at  the 
South  Shore  Regional  Science  Fair  at  Bridgewater  State  College.  At  the 
Massachusetts  State  Science  and  Engineering  Fair  held  at  MIT,  PNHS  students 
received  one  3^^^  place  and  an  honorable  mention. 

During  the  school  year,  over  40  students  were  involved  in  the  Model  United 
Nations  program  with  two  different  groups  of  students  attending  either  the 
Harvard  Model  UN  in  Boston  or  the  New  York  Model  UN.  As  United  Nation 
delegates,  the  students  debated  the  topics  of  the  committees  in  an  effort  to  pass 
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a  United  Nations  resolution.  Over  2,000  high  schools  attended  the  conference 
from  all  over  the  country  and  world. 

Plymouth  North  News  (PNN)  is  a  daily  news  program  broadcasting  school 
announcements,  sports  schedules  and  game  scores,  entertainment  news, 
weekly  weather,  interviews  with  students  and  teachers,  and  other  feature 
segments.  PNN  was  selected  as  a  Top  Ten  Finalist  in  FOX  25's  Best  High 
School  Newscast  Contest  (placing  third). 

The  chorus  and  band  presented  a  "Jukebox  Diner"  dinner  in  May.  They  also 
performed  at  Town  Meeting,  the  Martin  Luther  King  Breakfast,  at  graduation,  the 
Festival  of  Trees,  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  "Polar  Express,"  and  the 
Holiday  Concert.  The  band  also  performed  in  community  parades  and  home 
football  games. 

Instrumental  and  vocal  students  participated  in  Southeast  Massachusetts  School 
Bandmaster's  Association  (SEMSBA)  and  the  Senior  Southeast  District  Music 
Festival.  The  combined  bands  of  Plymouth  North  and  Plymouth  South  High 
Schools  won  1^*  place  in  Division  IV  of  the  New  England  School  Band 
Association  Competition  in  New  Bedford,  MA. 

The  Massasoit  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  (NHS)  inducted  sixty-three 
new  members  in  March.  The  NHS  volunteered  for  a  variety  of  community 
service  activities  including  two  successful  American  Red  Cross  blood  dhves,  the 
PCIS  Homework  Club  peer  tutors,  the  American  Cancer  Society  Relay  for  Life, 
the  Plymouth  Arts  Festival,  Feed  the  Homeless,  the  Thanksgiving  Parade  and 
Concert,  Jordan  Hospital  Polar  Plunge,  the  Cranberry  Hospice  Festival  of  Trees, 
Kayla's  Run,  the  presidential  election  polls,  and  Habitat  for  Humanity.  In 
addition,  NHS  students  volunteered  at  Plymouth  North's  Open  House  and 
provided  seven  Thanksgiving  baskets  to  needy  Plymouth  North  families.  At 
Christmas,  NHS  adopted  a  family  through  the  Department  of  Social  Services, 
providing  gifts  for  the  children. 

Student  Council  members  attended  the  annual  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
School  Councils  Conference  and  the  State  Officership  and  Spring  Conference. 
Community  activities  included  planning  and  serving  a  "Welcome  Back"  teachers' 
luncheon;  organizing  the  Powderpuff  football  game  vs.  Plymouth  South  High 
School;  planning  and  conducting  a  Pep  Rally  for  the  PNHS  football  team;  and 
sponsoring  a  family  for  Christmas  with  the  NHS  and  Math  Team. 

The  Drama  Club,  member  of  the  Massachusetts  High  School  Drama  Guild 
(MHSDG)  and  the  International  Thespian  Society,  was  very  busy  with  "A 
Midsummer  Night's  Dream"  in  May,  "Friday  Night  Live"  in  June,  and  "The 
Princess  Bride"  in  November. 
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The  Peer  Leadership/Peer  Mentoring  Club's  purpose  is  to  develop  informal 
friendships  between  first-year  students  and  upperclassmen  to  help  students 
adjust  to  the  academic  and  social  rigors  of  high  school.  Some  of  the  Peer 
Leaders  activities  and  events  included  a  freshman  orientation  trip  to  Camp  Clark 
in  September,  a  training  "summit"  at  Bridgewater  State  College,  and  the  newly 
formed  freshman  pilot  advisory  program. 

The  Dance  Team  danced  at  the  home  football  game  half  times,  the  PNHS 
Thanksgiving  Pep  Rally,  and  the  home  basketball  game  half  times.  The  team 
competed  in  the  New  England  Cheer  and  Dance  competition,  a  Massachusetts 
Secondary  School  Administrators'  Association  (MSSAA)  Open  Tournament,  and 
other  MSSAA  tournaments  that  occure  during  the  winter  season.  The  team 
continues  some  community  service  by  dancing  at  the  local  assisted  living  homes 
and  putting  together  a  donation  for  needy  families  at  Christmas. 

The  varsity  baseball  team  was  Atlantic  Coast  League  Champs  and  Division  2 
State  Champs.  Ice  hockey,  boy's  and  girl's  indoor  track  and  softball  teams 
received  the  Atlantic  Coast  Team  Sportsmanship  Award.  Several  athletes 
received  Atlantic  Coast  League  All  Star  Awards:  Baseball-8,  Boys  Basketball-5, 
Boys  Soccer-2,  Boys  Track  &  Field-2,  Cross  Country-5,  Boys  Tennis-3,  Field 
Hockey-3,  Football-8,  Girls  Basketball-1 ,  Girls  Soccer-5,  Golf-2,  Ice  Hockey-5, 
Softball-3,  Winter  Track-6,  Girls  Tennis-5,  and  Girls  Lacrosse-4.  Several  student 
athletes  received  All  Scholastic  honors  from  the  Boston  Globe,  Boston  Herald, 
Brockton  Enterprise  and  Patriot  Ledger.  Two  students  were  recognized  for  their 
achievements  by  the  MSSAA/MIAA  (Massachusetts  Interscholastic  Athletic 
Association)  at  the  2008  Girls  and  Women  in  Sports  Day.  The  PNHS  Baseball 
Coach  was  named  Enterprise  and  Boston  Globe  Coach  of  the  Year. 

The  PNHS  community  looks  forward  to  improving  upon  our  high  standards  and 
achievements  in  2009. 

PLYMOUTH  SOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  has  been  another  exciting  year  at  Plymouth  South  High  School  (PSHS). 
There  have  been  new  initiatives,  accomplishments,  and  continued  traditions. 
Students  have  excelled  in  the  classrooms,  as  musicians,  on  the  athletic  fields, 
and  in  the  technical  studies  program,  just  to  name  a  few.  Listed  below  are  some 
of  the  highlights  when  looking  at  the  year  in  review. 

On  the  athletic  fields,  we  had  tremendous  success.  For  the  first  time  in  school 
history  the  girls'  softball  team  won  the  Atlantic  Coast  League  (ACL).  The 
wrestling  team  excelled  as  usual  and  made  it  to  the  Massachusetts  South 
Sectional  semi-finals.  The  girls'  basketball,  volleyball,  and  soccer  teams  qualified 
for  tourney  play  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  during  the  winter  and  fall  of  2008. 
Several  students  from  Plymouth  South  Athletics  received  all-scholastic  honors 
from  the  Boston  Globe,  Boston  Herald,  Brockton  Enterprise,  and  Patriot  Ledger 
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newspapers.  We  were  awarded  league  sportsmanship  awards  in  field  hockey, 
volleyball,  and  soccer.  There  has  been  a  strong  commitment  led  by  our  coaches 
and  athletes  in  giving  back  to  the  community.  They  have  initiated  and/or 
participated  in  the  following  community  service  projects:  Polar  Plunge,  Fanning 
Road  Race,  Beach  &  Park  clean-up  projects,  Adopt-a-Child,  Cold  Spring 
Elementary  "Family  Fun  Day,"  and  an  athlete/elementary  student  reading  project 
with  Cold  Spring  and  South  Elementary  Schools.  In  addition,  all  fall  athletes 
participated  in  an  Autism  Speaks  fundraiser  in  the  fall  of  2008.  Finally,  the 
football  team  hosted  a  team  from  New  York,  St.  John's  the  Baptist  -  a  dinner  for 
both  teams  was  the  feature  of  the  weekend  for  this  first  time  event.  Throughout 
the  year  there  were  additional  accolades  and  ACL  all-star  awards  given  to  our 
athletes  and  coaches. 

On  the  academic  front,  MCAS  scores  continue  to  be  on  the  rise.  PSHS  was 
recognized  by  Boston  Magazine  as  one  of  the  top  high  schools  in  the  state  of 
Massachusetts,  and  that  is  largely  due  to  student  achievements  on  standardized 
tests.  While  MCAS  scores  continue  to  improve,  PSHS  is  also  having  continued 
success  with  the  Latin  program.  Five  students  received  silver  medals  (Maxima 
Cum  Laude  Awards)  in  the  National  Latin  Exam.  Three  additional  students 
received  Magna  Cum  Laude  Awards,  and  five  students  received  Cum  Laude 
Awards.  Continued  excellence  was  exhibited  through  the  Advanced  Placement 
Program.  Eight  students  from  the  class  of  2008  earned  the  designation  of  "AP 
Scholar"  by  the  College  Board  in  recognition  of  their  exceptional  achievement  on 
the  college-level  Advanced  Placement  exams.  The  College  Board  recognizes 
several  levels  of  achievement  based  on  students'  performance  on  AP  Exams. 
Our  guidance  department  was  recognized  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Counselors  (MASCA)  as  being  one  of  the  35  model  schools  in 
Massachusetts  as  a  result  of  our  participation  in  their  training  program  and 
institute.  This  is  due  to  ongoing  efforts  to  implement  a  comprehensive  guidance 
curriculum.  Finally,  the  National  Honor  Society  student  group  continues  to  give 
back  to  the  community.  They  worked  closely  with  the  Red  Cross  in  organizing 
two  student-led  blood  drives,  volunteered  at  the  Relay  for  Life,  participated  in 
weekly  tutoring  at  Plymouth  South  Middle  School,  and  worked  to  sell  holiday 
wreaths.  All  proceeds  from  these  events  were  donated  to  the  Doug  Flutie 
Foundation  for  Autism. 

The  Freshman  Academy,  initiated  four  years  ago,  continues  to  thrive  and  has 
become  a  model  for  other  schools  in  the  Commonwealth,  which  are  looking  to 
adopt  this  program.  Increased  communication  with  parents  and  students  has 
been  one  of  the  benefits  of  the  program.  This  particular  year,  both  North  and 
South  High  Schools  were  awarded  a  $2.5  million  dollar  grant  as  a  result  of  the 
"Smaller  Learning  Community"  initiative.  Through  this  grant  the  school  is  able  to 
enhance  the  current  grade  nine  program  as  well  as  work  to  personalize  all 
grades  at  PSHS.  As  a  staff  PSHS  is  working  to  add  a  student  advisory  program 
so  that  students  experience  a  rigorous  academic  curriculum  as  well  as  a 
personalized  environment.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  create  a  course  in 
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which  students  can  connect  in  a  small  group  setting  with  one  adult.  These  small 
groups  will  provide  a  safe,  supportive  environment  where  students  can  explore 
decision-making  and  life  skills  that  may  not  be  addressed  in  a  classroom 
curriculum. 

The  music  department  continues  to  perform  in  true  style.  The  annual  dinner 
theater  was  outstanding  with  a  great  deal  of  involvement  from  both  students  and 
staff.  There  were  multiple  musical  performances  throughout  the  Plymouth 
community  that  included  the  Festival  of  Trees,  the  Pinehills,  the  Martin  Luther 
King  breakfast,  and  the  Independence  Mall.  Many  students  competed  at  both 
the  local  and  district  level  and  had  tremendous  success.  In  the  Boston  Globe  Art 
Awards,  PSHS  had  a  Gold  and  Silver  Key  winner!  The  seniors  in  the  art 
program,  with  their  teachers,  initiated  a  first  annual  "Senior  Art  Show."  This  was 
a  night  where  seniors  showcased  their  artwork  from  the  year.  It  was  a 
coffeehouse  style  event  and  was  a  success  for  all!  The  art  department  initiated  a 
successful  "bumper  sticker"  design  contest,  fifty-three  students  participated  in  the 
Youth  Art  Month  Exhibition  at  the  Plymouth  Art  Guild,  and  many  of  our  students 
have  had  their  artwork  exhibited  at  the  Plymouth  Public  Schools  Central  Office. 
It  was  quite  a  year  for  musicians  and  artists. 

The  students  in  the  technical  studies  program  continue  to  shine  in  Plymouth  as 
well  as  at  the  state  and  national  levels.  In  culinary  arts,  one  student  received  a 
Silver  Medal  for  Commercial  Baking  at  the  Skills  USA  National  Convention.  The 
Skills  USA  student  group  also  raised  funds  for  the  Doug  Flutie  Autism 
Foundation  as  well  as  hosting  a  holiday  party  for  underprivileged  children  from 
the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  in  Plymouth.  The  graphics  program  has  had  many 
successes  as  well.  Eight  students  won  awards  in  the  Boston  Globe  Scholastic 
Art  competition.  In  Skills  USA  competition,  both  a  silver  medal  and  a  second 
place  award  were  given  to  two  different  students.  Sixteen  students  were  finalists 
in  the  Arisia  Student  Art  Contest,  while  one  was  a  third  place  winner  and  two 
received  honorable  mention.  As  in  years  past,  PSHS  swept  the  annual  AAA 
Southern  New  England  Traffic  and  Safety  Poster  Contest  -  first,  second,  and 
third  place  award  winners  were  from  PSHS.  The  school  produced  winners  on 
both  the  state  and  national  level.  For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  school 
store  received  a  Gold  Medal  Certification  for  school  based  enterprise.  PSHS  still 
remains  the  only  school  in  the  Commonwealth  to  receive  this  prestigious  award. 
Thirteen  students  attended  the  national  marketing  competition  -  PSHS  placed 
fourth  in  this  large  group  of  14,000  students  in  the  area  of  International  Business 
Plan.  Carpentry  students  built  two  handicap  ramps  for  members  of  the 
community  and  the  electrical  department  provided  wiring  for  the  annual  "Festival 
of  Trees/Cranberry  Hospice"  program,  the  Plymouth  art  guild  show,  and  many 
other  varied  jobs  for  the  community.  Many  electrical  students  were  successful  in 
Skills  USA,  including  a  first  place  finish  in  the  "motor  control"  contest. 
Cosmetology  also  provided  community  service  funds  toward  the  Flutie  Autism 
Foundation  and  were  awarded  first  and  second  place  finishes  in  the  "Battle  of  the 
Seniors"  hair  competition.   They  visited  the  Sunrise  Assisted  Living  Home  to 
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provide  manicures  for  the  elderly  as  well  as  the  Life  Care  Program  at  PNHS. 
Finally,  nine  out  of  twelve  licensed  seniors  were  placed  in  area  salons  upon 
graduation.  Through  the  metal  fabrication  department,  over  230  students  were 
trained  in  OSHA  ten  and/or  OSHA  thirty  courses.  As  usual,  many  projects  in  the 
community  were  completed  through  metal  fabrication  -  the  North  Street  Art 
Center,  specialized  hangers  for  the  Plymouth  Fire  Dept,  and  the  rebuilding  of 
school-wide  athletic  equipment.  For  the  straight  year,  child  care  students 
participated  in  the  Old  Colony  Memorial's  "Adopt-A-Child"  fundraiser  for  children 
at  the  holidays  by  donating  toys  and  money  to  support  children  in  the  community. 
One  student  was  a  gold  medalist  at  the  Skills  USA  competition  with  regard  to 
child  care  and,  again,  a  child  care  student  was  named  PSHS  "Outstanding 
Technical  Studies  Student."  Fifty  child  care  students  participated  in  the  local 
Polar  Express  for  the  South  Shore  Housing  Authority  where  they  volunteered 
their  time  by  dressing  up  as  elves  and  entertaining  the  children.  Finally,  as  in 
years  past,  child  care  students  participated  in  the  annual  Relay  for  Life,  which 
supports  cancer  research  and  takes  place  at  PSHS  each  spring. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  many  activities  and  events  that  take  place  each  and 
every  day  at  Plymouth  South  High  School.  The  School  is  excited  about  the 
arrival  of  a  new  neighbor,  Plymouth  Rock  Studios.  Already,  twelve  PSHS 
students  from  the  graphics,  computer  science,  and  marketing  programs  are 
serving  internships  at  the  studio.  The  school  has  a  wonderful  student  body  with 
a  dedicated  staff,  who  are  committed  to  improving  achievement,  building  life-long 
learners,  and  enhancing  the  overall  community  of  Plymouth. 

PLYMOUTH  COMMUNITY  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL 

In  January,  Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School  (PCIS)  celebrated  its 
thirty-fifth  birthday  with  a  birthday  celebration  breakfast.  This  celebration 
included  original  staff  members  who  opened  the  building  thirty-five  years  ago, 
former  staff  members  who  are  now  retired,  as  well  as  staff  members  who  were 
also  students  at  PCIS.  This  celebration  truly  signified  the  dedication  and  pride 
that  the  staff  have  for  PCIS.  The  PCIS  birthday  celebration  also  included  a 
school-wide  white,  purple,  and  black  spirit  day.  Both  staff  and  students  wore 
white,  purple,  and  black  to  show  their  PCIS  spirit. 

Three  PCIS  students  were  selected  to  participate  in  the  Junior  National  Leaders 
Conference,  a  six-day  education  program  that  strives  to  help  middle  school 
students  develop  their  leadership  skills  using  U.  S.  History  as  a  backdrop.  The 
conference  took  place  in  Washington,  D.C. 

PCIS  was  awarded  a  Secondary  School  Reading  Continuation  Grant  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  (DESE). 
This  was  the  third  year  of  reading  grants,  which  have  been  used  to  plan  and 
implement  professional  development  activities  for  all  PCIS  teachers  and  special 
education  paraprofessionals.  This  third  grant  will  be  used  to  continue  this  work. 
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PCIS  received  a  second  Assistive  Learning  in  an  Integrated  Collaborative 
Environment  (ALICE  Project)  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education.  This  grant  was  used  to  provide  laptop 
computers  to  students  who  were  selected  based  on  test  results  and  analysis  and 
also  provided  smart  boards  for  use  in  special  education  classrooms. 

In  May  the  PCIS  faculty,  the  Home  School  Association  and  several  student 
organizations  hosted  a  spaghetti  dinner  to  welcome  parents  of  incoming  5^^  &  6^^ 
grade  students  to  the  PCIS  community.  The  event  included  a  delicious  meal 
served  by  PCIS  faculty  and  presentations  by  PCIS  students  representing  the 
many  teams,  groups  and  clubs  that  make  PCIS  a  vibrant  learning  community. 

A  Ranger  eighth  grade  student  donated  a  portable  defibrillator  to  PCIS.  This 
student  and  his  family  felt  this  was  a  great  opportunity  to  give  back  to  the  school 
community  that  has  provided  a  positive  learning  environment  for  him  as  well  as 
his  older  sister. 

Our  very  talented  choral  teachers,  along  with  some  very  talented  student 
performers  and  crew  members,  produced  a  delightful  presentation  of  Willy 
Wonka  and  the  Chocolate  Factory.  More  than  130  students  were  involved  in  the 
production.  Our  chorus  members  had  a  100%  success  rate  at  both  the  Junior 
District  and  Junior  Southeastern  Massachusetts  School  Bandmasters 
Association  (SEMBSA)  Festivals.  Our  choral  students  performed  The  Star 
Spangled  Banner  at  a  Providence  Bruins  game  and  sang  in  concert  at  the 
Plymouth  Public  Library  annual  volunteer  tea. 

Five  band  students  from  our  eighth  grade  participated  in  the  Junior  SEMSBA 
Music  Festival  at  Whitman-Hanson  High  School.  One  of  the  students  was  also 
chosen  to  represent  Plymouth  at  the  Junior  District  Music  Festival  held  at 
Taunton  High  School. 

One  of  our  students  won  an  Earth  Day  essay  contest  sponsored  by  Wal-Mart  by 
writing  about  environmental  responsibility  and  encouraging  people  to  recycle. 
The  student  received  a  gift  card  and  a  bag  full  of  natural  goods.  The  school  also 
participated  in  a  contest  and  received  a  gift  card  from  Wal-Mart,  which  helped 
pay  for  an  informational  monitor  for  our  front  lobby. 

The  cafeteria  received  a  facelift  and  was  re-opened  in  the  spring  as  the  Falcon 
Cafe.  The  Falcon  Cafe  paint  design  is  purple  and  sports  a  falcon,  the  school 
mascot.  Signs  with  lunch  options,  new  napkin  and  condiment  dispensers,  all 
make  it  more  like  a  cafe  than  a  cafeteria. 

HOWL  (Helping  Others  While  Learning)  students  received  the  Making  a 
Difference  Award  from  Heifer  International  for  their  efforts  organizing  the  Heifer 
of  Massachusetts  for  the  third  consecutive  year.  Four  HOWL  students  won  first 
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place  in  the  Invention  Convention  held  at  Bridgewater  State  College,  competing 
against  school  districts  from  around  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
project  won  honorable  mention  at  the  national  level  and  was  also  featured  at  the 
National  Science  Teachers  Convention  in  March.  Also  this  year,  HOWL  students 
began  recycling  plastics.  The  PCIS  HOWL  teacher  returned  from  an  Earthwatch 
fellowship  in  Africa,  studying  elephants  with  a  noted  researcher.  He  has 
produced  an  informational  program  about  his  experiences  and  will  present  it  to 
faculty  and  staff  this  year. 

A  seventh  grade  social  studies  teacher  from  PCIS  was  selected  to  represent  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  at  the  National  Geographic  Headquarters  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  this  summer.  Fifty-eight  social  studies  teachers  from  every 
state,  Canada,  and  Puerto  Rico  spent  a  week  in  an  intensive  training  institute 
focused  on  creating  new  initiatives  for  understanding  Europe. 

Falcon  Pride  is  a  community  service  learning  group  started  in  the  2007-2008 
school  year.  Falcon  Pride  sponsored  a  School  Pride  Clean-up  Day  in  the  spring 
at  PCIS  and  approximately  100  students  and  staff  participated.  The  brush  was 
cleared  in  front  of  the  building,  all  of  the  garden  beds  around  the  school  were 
weeded,  and  mulch  was  spread.  The  Softball  field  was  groomed  and  the  poles  at 
the  entrance  of  the  building  were  painted.  This  fall  the  students  in  Falcon  Pride 
collected  over  300  items  of  food  in  one  week,  which  was  donated  to  the  Thrifty 
Pilgrim  food  pantry. 

There  are  several  community  service  learning  groups  at  PCIS,  and  they  have 
joined  together  to  help  one  another.  The  groups  are  Falcon  Pride,  Student 
Council,  HOWL,  and  Project  Teamwork.  We  hope  that  by  working  together  that 
each  group  will  have  successful  projects  throughout  the  year. 

This  fall  PCIS  established  a  National  Junior  Honor  Society  Chapter  for  our  grade 
eight  students.  Close  to  forty  students  were  inducted  into  the  National  Junior 
Honor  Society  during  our  inaugural  year.  We  hope  that  this  club  will  encourage 
scholarship,  service  learning,  leadership,  character,  and  good  citizenship  at 
PCIS. 

PLYMOUTH  SOUTH  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 

Plymouth  South  Middle  School  (PSMS)  continues  to  be  a  vibrant  learning 
community. 

Four  students  and  two  staff  members  attended  the  Media  Matters  Conference  for 
Middle  School  Students  and  Teachers  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Boston  campus.  All  participants  raved  about  the  workshops  and  presentations. 
Thirty  grade  seven  students  participated  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
Geography  Network  Geography  Fair,  held  at  Bridgewater  State  College.  The 
theme  this  year  was  "The  Americas:  Cultural  &  Physical  Diversity."  Three 
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students  were  presented  with  awards  for  their  projects.  Fifty  sixth  grade  students 
participated  in  the  Patriot's  Pen  Essay  contest,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  VFW. 
The  students  wrote  essays  expressing  their  views  on  democracy.  Three  PSMS 
students  were  named  winners  of  the  contest.  Two  students  were  recipients  of 
the  Make  A  Difference  Award,  sponsored  by  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Library  and 
Museum.  The  students  received  the  award  for  their  community  service  projects; 
Alex's  Lemonade  Stand  Foundation  and  Heifer  International.  One  student 
received  a  $500  Wal-Mart  Gift  Card  after  submitting  an  essay  in  the  Plymouth 
Earth  Day  Essay  Contest.  One  student  was  awarded  The  Prudential  Spirit  of 
Community  Award. 

The  fine  arts  are  well-represented  at  PSMS.  Over  225  students  participated  in 
our  band  and  choral  programs.  In  the  spring,  four  music  students  were  selected 
to  participate  in  the  Southeastern  Jr.  District  Music  Festival,  and  five  students 
from  our  school  were  chosen  to  participate  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
School  Bandmasters  Association  concert.  Also,  in  the  spring,  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  band  participated  in  the  Massachusetts  Instrumental  &  Choral 
Conductors  Association  (MICCA)  Music  Festival  where  they  received  a  bronze 
rating.  The  chorus  also  performed  the  National  Anthem  for  a  School  Committee 
meeting,  and  sang  at  Memorial  Hall  for  the  Town's  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony.  The 
PSMS  art  department  also  participated  in  Plymouth's  Town-Wide  Art  Festival  at 
the  new  Plymouth  Center  for  the  Arts.  Two  art  students  won  an  award  for  their 
work  highlighting  the  need  to  protect  Stellwagen  Bank. 

We  held  an  MCAS  After-School  Program  to  benefit  students  having  difficulty  with 
the  math  portion  of  the  MCAS  tests,  with  110  students  participating  and  19  tutors 
working  with  the  students.  This  proved  to  be  beneficial  as  PSMS  successfully 
made  Adequate  Yearly  Progress  (AYP)  in  the  spring  math  testing. 

The  interscholastic  sports  program  at  PSMS  continues  to  grow.  More  than  300 
students  participated  in  the  following  sports:  Boys  and  Girls  Soccer;  Boys  and 
Girls  Cross  Country;  Girls  Field  Hockey;  Boys  and  Girls  Basketball;  Boys  and 
Girls  Track  and  Girls  Volleyball.  We  anticipate  that  numbers  will  continue  to  grow 
each  year  as  the  program  gains  in  popularity. 

After  school  clubs  and  activities  continue  to  grow.  PSMS  offers  Book  Club, 
Drama  Club,  Ecology  Club,  Garden  Club,  Lego  Robotics,  National  Honor  Society 
Tutoring,  Scrabble  Club,  Dance  Club,  Tech  Ed  Club,  Walking/Fitness  Club, 
Yearbook  Club,  Homework  Buddies,  Knitting  and  Origami  Club.  Over  400 
students  participated  in  the  afterschool  programs. 

Since  opening  in  1999,  PSMS  has  prided  itself  on  being  a  giving  community, 
dedicated  to  community  service.  The  tradition  of  giving  generously  continued  in 
2008.  Some  of  the  service  and  charitable  efforts  included: 
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Daffodil  Days:  In  early  spring,  the  staff  participated  in  the  American 
Cancer  Society's  Daffodil  Days.  They  raised  $470.00. 

■  Lee  National  Denim  Day:  Each  fall,  staff  and  students  of  PSMS 
participate  in  Lee  National  Denim  Day.  Over  $495.00  was  raised  for 
Breast  Cancer  Research  this  year. 

■  Run  Past  the  Rock:  The  annual  PSMS  Run  Past  the  Rock  raised 
$700.00  for  the  American  Lung  Association  and  had  130  participants. 
Festival  of  Trees:  In  December,  17  students  took  part  in  the  Festival  of 
Trees  to  benefit  the  Cranberry  Area  Hospice.  Our  tree  was  entitled,  "As 
the  Seasons  Unfold."  Approximately  30  students  made  origami 
ornaments  in  the  after-school  clubs. 

■  The  Origami  Club:  Fifty  origami  sailboats  done  in  memory  of  a  local 
child  for  the  Festival  of  Trees.  The  tree  was  entitled,  "Celebrate  Life." 

■  Holiday  Spirit:  PSMS  continues  to  help  those  families  in  need 
throughout  the  community;  monies  are  raised  through  student  auctions, 
snack  carts,  and  more.  This  year  $7,387.00  was  raised  enabling  the 
students  and  staff  to  provide  food  and  gifts  for  thirty-seven  families  in 
Plymouth. 

■  Holiday  Mail  for  Heroes:  Students  made  316  holiday  cards  for  service 
members  in  the  hope  of  spreading  holiday  cheer  and  to  thank  these 
brave  individuals  and  families. 

■  Canned  Food  Drive:  Students  and  staff  have  been  donating  to  an 
ongoing  Food  Drive  at  PSMS  to  help  the  local  food  pantry. 

COLD  SPRING  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Every  student  at  Cold  Spring  School  participated  in  a  Musical  Program  in  front  of 
a  packed  house  of  parents  and  members  of  the  Cold  Spring  community  at 
Memorial  Hall  under  the  direction  of  our  music  teacher. 

A  fourth  grade  class  from  Cold  Spring  School  was  chosen  as  a  poster  winner  in 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency's  Paul  G.  Keough  Earth  Artists  Program. 
They  were  recognized  at  a  ceremony  at  Faneuil  Hall  in  Boston. 

FEDERAL  FURNACE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Students  from  Federal  Furnace  School  engaged  in  a  number  of  activities  during 
the  year  to  promote  wellness,  kindness,  the  development  of  social  skills,  and  the 
development  of  problem  solving  skills. 

In  conjunction  with  the  mission  of  the  Plymouth  School  Health  Advisory  Council 
and  the  School  Improvement  Council,  Federal  Furnace  School  held  its  first 
annual  Student  Health  Fair.  In  June,  the  school  hosted  a  number  of  presenters 
from  local  health  care  facilities,  athletic  groups,  food  services,  and  public  safety 
organizations,  which  engaged  the  children  in  activities  and  demonstrations 
around  topics  such  as  nutritious  food  choices  and  preparation,  backpack  safety. 
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sun  safety,  dental  care,  karate,  CPR,  stranger  danger,  bus  safety,  and  dealing 
with  peer  pressure. 

Students  also  engaged  in  The  Tree  of  Kindness  Project  wherein  staff  members 
recognized  students  who  performed  acts  of  kindness  toward  others  in  the  school. 

Along  with  students  from  other  Plymouth  schools.  Federal  Furnace  students 
participated  in  demonstrations  of  the  robots  that  they  created  in  their  after  school 
clubs  that  were  organized  through  the  Advanced  Readiness  Learning 
Department. 

While  practicing  their  mathematics  skills.  Federal  Furnace  students  raised  over 
$4700.00  to  help  children  served  by  St.  Jude's  Children's  Hospital  in  the  annual 
Math-A-Thon. 

These  events  were  undertaken  to  have  our  students  develop  into  well  rounded 
citizens  of  the  world. 

HEDGE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

End  of  the  Year  Show:  In  June,  the  "End  of  the  Year  Show"  was  performed  by 
the  students  and  staff  of  Hedge  School  at  Memorial  Hall.  All  students  and  staff 
were  invited  to  participate.  The  theme  this  year  was  Broadway  through  the 
Years.  The  students  and  staff  performed  songs  from  several  different  Broadway 
Musicals. 

First  Day:  "First  Day"  of  school  began  the  2008-2009  school  year.  Parents 
escorted  their  students  to  their  classrooms  and  spent  the  beginning  of  the  day 
with  their  child.  The  goal  of  "First  Day"  is  to  welcome  the  community  and 
students  to  Hedge  School  as  the  school  year  begins.  Information  about  the 
upcoming  school  year  is  presented  to  the  parents  after  leaving  their  child's 
classroom.  Students  all  receive  "First  Day"  buttons  to  wear  throughout  the  day. 

Grandparents  Day:  Grandparents  Day  is  celebrated  annually  at  Hedge  School. 
Grandparents  spend  the  morning  with  their  grandchild  working  on  different  Math, 
English,  Social  Studies,  or  Science  activities.  It  is  time  for  the  students  to 
demonstrate  their  knowledge  to  their  grandparents.  Grandparents  drove  as 
many  as  six  hours  to  attend  this  year.  The  event  culminates  with  lunch  in  the 
cafeteria. 

Thanksgiving  Feast:  During  the  month  of  November,  students  and  staff 
celebrate  Thanksgiving.  Students  explain  what  they  are  thankful  for  and  who  is 
thankful  for  each  student.  Staff  members  then  serve  the  students  dinner  in  the 
gymnasium.  The  staff  and  students  eat  Thanksgiving  dinner  together  as  a  whole 
group. 
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INDIAN  BROOK  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


In  an  effort  to  promote  good  health,  Indian  Brook  School  presented  a  host  of 
activities  in  the  winter  and  spring  of  2008.  The  school  had  a  first  annual  "Seal 
Walk"  which  took  place  at  Ellisville  State  Park.  Hundreds  of  our  students  and 
family  members  took  part.  Indian  Brook  also  held  two  ice  skating  events  at  the 
Gallo  Rink  in  Bourne.  The  Vice  Principal  also  started  a  mile  a  day  walk  during 
recess  called  a  "Race  to  the  Whitehouse."  Any  child  who  participated  received  a 
bead  for  a  necklace  for  each  day  they  took  part  over  the  month  of  March.  Almost 
6,000  miles  were  logged  by  the  students. 

The  Indian  Brook  Home  &  School  Association  has  been  very  supportive  in 
providing  field  trips  and  programs  to  our  students.  In  October,  first  and  second 
grade  students  were  able  to  see  a  working  farm  first  hand.  Grade  one  students 
went  on  a  field  trip  to  Coonamessett  Farm  and  grade  two  students  went  to  Bog 
Hollow.  During  the  field  trip,  students  discussed  plants  and  vegetables,  animals 
on  the  farm,  and  each  child  was  able  to  go  into  the  pumpkin  patch  to  pick  his 
very  own  pumpkin.  Grade  three  classes  as  well  as  the  Kindergarten  classes 
visited  Plimoth  Plantation.  Grade  four  completed  a  "Walk  about  Plymouth." 
Numerous  cultural  enrichment  programs  were  brought  to  our  students  throughout 
the  year.  Indian  Brook  started  off  the  year  with  a  presentation  from  Johnny  the 
K,  entitled  "I  Can,  I  Am,  and  I  Will".  The  focus  of  this  presentation  was  to 
highlight  key  aspects  of  outstanding  character.  Once  again,  our  Home  &  School 
Association  continues  to  provide  a  wide  variety  of  cultural  experiences  for  our 
students. 

In  October,  Indian  Brook  Elementary  School  had  its  annual  "Harvest  Day."  This 
event  was  organized  by  the  Home  &  School  Association  and  was  a  huge 
success  because  of  the  many  parents  who  devoted  their  time.  Arts  and  craft 
activities  were  available  for  all  children.  The  day  even  had  an  obstacle  course 
created  by  our  assistant  principal.  A  popular  game  included  throwing  apples  at  a 
make  shift  scarecrow  that  had  the  face  of  the  principal. 

During  the  month  of  November,  the  school  collected  non-perishable  food  items, 
which  were  donated  to  a  local  food  pantry.  Hundreds  of  cans  and  numerous 
boxes  of  non-perishable  items  were  collected.  As  a  result  of  our  student's 
efforts,  the  assistant  principal  was  able  to  have  Fox  25  news  bring  their  "SkyFox 
School  Landing"  program  to  the  school  and  have  a  question  and  answer  period 
with  one  of  their  news  anchors.  The  idea  for  such  a  wonderful  program  was 
given  to  the  assistant  principal  by  two  Indian  Brook  students. 

A  grade  four  classroom  teacher  had  two  educational  books  published  over  the 
summer.  They  are  math  resource  books  entitled.  Time  for  a  Rhyme  and  Sold  on 
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Mathematics.  This  teacher  was  also  a  speaker  at  the  George  Washington 
Annual  Teacher's  Institute  at  Mt.  Vernon,  while  a  current  third  grade  teacher  from 
Indian  Brook  was  selected  to  be  a  participant  in  the  week  long  program. 

On  a  final  note,  Indian  Brook  saw  three  of  its  shining  stars  retire.  The  three 
teachers,  who  spent  many  of  their  years  helping  so  many  students,  included  two 
who  were  here  the  first  year  Indian  Brook  opened  and  never  looked  back.  For  all 
of  their  contributions  to  the  many  students  they  worked  with  over  the  years  -  we 
wish  them  well  in  their  retirement  years. 

MANOMET  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Manomet  Elementary  has  certainly  had  an  exciting  year  with  regard  to  student 
learning.  Some  of  this  has  occurred  through  the  implementation  of  the  formal 
core  curricula,  while  other  experiences  have  extended  beyond  the  walls  of  the 
classroom. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  a  Student  Council  has  been  established.  This 
board  of  eighteen  4^^  and  5*^  graders  serves  for  six  weeks  at  a  time,  rotating  so 
that  all  interested  students  may  have  a  chance  to  participate  in  this  important 
program  of  service  to  the  school.  These  student  leaders  have  provided 
invaluable  perspective  to  our  school  on  a  wide  range  of  issues. 

Manomet  Elementary  celebrated  National  Education  Week  by  having  parents  of 
students  at  all  grade  levels  come  into  classrooms  and  experience  many  of  the 
interactive,  hands-on  games  associated  with  the  EveryDay  Mathematics  program 
for  themselves.  Our  student  experts  did  everything  from  teaching  their  parents 
the  rules  of  the  games  to  challenging  them  to  competitions.  These  games  are 
just  one  aspect  of  an  extremely  rich  mathematics  curriculum  that  is  now  in  place 
throughout  the  district. 

Theater  has  been  alive  and  well  at  Manomet  Elementary.  Due  to  generous 
donations  from  Entergy  Corporation,  two  after  school  theater  workshops  were  put 
in  place.  Back  in  the  spring,  approximately  twenty-five  students  took  to  the  stage 
for  a  performance  of  Shakespeare's,  Twelfth  Night.  Another  fifteen  students  took 
on  important  roles  with  regard  to  working  on  scenery  or  as  stagehands.  The 
performance  itself  was  simply  the  culmination  of  a  six-week  journey  for  these 
students  as  they  learned  about  the  theater  arts  from  two  professional  directors 
from  the  Priscilla  Beach  Theater.  The  second  workshop  is  currently  being 
planned  and  will  culminate  with  a  performance  of  The  Wizard  of  Oz. 

Outreach  to  the  community  continues  to  be  a  staple  here  at  Manomet 
Elementary,  one  of  the  most  generous  school  communities  ever!  This  fall,  boys 
and  girls  were  challenged  to  provide  pennies  for  the  homeless.  As  the  area 
prepared  for  winter,  there  was  a  drive  organized  to  collect  coats  for  those  who 
might  otherwise  go  without.    In  addition,  staff  members  conduct  bi-weekly 
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collections  for  a  wide  range  of  causes,  some  of  which  include  the  fight  against 
breast  cancer,  finding  a  cure  for  ALS,  and  providing  funds  for  the  animal  shelter. 
The  generosity  of  the  students,  staff,  and  families  of  our  community-at-large  is  a 
great  source  of  pride. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  many  wonderful  things  that  are  happening  right  over 
in  Manomet  every  day! 

NATHANIEL  MORTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  school  is  proud  of  the  efforts  made  to  beautify  the  grounds  of  Nathaniel 
Morton.  As  a  result  of  a  School  Improvement  Plan  goal,  the  lawns  and  gardens 
have  been  presenting  a  new  face.  Parents  and  staff  gather  to  clean,  rake,  mulch 
and  add  plantings  to  the  schoolyard  during  seasonal  clean-up  days. 

Recycling  efforts  have  been  renewed  at  Nathaniel  Morton.  Paper  waste  is 
collected  from  various  areas  of  the  building,  and  picked  up  weekly  by  the  Town  of 
Plymouth.  The  school  hopes  to  expand  our  efforts  to  include  additional 
renewable  materials  such  as  glass  and  aluminum. 

There  were  many  opportunities  for  Advanced  Readiness  Learners  during  the 
course  of  the  school  year.  Along  with  robotics  and  math  activities,  some 
students  participated  in  a  CSI  Club  to  find  the  missing  school  mascot.  The 
students  investigated  the  evidence  at  the  scene  to  solve  the  case  and  get  the 
mascot  back. 

The  WOW  Word  vocabulary  program  continued  to  foster  the  acquisition  of  new 
vocabulary  in  a  creative  and  motivating  manner.  Each  month  core  vocabulary 
words  are  selected  to  be  introduced  and  reinforced.  This  year,  the  words  were 
selected  around  appropriate  themes.  The  infusion  of  rich  vocabulary  in 
meaningful  context  has  resulted  in  an  increase  of  the  students'  understanding  of 
language,  as  well  as  the  application  of  these  skills  in  written  and  oral  language 
activities. 

Music  continues  to  be  a  vibrant  part  of  the  Nathaniel  Morton  Community. 
Students  enjoy  the  offerings  of  visiting  groups  from  the  Plymouth  Philharmonic 
and  look  forward  to  their  spring  visit  to  Memorial  Hall  for  a  full  concert.  The 
school  has  thirty-five  students  participating  in  the  choral  music  program  offered 
after  school,  and  more  than  ninety  students  participating  in  the  band  and 
orchestra. 

Students  at  Nathaniel  Morton  once  again  participated  in  the  Kids  Voting  program 
during  the  national  election.  As  a  result  of  high  student  voter  turnout  for  the  Kids 
Voting  program,  Nathaniel  Morton  earned  the  honor  of  hosting  the  Phyllis 
Hughes  trophy.  This  trophy  is  awarded  to  the  Plymouth  school  with  the  highest 
percentage  of  student  voter  turnout  at  the  polls  on  Election  Day.  Nathaniel 
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Morton  staff  also  volunteered  to  staff  the  polls  at  the  Town  Hall  to  assist  in  the 
Kids  Voting  process. 

As  the  nation  prepared  to  elect  its  next  president,  the  Nathaniel  Morton  School 
student  body  took  on  the  task  of  selecting  a  new  mascot.  During  a  school 
assembly,  students  presented  campaign  speeches  for  the  two  candidates.  The 
results  of  the  election  were  very  close,  but  the  Nathaniel  Morton  Mariners 
emerged  as  the  new  mascot.  As  relayed  by  the  Mariners'  campaign  staff, 
Mariners  are  independent  and  smart  about  making  decisions.  They  are  brave, 
strong  and  tough,  just  like  the  students  at  Nathaniel  Morton.  Nathaniel  Morton  is 
a  strong  and  confident  school  while,  like  Christopher  Columbus  and  the  Pilgrims, 
Mariners  are  strong  and  confident  individuals.  When  are  faced  with  challenges 
at  school,  students  work  hard  to  overcome  them.  A  glance  from  the  windows  of 
the  Nathaniel  Morton  School  makes  clear  the  deep  ties  to  the  sea  that  have 
shaped  Plymouth's  history  and  present.  The  Nathaniel  Morton  Mariners  look 
forward  to  being  part  of  the  future. 

SOUTH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  year  2008  provided  many  opportunities  for  partnerships  between  South 
Elementary  School  and  the  larger  Plymouth  community.  The  Plymouth  Family 
Network  continued  to  offer  workshops  in  parenting  and  literacy  for  parents  of 
preschool  and  kindergarten  populations.  Students,  grades  K-4  prepared  posters 
for  the  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  Prayer  Breakfast  sponsored  by  the  Interfaith 
Clergy  Association.  Eight  students  participated  in  the  Plymouth  Children's 
Chorus,  which  sang  with  the  Plymouth  Philharmonic.  Volunteers  from  the 
Mayflower  Retired  and  Senior  Volunteer  Program  supported  the  first  grade 
reading  program.  A  New  England  Patriots  football  player  met  with  kindergarten 
and  preschool  students  in  October  to  talk  about  good  nutrition  and  exercise. 
During  the  month  of  November,  350  students  voted  in  the  presidential  election  as 
part  of  Kids  Voting]  members  of  the  South  High  football  team  read  aloud  to 
second  and  third  grade  classes;  and  students  donated  more  than  4,500  cans  of 
food  to  the  food  pantry  run  by  Plymouth's  Christ  Church  Episcopal.  The 
Plymouth  Wal-Mart  provided  funding  to  renovate  the  school's  courtyards  in  the 
spring;  and  in  September,  Wal-Mart  honored  one  teacher  by  funding  science- 
based  field  trips  for  fourth  grade  students. 

There  were  a  number  of  high-quality  extracurricular  activities  for  students.  The 
Reading  First  Grant  provided  funding  for  a  summer  reading  camp,  which  served 
forty-five  students  during  the  month  of  July.  Thirty  third  and  fourth  grade  students 
participated  in  the  elementary  robotics  program.  Thirty  more  students 
participated  in  after-school  clubs  that  developed  mathematical  and  critical 
thinking  skills.  120  students  participated  in  the  school's  chorus  and  forty 
students  performed  in  the  spring  concert  as  members  of  our  elementary  band. 
All  students,  grades  1-4  participated  in  movement  workshops  offered  by  a  highly 
distinguished  choreographer  as  part  of  the  Arts  Festival.  Collectively,  students 
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read  thousands  of  books  through  the  winter  warm-up  and  spring  training  reading 
incentives.  Approximately  190  students,  parents,  teachers  and  administrators 
took  part  in  the  23^^  Annual  Overnight  Trip  to  Boston's  Museum  of  Science. 

The  Home  and  School  Association  sponsored  a  variety  of  activities  including 
Family  Movie  Nights  in  February,  a  night  at  the  Providence  Bruins  in  March,  the 
Annual  Talent  Show  in  April,  a  School  Carnival  in  June,  the  Annual  Oktoberfest 
in  October  and  Polar  Express  Night  in  December. 

Teachers  at  South  Elementary  School  joined  teachers  throughout  the  district  as 
they  implemented  the  EveryDay  Mathematics  Program.  Academically,  South 
Elementary  School's  students  met  goals  for  Adequate  Yearly  Progress  set  by  the 
federal  government's  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act.  The  school  continued  to  show 
growth  as  measured  by  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment 
Program.  All  third  grade  students  met  the  standard  for  reading  proficiency  set  by 
the  Massachusetts  Reading  First  Program. 

In  conclusion,  2008  was  a  great  year  for  the  738  students  and  84  staff  members 
of  South  Elementary! 

WEST  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

West  School  students  continued  to  benefit  from  the  Reading  First  grant,  which 
concluded  in  the  summer.  The  Reading  First  grant  was  a  five  year  grant 
program  with  a  focus  on  developing  early  reading  skills  in  students  from 
kindergarten  to  grade  three.  Funding  through  this  grant  provided  professional 
development  for  teachers  and  staff,  purchased  a  tremendous  variety  of  literacy 
materials  for  students,  and  sponsored  a  number  of  literacy  events  and  learning 
experiences  for  students.  "Book  Writing  Day"  celebrated  student  authors  at  West 
through  a  building-wide  sharing  of  class  books.  "Spotlight  a  Book,"  a  monthly 
event  at  South  Elementary,  created  excitement  and  enthusiasm  for  new  literature 
purchased  for  the  library  by  sharing  excerpts  from  the  new  books.  The  WOW 
Word  program  continued  to  be  a  weekly  hit  with  students  as  their  vocabulary 
expanded.  Thanks  to  Reading  First,  additional  academic  opportunities  were 
available  for  students  including  before-school  tutoring  in  English  Language  Arts 
and  "Camp  Read  A  Lot,"  a  two-week  summer  remediation  camp.  West  School  is 
certainly  appreciative  of  all  that  the  Reading  First  grant  provided. 

Getting  fit  was  a  theme  at  West.  "Plymouth  Rocks,"  an  elementary  fitness 
program,  which  promotes  physical  activity,  was  included  as  an  activity  under  one 
of  the  goals  of  the  West  School  Improvement  Plan.  The  tunes  of  the  "Macarena" 
and  "The  Chicken  Dance"  could  be  heard  around  the  halls  as  students  did  a  few 
minutes  of  a  dance/movement  activity  in  their  classroom  and  also  gathered 
monthly  in  the  gym  to  learn  new  fitness  routines.  Heart  Healthy  Day  found 
students  participating  in  six  aerobic  stations  set  up  to  increase  awareness  of 
body  and  exercise  and  how  it  all  goes  together. 
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Many  great  activities  and  events  have  occurred  during  the  year  including  the 
following:  Fifth  grade  students  entertained  their  families  and  friends  with  the 
musical  performance,  "Be  Bop  with  Aesop"  (a  musical  take-off  on  Aesop's  fables) 
along  with  the  yearly  Gym  Show.  "Stop  Everything  and  Think"  had  students  in  all 
grades  playing  reading  and  math  thinking  games  at  unexpected  times.  "Put  a 
Poem  in  Your  Pocket"  had  all  at  West,  young  and  old,  carrying  a  poem  in  their 
pocket.  Throughout  the  day  students  and  adults  were  asked  to  share  the  poems 
they  were  carrying.  West  School  continues  to  be  a  place  where  "Wondering, 
Exploring,  Searching,  Thinking"  occurs  on  a  daily  basis. 

MT.  PLEASANT  PRESCHOOL 

Mt.  Pleasant  Preschool,  located  at  22  14  Whiting  Street,  Plymouth  services  200 
students  between  the  ages  of  three  to  five  years.  The  Plymouth  Preschool 
supports  the  philosophy  of  inclusive  education  to  which  the  Plymouth  Public 
Schools  is  committed.  "Inclusive  education  seeks  to  provide  meaningful 
education  to  the  range  of  students  in  our  communities  by  drawing  strength  from 
their  diversity".  Following  are  some  shared  common  beliefs: 

■  All  children  have  a  right  to  be  educated  within  their  home  community  with 
their  peers. 

■  Children  should  participate  at  the  same  time  in  shared  educational 
experiences. 

The  Plymouth  Preschool  consists  of  four  classrooms  which  offer  two  sessions 
each  day.  The  morning  session  from  9:15  -  11:45  a.m.  and  the  afternoon 
session  from  12:45  -  3:15  p.m.  are  inclusive  classrooms,  serving  children  with 
individual  educational  plans  and  children  from  the  community.  The  school  also 
has  two  full-day  preschool  programs  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  with 
a  diagnosis  of  Pervasive  Developmental  Delay  and/or  Autism  Spectrum  Disorder. 
Students  are  provided  with  a  full-day  program  from  9:15  a.m.  to  3:15  p.m.  Three 
morning  sessions  include  typical  peer  models  to  provide  opportunities  for 
socialization.  Special  needs  students  receive  speech,  physical  and  occupational 
therapies  according  to  their  individualized  education  plans.  Consultation  is 
provided  to  teachers  and  families  by  a  board  certified  behavior  analyst. 

Mt.  Pleasant  Preschool  is  staffed  by  Massachusetts  certified  teachers,  certified 
physical  therapist,  occupational  therapist  and  speech  language  pathologists. 
Direct  therapies  are  provided  according  to  individual  educational  plans  within  the 
classroom  or  on  an  outpatient  basis. 

The  staff  of  Mt.  Pleasant  Preschool  conducted  thirty-six  developmental 
screenings  and  sixty-four  full  educational  evaluations.

>  1749  COURT  HOUSE  MUSEUM

The  2008  year  was  an  exciting  one  for  the  town-owned  1749  Courthouse  and  the 
1749  Courthouse  Committee.  Once  again  the  Courthouse  and  Museum  drew 
visitors  from  five  continents  of  the  world.  Courthouse  staff  welcomed  10,231 
visitors  to  the  courthouse  to  enjoy  the  museum  and  the  second  floor  re-creation 
courtroom.  The  courthouse  was  open  June  through  October.  It  opened,  as  well, 
for  two  special  events:  Thanksgiving  and  the  Annual  Kiwanis  Downtown 
Christmas. 

The  1749  Courthouse  Museum  and  its  committee  are  pleased  to  announce  that 
this  building,  staff,  and  volunteers  have  now  found  a  place  with  the  Department 
of  Community  Resources,  under  the  leadership  of  Dinah  O'Brien.  The 
Committee  and  Staff  feel  this  is  an  excellent  step  in  the  preservation  and 
development  of  this  Museum. 

Those  driving  past  this  town  building  will  notice  a  fresh  coat  of  white  paint  on  the 
clapboards,  red  paint  on  the  brick  and  black  paint  on  our  front  door.  This  work, 
conducted  by  One-Stop  Painting  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  was  done  with  the  utmost  skill  and  has  given  the  courthouse  a 
much  needed  face-lift.  As  beautiful  as  the  work  is,  there  is  still  much  this  building 
needs,  as  planning  begins  for  the  2020  celebration  year.  In  preparation,  the 
Courthouse  Committee  began  advocating  for  funding  for  the  services  of  an 
historic  architect.  A  major  piece  of  this  is  the  preparation  and  submission  of  a 
Community  Preservation  Act  grant. 

>  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  Building  Committee  operated  during  the  year  under  the  updated  charter  with 
nine  members.  Representing  the  School  Committee  were  John  White  and 
Dennis  Begley,  representing  the  Planning  Board  was  Paul  McAlduff;  the  attorney 
representative  was  Ed  Conroy,  the  architect  representative  was  David  Peck,  the 
construction  industry  representative  was  Al  Anderson,  and  the  three  at-large 
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representatives  were  Christine  Murphy,  Thomas  Fugazzi  and  Jason  Silva. 
During  the  year,  David  Crawley  and  Christian  Grant  left  the  committee,  and  were 
thanked  for  their  generous  service.  Staff  is  provided  ably  by  Pamela  Hagler,  the 
Town's  Procurement  Officer  and  Joanne  McNulty,  as  Secretary.  The  Committee 
reorganized  in  September  2008,  with  David  Peck  as  chair,  Paul  McAlduff  as  vice- 
chair  and  Dennis  Begley  as  clerk. 

During  2008,  the  Committee  met  20  times,  and  continued  the  efforts  of  prior 
years  on  multiple  projects: 

Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School  HVAC  Replacement  Project: 

The  Building  Committee  continued  to  work  with  Ted  Gentry  Associates  as  Project 
Manager,  and  R.  D.  Kimball  Associates  as  Engineer,  to  complete  the  second 
year  of  the  phased  construction  project.  The  contractor  has  been  the  Enterprise 
Equipment  Company.  Two  houses  were  completed  during  the  summer  of  2007, 
and  portions  of  the  core  areas  during  the  following  school  year.  The  final  two 
houses  were  completed  during  the  summer  of  2008.  The  project  is  now 
complete.  Final  energy  rebates  totaling  $323,789  were  negotiated  with  NSTAR, 
and  have  been  delivered  to  the  Town.  Overall,  the  project  was  completed  more 
than  $1  million  under  budget.  The  Building  Committee  held  many  of  their 
meetings  at  PCIS,  and  held  several  joint  meetings  and  tours  with  the  School 
Committee. 

Crematorium:  The  Committee  worked  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
throughout  the  year  in  developing  the  final  bidding  documents  for  the 
Crematorium,  directing  competitive  bidding,  and  monitoring  the  construction. 
Architect  Bradley  Associates,  who  had  assisted  on  the  Cemetery  Master  Plan, 
has  served  as  architect.  The  contractor  selected  through  competitive  bidding  is 
Elizabeth  Construction  Company.  The  facility  has  two  retorts,  with  space  for  two 
additional  ones  in  the  future.  The  Committee  advertised  for,  interviewed,  and 
selected  the  firm  of  PMA  to  serve  as  project  representative.  They  have  been 
observing  the  construction,  preparing  reports,  and  reviewing  monthly  requisitions. 
The  project  is  currently  expected  to  complete  construction  by  March  2009. 

School  Infrastructure  Study:  The  Committee,  working  with  School 
administration,  developed  a  Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  for  a  consultant  to 
review  and  audit  all  school  facilities  and  their  systems  and  infrastructure.  The 
consultant  will  develop  final  reports,  in  written  and  electronic  form,  outlining  the 
specific  capital  needs,  their  cost  and  recommended  timing.  Four  firms 
responded  to  the  RFP;  from  these  responses,  two  finalist  firms  were  interviewed 
by  the  Building  Committee,  and  the  firm  of  EMG  Associates  was  selected.  The 
selected  consultant  is  in  the  process  of  assessing  all  elements  of  the  walls, 
windows,  roofs,  heating  and  cooling,  wiring,  plumbing  systems,  etc,  and 
developing  cost  estimates  and  prioritization  to  assist  the  School  Department  in 
multi-year  capital  planning.  Preliminary  reports  were  reviewed  in  December;  the 
final  reports  are  due  in  February  2009. 
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Replacement  of  HVAC  Systems  at  West,  Indian  Brook  and  Federal  Furnace 
Elementary  Schools:  The  Committee  worked  with  the  School  administration 
and  the  Town's  Procurement  Officer  to  develop  a  Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  for 
project  management  services  on  the  replacement  of  the  obsolescent  HVAC 
systems  on  the  West,  Indian  Brook  and  Federal  Furnace  Elementary  Schools. 
Seven  responses  for  project  manager  were  received,  three  were  interviewed  by 
the  Designer  Selection  Committee,  from  whom  the  firm  of  Ted  Gentry  Associates 
was  selected.  Working  with  him,  an  RFP  was  prepared  to  select  a  designer. 
Five  Engineering  firms  responded,  from  whom  three  were  shortlisted.  The 
Designer  Selection  Committee  selected  RDK  Engineers,  who  had  served  as 
engineers  for  PCIS.  Active  design  for  the  West  Elementary  School  is  underway, 
with  a  goal  to  bring  the  estimated  capital  costs  to  Spring  Town  Meeting  2009  for 
approval,  in  time  for  summer  2009  implementation  at  the  West  Elementary 
School. 

Plymouth  North  High  School  Planning/MSBA  Reimbursement:  During 
2008,  the  State  directed  the  Town  to  prioritize  their  High  School  needs,  asking 
the  Town  to  choose  between  Plymouth  North  and  Plymouth  South.  Despite 
pressing  needs  at  both  schools,  the  Town  reluctantly  selected  Plymouth  North, 
and  submitted  to  the  State  a  detailed  Statement  of  Needs  for  Plymouth  North. 
This  was  approved  by  the  State,  and  the  Town  authorized  to  advertise  for  an 
Owners  Project  Manager  (0PM).  The  Committee  and  School  administration 
prepared  an  RFP  for  0PM  for  the  project,  the  next  step  in  obtaining  approval  and 
reimbursement  for  the  planning  for  replacement  or  significant  renovation  of 
Plymouth  North  High  School.  The  RFP  was  approved  by  the  State,  and  was 
advertised.  Six  firms  responded  and  the  responses  rated  by  the  Building 
Committee,  which  was  enhanced  with  representatives  from  the  School 
Administration  and  Town  Manager.  Three  firms  were  interviewed  in  November, 
and  the  firm  of  Ted  Gentry  Associates  recommended  to  the  State  for  approval. 
Approval  was  received  in  late  December.  It  is  hoped  that  2009  will  see 
completion  of  the  feasibility  study  {new  building  versus  renovation,  size  of 
school),  designer  selection  and  development  of  final  designs  for  competitive 
bidding. 

Plymouth  South  Middle  School  (PSMS)  Remediation:  The  Committee  met 
with  a  consulting  engineering  firm.  Gale  Engineering,  who  was  engaged  to  study 
the  causes  of  the  water  infiltration,  and  do  test  cuts  to  observe  concealed 
conditions.  The  report  was  submitted  to  attorneys  for  the  Town,  and  remains  in 
negotiation  with  the  parties  in  the  litigation.  In  late  December,  additional  tests 
were  performed  at  PSMS,  witnessed  by  representatives  from  all  parties  involved 
In  the  litigation.  It  is  hoped  this  testing  will  lead  toward  successful  results  in  this 
multi-year  litigation. 

>  COMMUNITY  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE 


Mission:  The  Community  Preservation  Committee  (CPC)  enacts  the  laws 
and  regulations  of  the  Community  Preservation  Act  (CPA)  (MGL  Chapter 
448)  that  allows  communities  in  Massachusetts  to  place  a  surcharge  of  up 
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to  3%  on  property  taxes.  These  funds  are  matched  by  the  State  with 
proceeds  from  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  The  Act  mandates  that  a  committee 
be  formed  to  oversee  these  monies  and  to  create  an  application  procedure 
to  determine  which  applications  for  funding  will  be  brought  to  Town 
Meeting  for  approval.  A  minimum  of  10%  of  the  funds  must  be  allocated  to 
affordable  housing,  10%  to  historic  preservation  and  10%  to  land 
conservation.  The  remaining  70%  may  be  allocated  to  one  or  more  of  these 
three  purposes  in  accordance  with  local  priorities. 

Since  Plymouth  was  one  of  the  earliest  towns  to  vote  in  the  CPA,  the  CPC  has 
been  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  1 00%  match  from  the  State  for  the  past  six 
years  to  help  fund  some  incredible  projects  in  Town.  These  include  the 
transformation  of  the  old  library  on  North  Street  into  a  vibrant  arts  center, 
acquisition  of  mile  of  beach  front  property  in  Cedarville,  the  building  of 
affordable  housing  for  seniors  in  Plymouth's  downtown  and  the  conservation  of 
the  County  Farm.  Please  see  full  list  below. 

The  Plymouth  CPC  has  been  aware  for  some  time  that  the  100%  match  the 
towns  received  from  the  State  was  simply  a  temporary  windfall  -  the  result  of 
extraordinary  real  estate  activity  in  these  past  few  years.  This  real  estate  boom 
resulted  in  fuller  coffers  than  ever  expected  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  which  is 
where  the  matching  funds  come  from.  Last  year  the  match  from  the  State  for 
Plymouth  was  $1,200,000.  This  year  the  Town  will  receive  $990,000  from  the 
State. 

Over  the  course  of  the  past  year  the  CPC,  working  with  the  Finance  Department 
and  Committee,  The  Town  Manager,  the  Selectmen,  and  the  State's  Department 
of  Revenue,  modified  its  strategy  in  order  to  continue  to  get  the  greatest  financial 
benefit  for  the  town  with  the  lower  contribution  from  the  State.  Accordingly,  the 
CPC  moved  to  temporarily  curtail  further  acquisitions  and  instead  pay  off  the  debt 
that  had  accrued  in  the  Open  Space  and  Affordable  Housing  components  of  the 
Fund.  Since  the  CPA  is  recognized  by  Federal,  State  and  private  entities  as  a 
reliable  and  steady  funding  source,  it  is  considered  a  safe  place  to  contribute 
additional  matching  funds  and  loans.  This  has  helped  make  some  of  Plymouth's 
larger  projects  possible. 

By  the  Spring  of  2009,  the  Plymouth  CPA  should  be  debt  free  and  ready  to  help 
fund  new  projects  in  Town.  There  are  funds  in  reserve  to  look  at  new  projects 
where  CPC  money  can  be  strategically  invested  for  economic  opportunities  that 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  CPA  statute. 

The  Community  Preservation  Committee  is  made  up  of  one  member  each  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Conservation  Commission,  the 
Housing  Authority,  and  the  Historic  District  Commission  as  well  as  four  members 
at-large.  The  Plymouth  CPC  decided  from  the  beginning  not  to  hire 
administrative  help  but  rather  to  add  the  5%  allowed  for  this  purpose  to  fund 
projects.  The  all-volunteer  committee  always  looks  to  get  the  "biggest  bang  for 
the  buck"  and  suggests  that  applicants  also  apply  for  other  grants  and 
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contributions  for  their  projects.  Application  forms  are  renewed  each  year  and 
discussed  at  CPC  open  meetings.

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>  OPEN  SPACE  COMMITTEE 


The  Mission  of  the  Open  Space  Committee  is  to  advise  and  assist  the  Town 
to  protect  and  preserve  suitable  Open  Space. 

The  Open  Space  Committee  this  year  continued  to  encourage  the  Town  to 
preserve  lands  suitable  for  conservation  in  the  face  of  constant  pressure  for 
development.  Many  studies  have  confirmed  what  Plymouth  tax  payers  are 
seeing:  that  new  development  rarely  brings  in  enough  revenue  to  cover  costs  of 
the  necessary  extra  services  which  follow,  and  that  everyone's  tax  bill  just  keeps 
going  up. 

The  Committee  this  year  has  assisted  the  Town,  the  Community  Preservation 
Committee,  conservation  organizations,  and  private  citizens  to  find  ways  to  make 
the  preservation  of  open  space  economically  viable.  As  part  of  this  process, 
lands  under  consideration  are  run  through  the  Ranking  Criteria  in  the  Open 
Space  Plan. 

In  the  early  months  of  2008,  the  Committee  assisted  with  the  up-dating  of  the 
Plymouth  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan. 

At  Spring  Town  Meeting,  the  Open  Space  Committee  presented  an  article,  which 
was  unanimously  supported,  asking  the  Town  to  expand  Stephens  Field  by 
officially  designating  the  contiguous  former  DPW  land  as  Recreation.  Afterward, 
with  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the  Open  Space  Committee,  a  group  of 
friends  and  neighbors  formed  to  help  the  Town  keep  the  enlarged  Stephens  Field 
in  good  condition  while  applying  for  funds  to  make  major  improvements.  The 
Friends  of  Stephens  Field  group  meets  monthly  and  works  with  the  relevant 
Town  departments  to  make  sure  that  the  park  is  inviting  and  user  friendly  before, 
during  and  after  the  period  of  expansion.  Volunteers  walk  the  area  on  a  regular 
weekly  schedule  to  pick  up  trash  and  keep  an  eye  on  things. 

The  Committee  has  also  encouraged  other  "Friends  of  groups  in  Plymouth  - 
those  who  care  and  use  particular  parks  and  open  spaces  in  their  neighborhoods 
-  and  is  in  the  process  of  working  out  an  umbrella  organization  to  share  ideas 
and  support. 

A  representative  from  the  Open  Space  Committee  attended  meetings  of  the 
Public  Lands  Committee;  and  an  Open  Space  Mapping  Subcommittee  was 
formed  to  research  and  recommend  to  this  representative  which  town  lands  were 
suitable  for  protection  and  conservation. 

A  representative  was  also  sent  to  the  1000  Acres  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  to 
help  facilitate  communications  between  the  citizens,  the  Town  and  the  Plymouth 
Rock  Studio. 

The  Open  Space  Committee  would  like  to  thank  all  the  Departments  at  Town  Hall 
for  their  help  and  support  and  also  the  elected  boards  and  officials.  The 
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Committee  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  the  month  at  7  p.m.  at  the 
Plymouth  Center  for  the  Arts  on  North  Street.  The  public  is  cordially  invited  to 
attend  and  participate. 

>  RETIREMENT  BOARD 


In  2008,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  Contributory  Retirement  System 
continued  its  primary  function  of  serving  in  the  interest  of  its  members  and  their 
beneficiaries  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  32, 
the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Public  Employee  Retirement 
Administration  Commission  ("PERAC"),  as  well  as  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  Plymouth  Retirement  Board. 

The  Retirement  Board  in  the  year  2008  was  comprised  of  Thomas  Kelley, 
Chairman  and  retired  Plymouth  Police  Officer,  elected  by  membership;  Richard 
Manfredi,  Vice-Chairman,  retired  Town  of  Plymouth  Director  of  Inspectional 
Services,  elected  by  the  membership;  Shawn  Duhamel,  a  legislative  liaison  to  the 
Retired  State,  County,  and  Municipal  Employee  Association  of  Massachusetts; 
John  E.  Murphy,  Jr.  who  also  serves  as  the  conference  planner  for  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Contributory  Retirement  Systems,  appointed  by 
the  Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  Lynne  Barrett,  ex-officio  Board  Member 
as  Director  of  Finance.  Shawn  Duhamel  and  John  Murphy,  Jr.  were  both  re- 
appointed to  the  Board  during  2008  and  will  serve  the  Board  for  another  3-year 
term. 

The  Retirement  Board  is  located  at  10  Cordage  Park  Circle,  Suite  240. 
This  location  offers  ample  parking  and  easy  access  to  the  building,  as  well  as  a 
quiet,  confidential  and  comfortable  setting  for  all  members  to  visit  and  receive 
retirement  benefit  counseling. 

Keeping  within  its  fiduciary  duty  and  a  careful  review  of  the  fund,  the 
Retirement  Board  unanimously  voted  to  grant  the  maximum  three  percent  cost  of 
living  increase  to  its  retirees  and  survivors,  effective  on  July  1 ,  2008.  The  cost  of 
living  increase  was  awarded  to  those  members  who  retired  prior  to  June  30, 
2007  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  32,  Section  103. 

2008  was  an  economically  difficult  year,  both  locally  and  nationally.  The 
Retirement  Board  carefully  watched  and  instituted  several  investment 
modifications,  as  were  deemed  prudent  and  fiscally  beneficial  to  the  Fund. 

M.G.L.  Chapter  32,  Section  4(1  )(h)  grants  all  eligible,  honorably 
discharged  veterans  the  right  to  purchase  up  to  four  (4)  years  military  service  to 
be  added  towards  their  creditable  service  with  their  respective  Massachusetts 
retirement  system.  Duhng  2008,  two  active  employee  began  a  military  service 
buy  back,  thirteen  active  employees  continued  their  payment  of  this  veterans 
service  through  weekly  payroll  deductions,  while  three  other  active  employees 
completed  these  buybacks  which  totaled  10  years  and  six  months  in  additional 
service.  Members  who  qualify  as  veterans  are  also  eligible  for  an  additional 
benefit  at  retirement.  The  Plymouth  Retirement  System  staff  monitors  member 
status  to  ensure  that  each  member  is  made  aware  of  the  full  range  of  benefit  to 
which  he/she  may  be  entitled. 
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In  the  Retirement  Board's  continuing  effort  to  keep  informed  and  serve  its 
membership,  the  Plymouth  Retirement  Board  and  staff  attended  several 
conferences  during  2008,  including  the  Massachusetts  Contributory  Retirement 
Systems  Conferences,  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration  Commission 
Training  Seminars,  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association  in  conjunction  with  the 
Massachusetts  Pension  System  seminar,  and  the  National  Conference  on  Public 
Employee  Retirement  Systems.  In  addition,  the  Retirement  Board  and  Staff 
attended  numerous  Insurance  Advisory  Committee  meetings  in  order  to  keep  the 
membership  informed  and  updated  on  any  important  changes  in  health  care. 

The  Retirement  Board  complied  with  outside  agencies  in  response  to 
requests  for  information  as  needed.  Some  of  the  agencies  requesting 
information  were  the  Department  of  Equal  Employee  Opportunity  Commission, 
Department  of  Revenue,  Bureau  of  Census,  Public  Employee  Retirement 
Association  Commission,  Plymouth  Retiree  Association,  Internal  Revenue 
Service,  Contributory  Retirement  Appeal  Board,  and  the  Retired  State,  County,  & 
Municipal  Association  of  Massachusetts. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  32  Section  22(6)(b)  "regular 
interest"  for  regular  and  additional  deductions  made  after  January  1,  1984,  were 
set  by  the  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration  Commission,  in 
consultation  with  the  Commissioner  of  Banks,  at  a  rate  of  .6%  for  the  calendar 
year  2008.
